Madero    Befuaea    to    Jtesign 
The   situation    In    Mexico  City,    apart 

m  its  terrifying  aspect,  is  a  re- 
markable .one.  Kriends  of  President 
Madero  fully  expected  his  resignation, 
but  as  the  day  wore  along  be  became 
fixed  In  his  determination  to  retain  the 
reins  of  power.  To  the  Spanish  minis- 
ter he  said: 

I  will  not  resign.  I  was  elected  by 
the  people.,  1  am  the  constituted  Presi- 
dent. I  will  die  before  I  will  resign." 
Amid  all  the  confusions  and  alarms, 
at  5  o'clock  the  Mexican  Government  ap- 
plied the  censorship  to  all  dispatches 
and  cable  messages.  This  will  vastly 
increase  the  difficulties  of  informing 
the  outside  world  of  the  operations

New  Type  of  Vessel  Now  Being 
Constructed  for  Germany 
Expected  to  Cope  With 
Super-Dreadnoughts, 
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-Arlllterv    Dual    In    Mexlen    City.    Hon      Mr 
Pester   on    Hi.    Mission. 
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-  (editorial. 
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LONDON,  Feb.' 15.— The  Engineer,  a 
technical  paper  of  the  highest  reputa- 
tion, gives  details  of  a  formidable  and 
entirely  new  type  of  warship  which  Is 
being  constructed  for  the  German  Ad- 
miralty, and  will  revolutionize  warfare. 
The  design  was  first  offered  to  the 
British  Government,  but,  beyond  the 
bare  acknowledgment,  no  further  action 
was   taken. 

The  new  type  is  described  as  speedier 
than  any  Dreadnought.  It  lies  low  ln 
the   water,   not   much   more   than   awash, 

d  fights  end  on.  The  only  target  It 
presents  to  the  enemy's  fire  is  a  bow 
shield,  sloping  backward,  and  of  such 
Shape  and  thickness  as  to  be  virtually 
Impenetrable.  It  serves  as  the  car- 
riage of  a  single  gtin  or  maximum 
power,  furnished  with  projectiles  that 
play  the  part  of  aerial  torpedoes,  and 
the  iron  remains  perpetually  screened, 
except  at  the  moment  of  firing.  The 
vessel  can  keep  sea  in  all  weathers  and 
tight   effectively  at    the   longest   ranges. 

Twenty  of  these  destroyers  can  be 
built  for  the  cost  of  a  single  super: 
Dread  nought.  #io1  German  naval  experts 
hold  that  a  super-l  ireadnoughl  must  in- 
evitably succumb  if  attacked  by  even 
five  such    small   craft.

APPOINTMENT     OF    JUDGES 

Ambassador   Bryco   Kefera  to   Subject   in 
Address  at  xDew  York  Bar  Asso- 
ciation's  Dinner 


NBW  YORK,  Feb.  16.— James  Bryce, 
British  Ambassador  to  the  United 
btates,  suggested  tonight  to  members  of 
the  New  York  County  Bar  Association 
that  appointment  by  the  governor  and 
appointment  by  popular  vote  were  not 
the  only  methods  to  be  considered  for 
the  selection  of  state  Judges. 

Much  of  Ambassador  Bryce's  address 
at  the  association's  annual  dinner  was 
devoted  to  this  subject,  although,  be- 
cause of  Us  political  nature,  he  dis- 
claimed any  desire  to  discuss  the  ques- 
tion   of    "Judicial    recall.'' 

Agitation  for  the  recall  of  JudRes,  he 
said,  had  sprung  from  dissatisfaction 
In  some  stuteg  with  present  methods' 
of  appointment.  It  was  desirable,  he 
continued,  that  the  Judges  should  enjoy 
the  full  confidence  of  the  people,  and 
the  method  of  popular  election  has  been 
adopted  to  obtain  that  object.

There  ace  on  Bark- 
ley  Sound  a  few  harbors  that  may  be  a 
reW  mfles  hearer  the  Canal,  but  of  the 
first-claw  porta,'  none*  is  ln<  a  position 
to  be  compared-  with. this  city  in  respect 
to  distance.  All  ocean-going  t<  vessels 
plying  between  the  canal  and  the  Con- 
tinental railway  terminals  reached  by 
way  of  the  Strait  of  Juan  de  Fiica  pass 
within  sight  of  our  ocean  docks.  The 
approach  to  this  port  from  the  sea  Is 
absolutely  "«*%-*t  '-ajll^'iour*.  of  the  day 
or  .ris^MNfiy^^ 
Such  geographical  features  or  meteoro- 
logical conditions  as  may  tend  to  inter- 
rupt or  delay  navigation,  or  render  It 
dangerous,  occur  beyond  Victoria.  In 
view  of  the  large  size  and  great  value 
of  the  ships  which  will  hereafter  be  em- 
ployed in  the  trade  of  the  Pacific,  the. 
above  considerations  seem  to  us  to  be  of 
very  great  Importance.      !        *

finest  waterfrontage  in  the  world,  ab- 
solutely safe  of  approach  and  capm.i. 
of  absolute  protection,  with  a  great  area 
of  vacant  land  adjacent,  present  ideal 
conditions  for  the  establishment  of  a 
great  port.  If  the  Strait  of  Georgia 
were  bridged  by  an  Isthmus,  there 
would  not  be  a  shadow  of  a  doubt  In 
anyone's  mind  that  here  would  centre 
all  the  traffic  of  the  railways  coming 
to   the  Coast  at  any  point  between   the 


northern  end  of  Vancouver  Island  and 
the; southern  extremity  of  Puget  Sound. 
For  purposes  of  transportation  across 
the  intervening  water,  car-ferries  are 
equally  as  efficient  as  a  land  line 
would  be.  Similar  observations  apply 
to  the  distribution  of  ocean-borne 
freight  arriving  here.  These  are  some 
of  the  greater  considerations  to  be 
taken  Into ,  account  In  considering  the 
future  of  commerce  on  the  Pacific 
Ocean,  for  It  will  be  a  commerce  In  con- 
nection with  which  every  detail  will 
have  to  be  reckoned,  for  the  competition 
will  be  great. 


We   have  so   far  considered  only  such 


outgoing  cargoes  as  may  be  brought  to 
the  Coast  from  points  In  the  Interior 
of  the  Continent. .  There  remain  to  be 
mentioned  those  that?  may  originate  on 
Vancouver  ',  Island.  It  Is  difficult — 
Indeed  It  is  Impossible — to  form  any 
adequate  idea  of  what  these  will  be.  Of 
the  riches  of  this  Island  there  Is  no 
doubt  at  all,  and  it  is  a  safe  proposition 
In  economics  that  where  nature  has 
stored .  abundant  resources  close  to  the 
sea,  a  great  commerce  will  certainly  be 
built  up.  To  attempt  "to 'elabftratiJ  this 
point  In  any  detail  would  be  to  enter 
upon  the  domain  of  speculative  inquiry; 
but  we  may  remark  In  passing  that  all 
competent  observers,  from  the  time  of 
Sir  Sandford  Fleming's  first  reports  un- 
til now,  and  even  those  who  preceded 
that  pioneer  in  Canadian  development, 
expressed  the  opinion  that;  this  Island 
Is  destined  to.  be  the  seat  of  a  great 
commerce  and  great  Industry.  While 
there  are  other  ports  on  the  Island  that 
win  share  in  the  prosperity  that  will 
follow  from  progress  along  these  lines, 
there  is   no  reason  why  Victoria  shall 


The  extent  of  harbor  accommodation 
thai  can  be  provided  at  Victoria  is  very 
great  Between  Ogdcn'  Polttt  breakwater 
and  McLoughiin  Point,  on  the  west 
side  of  the  harbor,  possibly  four  miles 
of  dockage  for  ocean-going  Ships  can 
be  readily  provided,  if -gt^ter  accom- .

The  next  question  that  arises  is  as  to 
the  assembling  of  >out-going  cargoes  at 
Victoria  and  the  distribution  of  incom- 
ing cargoes  from  this  point.

Concluding  this  necessarily  superfi-

The  Minister  of  Public  Works  spoke 
at  length  In  the  House  of  Commons  on 
what  was  called  "A  question  of  privi- 
lege." The  question  arose  out  of  a 
statement  In  a  newspaper  not  relating 
to  anything  that  had  happened  In  Par- 
liament Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  took  ex- 
ception to  the  manner  in  which  the 
Minister  treated  the  matter;  but  "as 
raised  no  objection  to  its  being  brought 
up.  Mr.  Borden  also  spoke  on  a  Ques- 
tion of  order,  hut  Seemed  to  regard  the 
Minister's  course  as  parliamentary,  and 
the  Speaker  permitted  the  Minister  to 
finish  what  he  had  to  say.  We  may 
therefore  regard  it  as  recognised  parlia- 
mentary practice  in  Canada  for  a  mem- 
ber of  Parliament  to  treat  as  a  breach 
of  privilege  criticisms  In  the  press  on 
his  conduct  out  of  Parliament.

Assaulted  While  Asleep 

The  story  as  told  by  Whittle;  Kelgley 
and  Coleman  to  the  police  last  evening 
indicated  the  marvelous  escape  from 
death  they  all  had.  While  they  state 
that  Hamilton  had  been  drinking  on 
the  night  previous,  they  can  only  ex- 
plain his  murderous  assault  upon  them 
by  the  fact  that  he  must  suddenly  have 
become  insane.

It  must 
not  bafftygatten  tliat  a  cruel  and  vln- 
mctlve  Al&it  or '  Woman  «*8i  r^4<l  a  way 
to  Inflict  acute  suffering  even  though 
corporal  punishment  were  made  unlaw- 
ful. As  a  rule  the  measure  of  a  teach- 
er's power*  to  control  is  the  ability  to 
dispense  with  punishment  of  any  kind 
except  in   very   grave   offences. 


Caroless  Parents 
'  Kvery  mother  In  Victoria  should  know 
where  her  children  are  every  hour  of 
the  day  and  she  should  very  seldom  al- 
low them  out  of  her  sierht  and  hearing 
at  night.  When  the  boys  and  girls 
grow  older  she  must  allow  them  to 
take  care  of  themselves  but  while  they 
are  small  she  Is  responsible  for  their 
safety. 

The  school  law  of  this  Province  pro- 
vides that  parents  always  send  an  ex- 
euse    when   eliildrrn   Are  ahur-nt    nnrl    ntat- 


plainly  tlve  cause  of  such  absence.  There 
are  parents  who  resent  this  provision 
and  teachers  who  neglect  to  enforce  it. 
This  is  not  right.  It  is  for  the  safety 
trf  ttie~ehttd that-  he  tjt  aha  shall  not  he 
allowed  to  wander  unprotected  through 
the  city  %md  if  harm  follows  from  care- 
leas  guardianship  mother  and  teacher 
are  responsible. 

A  more  common  cause  of  dancer  is 
the  absence  of  mothers  from  the  home 
during;  the  afternoon.  Little  children 
come  home  from  school  and  play  all  the 
remaining  part  of  the  afternoon  on  the 
street  or  In  th<'  houses  of  neighbors. 
The  mother  In  such  a  case,  cannot  he 
sure  they  are  not  With  had  companions. 
It  would  be  far  better  to  leave  the  call 
or  the  errand  until  the  children  can*  ac- 
company the  mother.  .»n  this  does  n6t. 
of  course,  apply  when  there  la  a  respon- 
sible person  at  home  or  when  the  little 
one*  are  left  In  the  care  of  relatives. 

The  yourtg  girls  who  are  allowed  to 
spend  Idle  afternoons  on  the'  streets 
may  graduate  from  this  school  safely 
but  far  more  frequently  they  learn  lee- 
sons  that  blight  rtJelr  future  lives. 
Neither  girls  nor  boys  Who  come  to 
town  on  necessary  business  are  likely 
to  receive  harm.  But  nowhere  Is  Idle- 
ness more  sure  to  be  the  parent  of  •  evil 
than  in  the  city  streets. 

Parents  are  the  children's  natural 
guardians. ,  They  cannot  delegate  the 
responsibility  to'  others 'and  It  is  very 
seldom  that  the  best  or  most  well-mean- 
ing stranger  ran  take  the  place  of  a 
father  or  mother  with  many  faults  end 
fallings.  In  a  few  great  souls  there  is 
an  Instinct  of  fatherhood  or  motherhood 
so  strong  that  4 hey  can  save  the  chil- 
dren of  others  hilt  these  are  rare. 
Mothers  in  Victoria  must  learn  that 
fhey  cannot  he  too  watchful  of  the  lit- 
tle ones  whom  Providence  has  placed 
In  their  charge.

Mr.  A.  K.  Todd,  vice-preeldent  of  the 
Ific  Highway  Association,  delivered 
to  the  Road  Superintendents  Inst  Wed- 
iiesdny  nn  uddreaa  in  which  he  sketched 
the  formation  of  the  association  and  its 
objects  and  the  aims  of  the  promoters 
of  a.  Pacific  Highway. 

The  association  was  formed  at  Seattle 

ixi'-tHt.  ana  'turn  ittw?-'. m,  twu  tL. 

vision  of  a  good  roadway  from Mexico 
to  Haselton.  and  even  possibly,  in  yearn 
to  come,  from  one  end  of  the  continent 
to  the  other.  At  present  that  part 
only  exists  continuously  between  San 
Diego  In  Southern  California  and  Van- 
couver and  much  ot  It  Is  impassible  la 
Winter. 

"In  the  early  Summer  of  1810."  to

The  tour,  as  can  be  Imagined,  waa  In 
some  places  somewhat  strenuous;  It 
to°k  »J»_ !eYj»ateejL_Jjrfc£eJJnj;  day*.  And 
we  found  the  total  distance  to  be  Just 
over  two  thousand  miles.  Prom  the 
notes  of  this  tour  all  the  early  route 
maps  of  the  Pacific  Highway  Associa- 
tion were  made.  •  Good  evidence  i«  given 
of  some  of  the  results  of  the  Pacific 
Highway  Association's  work  during  the 
paat  two  years  when  it  is  simply  said 
that  the  distance  between  Tia  Juana  and 
Vancouver,  B.C.,  hae  been  shortened  to 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-three  miles, 
that  is  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  miles 
less  than  It  was  in  It  Id.  and  that  this 
distance  during  the  summer  of  1912 
could  be  covered  easier  in  thirteen  day* 
than  it  could  be  covered  id  seventeen 
days  in  1910. 


The  three  chief  reasons  for  the  short- 
ening of  distance  and  time  are: :  Firstly, 
road  improvements;  secondly,  the  splen- 
did direction  stfrns  which  the  Pacific 
Htghwa>  Association  hare  erected  at 
every  turn  and  crossing  between  Van- 
oouver.  B.C;,  and  Heddlng,  Mftai;-  and, 
thirdly,  numerous  improvements  In  te- 
selecting  the  Highway's  route  through 
various  localities." 

To   Stimulate   Cons tructlon 

The  Pacific  Highway  Association 
makes  it  (is  bu«nrt|as  to  stimulate  road 
construction  in  all  sections  along  the 
route.  It  has  already  conducted  a  pub- 
licity campaign  which  has  made,  the 
phrase  "Pacific  Highway"  familiar  to 
the  public  all  along  its  rente  and  also 
to  the  world  at  large,  add  In  addition  it 
erects  direction  signs,  selects  the  best 
routes  and  incite*  different  counties 
and  states  to  aslt  for  aid  from  their  re- 
spective governments.  It  has  held 
many  meetings  at  points  In  Washing- 
ton, two  conventions  at  Seattle  and 
Portland,  and  this  year  will  hold  Its 
third  at  Vancouver. 

its'  immediate  work  for  the  next 
three  years  will  be  the  securing  of  an 
easy  route  from  Hazeiton  to  Yuma,  in 
Arizona,  a  distance  of  3,000  miles.  In 
approaching  the  various  governments  of 
the  countries  to  be  traversed,  the  as- 
sociation soon  found  that  as  far  as 
] iri t i sh  Columbia  was  concerned  every- 
thing that  was  possible  would  be  done 
and  that  the  road  from  Ha*elton  to  the 
boundary  would  soon  be  an  accom- 
plished fact.  The  California  Legislature 
also  passed  bills  in  aid  of  the  work, 
but  Washington  and  Oregon  refused 
government  assistance.  However,  Wash- 
ington has  shown  signs  of  repentance 
since,  and  different  localities  In  that 
state  have  been  hard  at  work  for  the 
past  two  years  in  the  improvement  of 
their  paction,  which  now  Is  a  credit  to 
their  efforts. 

Advantages   of   Highway 

Mr.  Todd  then  turned  to  the  advan- 
tages to  Vie  derived  from  such  a  high- 
way through  the  agency  of  tourists,  and 
stated  that  tourists  from  North  Amer- 
ica spent  in  Kurope  annually  more  thnn 
thirty  times  the  amount  of  the  expen- 
diture of  the  Provincial  Government  for 
last  year.  Motorists  from  America 
and  from  England  went  regularly  to 
Kurope  for  motoring  trips  and 
amount  which  was  thus  spent  out  of 
the  country — which  might  be  spent  In 
It — could  be  easily  ascertained  as  a;i 
enormous  sum.  The  Pacific  Highway 
would  tempt  all  these  and  many  for- 
eigners more  to  tour  on  the  Pacific- 
slope.

settlers  and  investors,  as  well  as  their 
purely  advertising  value,  are  all  con- 
siderable, and  of  very  real  financial 
value.  Permanent  construction  is 
also  in  tho-»oiMr^fMt>i4st«<-ohea»er  than 
the  constant  expense  of  properly  main- 
taining a"l»a«M«Hilm'"-Oir,.sWt^-road  m 
heavy  traffic  localities.

Oluster-Zdghted    Highways 

Mr.  Todd  then  reverted  to  the  out- 
look in  Oregon  and  gave  a  remarkable 
account  of  the  difference  of  feeling  in 
regard  to  the  highway,  the  older  pion- 
eer population  unable  to  see  the  good  of 
it  while  the  more  progressive  were  as 
keen  supporters  of  the  project  as  those 
anywhere  along  its  route.  He  men- 
tioned also  the  interesting  fact  that  the 
only  toll  gate  on  the  whole  stretch  from 
Hazeiton  to  Yuma  was  in  Oregon  and 
on  a  very  bad  section  of  the  road.  Al- 
ready every  section  of  the  road  through 
Oregon  is  used  by  hundreds  of  cars  and 
a  Seattle  car  made  the  run  from  Cali- 
fornia to  Washington  as  late  as  Novem- 
ber In  1912. 

Mr.  Todd  also  stated  that  already 
there  is  along  the  Pacific  Highway  a 
very  considerable  mileage  cluster  light- 
ed, and  he  anticipated  that  the  electric 
lighting  of  further  portions  would  be  a 
development  of  the  next   two  years.

On  this  bails  it  is  clear  tnat  if  ww 
need  a  margin  of  «0  per  cent  over  Ger- 
many-in  ships  we  need  at  least  a  sim- 
ilar margin  in  men.  Mr.  Churchill  has 
stated  that,  we  must  Increase  our 
Dreadnought  margin  above  M  "per  cent, 
as  the  relative  fighting  value  of  pre- 
Dreadnoughts  declines.  He  has  added 
■the  further  qualification  that  he  "must 
not  be  taken  as  agreeing  that  the  ratio 
of  16  to  10  could  be  regarded  as  a  suf- 
ficient preponderance  for  British  naval 
strength  as  a  whole,  above  that  of  the 
next  strongest  .naval  power**  Let  us 
assume,  as  at  'any  rate  a  reasonable 
•basis  for  discussion, "that  our  superior- 
ity "as  a  whole"  over  Germany  should 
be  75  per  cent.  That  figure  is  certain- 
ly' within  rather  than  beyond  our  re- 
quirements, for  out  of  that  margin  we 
have  to  provide  for  the  maintenance  of 
squadrons  in  distant  seas  as  adequate 
as  may  be  to  the  work  that  would  be 
required  of  them  in  war. 

Speedlng-Up  Weeded 

..-'•ft  la  perfectly  clear  that  the  ships 
are  of  no  use  artless  we  are  able  to  man 
them.  It  Is  equally  obvious  that  in 
any  comparison  of  this  sort  we  must 
confine  ourselves  -to  the  active  lists 
of  the  navies  concerned.  Does  it  not 
follow  with  inexorable  logic  that  if  ate 
need  a  76  per  cent  superiority  over  Ger- 
many in  ships  we  need  an  equal  mar- 
gin in  men?  Our  superiority  In  ships 
will  be  of  no  use  unless  we  can  send 
them  to  sea  manned  on  the  same  scale 
as  the  foreign  vessels  against  which 
they  are  directed.

Wew    Board   of   Trade   Bale*  for   Ships

LONDON,  Feb.  16.— The  Board  of 
Trade  has  Issued  a  new  set  of  rules 
under  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act  relat- 
ing to  life-saving  appliances  at  sea  in 
substitution  for  those  framed  in  1!>02, 
1909,  1910  and  1311.  The  regulaton?. 
practically  embody  the  recently  pub- 
lished suggestions  and  recommendations 
of  the  Departmental  Committee  ap- 
pointed as  the  result  of  the  Titanic 
d i sa ster.  '""^p^.ty'' y!'i  '.'>.'  ■ .""; ' *"    V". ''„'",. '.:'■: 'ii 

In  regard  to  the  forelgn-Roins  pas- 
senser  steamers,  including  emigrant 
ships,  the  general  rule  is  laid  down  that 
"a  ship  of  this  class  shall  carry  life- 
boats In  such  number  and  of  such  ca- 
pacity as  shall  be  sufficient  to  accomo- 
date the  total  number  of  persons  which 
is  carried,  or  which  the  ship  is  certified 
to  carry,  whichever  number  Is  the 
greater."  The  number  of  lifebuoys  to 
be  carried  is  proportioned  to  the  length 
of  the  ship,  but  one  life  Jacket  or  other 
article  of  equal  buoyancy  should  be 
carried  for  each  person  on  board.  The 
rub  In  the  case  of  other  foreign-prolnj? 
ships  Is  that  there  shall  be  sufficient 
lifeboats  for  all  on  hoard. 

Passenger  vessels  In  the  home  trade 
are  required  to  conform  to  thp  same 
regulations  with  regard  to  davits  as 
f..r.  ipn-golng  passenger  vessels,  and  to 
parry  lifeboats  with  a  cubic  capacity 
arranged  according  to  a  schedule. 
Should  there  not  be  sufficient  accommo- 
dation as  compared  with  the  pass«nger- 
carrylng  certificate,  the  deficiency  Is  t<» 
he  made  up  with  approved  life-rafts, 
deek  seats  and  other  apparatus,  while 
In  every  case  there  must  be  a  lire  Jack- 
et   for   everybody,   with   a    sufficient    niim- 

ber  of  children's  size.  Where  n  speetal 
certificate  permits  an  excess  of  passen- 
gers   on    summer    daylight     voyaKes    the 

apparatus  must  suffice  for  R"  per  cent. 
,,r  tii.  people.  Othgf  vessels  in  the 
home    trade   must   carry   boats  for  all. 

The  rules  are  to  OOBM  Into  force  on 
March  1  next,  with  extensions  of  time 
m  the  case  of  requlremen  Is  Involving 
structural  alterations  and  of  boats  and 
equipment  already  In  existence  or  or- 
dered.

DUBLIN,  Feb.  15.— A  meeting-  of 
ProtestantH  from  all  parts  of  Ireland 
was  held  in  Dublin  this  week  to  prot<  -> 
against  the  suggestion  that  Irish  Pro- 
testants would  suffer  any  curtailment 
of  their  civil  and  religious  freedom  by 
reason  of  the  granting  of  Home  Rule. 

Resolutions  were  submitted  strongly 
disapproving  Of  efforts  to  Identify  Pro- 
testant churches  with  a  particular  poli- 
tical party,  and  its  transitory  interests, 
and  subscribing  to  the,  view  that  tho 
clear  verdict  of  the  history  of  'civilised' 
nations  in  modern  times  Is  that  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  self-government  and 
the  growth  of  political  freedom  are 
most  powerful  solvents  for  sectarian 
animosities.*  <. 

8ir  Nugent  Bverard,  D.   U,  presided. 

Vr,  Douglas  Hyde  said  it  was  Ms  per- 
sonal conviction  that  whatever  the 
merits  of  a  Parliament  in  Dublin,  that 
Parliament  would  never  dream  of  inter- 
fering with  his  religious  freedom  or 
with  civil  liberty. 

In  popular  movements  a  man's  re- 
ligion was  not  considered.  He,  a  Pro- 
testant, had  been  president  of  the  Gae- 
T1C  League  for  twJnty  years. — Tlie  cure 
for  the  present  State  of  affairs  was 
long  suffering,  patience,  tenderness  and 
brotherly  love;  and  he  believed  that  he' 
would  see  the  day  when  that  state  of 
affairs  would  disappear. 

Mr.  Jonathan  Plm,  K.  C.  said  no  Pro- 
testant had  ever  been  persecuted  or 
boycotted  "  because  of  his  religious 
opinions.  The  priests  of"  Ireland  had 
made  Ireland  a  nation.  The  message  he 
would  send  to  his  fellow  countrymen 
was;  "We  don't  fear  you.  All  we  want 
i»  t(Mr  ground. 

Bogey  of  Intolerance 

,'",  Mr.  Saxon  J.  Payne,  a  Presbyterian, 
of  Belfast,  said  he  hoped  the  bogey  of 
intolerance  would  be  buried  beyond  re- 
covery. 

Mr.  W.:  :8.wXieatav  speaking  as  a  Pro- 
testant  who'  wa»'  associated  almost  sole- 
ly  with  Catholics,  said  that  nothing  but 
a  national  lajSaIMure;:c6utd  sONfirthr 
present  sectarian  animosity.  What  was 
required  was  an  arena  into  which  the 
best  might  come  and  rule.  The  kind  of 
intolerance  he  dreaded  was. that  against' 
ideas,  books,  and  European  culture, 
'and  that  was  not  confined  either  to 
Protestants  or  Catholics. 

Having  secured  the  safe  passage  of 
the  Home  Rule  Bill  through  the  House 
of  Commons,  the  Nationalist  party  is 
turning  Its  thoughts  to  the  immediate 
future.

During  the  last  few  months 
members  of  the  Nationalist  party 
have  been  exiles  from  Ireland,  and  have 
been  obliged  to  neglect  their  personal 
affairs.  Now  that  the  Government's 
programme  has  ceased  to  Interest  them 
directly,  continued  attendance  at  TVeBt- 
mlnster  will  be  a  great  burden.  The 
Irish  people  take  no  Interest  In  the 
Franchise  Bill;  If  they  think  about  tin 
Welsh  Church  Bill  at  all  It  is  to  regno. 
it  as   a  nuisance. 

Then  Mr.  RUnciman's  dealings  with 
the  Irish  cattle  trade  have  put  a  serious 
strain  on  the  loyalty  of  some  of  the 
Nationalist  members.

Training  and  Weapons  Are 
Increased  by  Effective  Work 
Done  by  Creusot  Guns  in  the 
Balkan  Campaign. 


PARIS.  Feb.  15. — The  renown  of 
French  military  training  and  weapons 
hes  been  revived  and  Increased  by  the 
effective  work  done  by  the  Creusot  guns 
In  the  Balkans  campaign,  and  the  ap-1 
parent  transformation  of  the  Greek 
army  from  regiments  which  fifteen 
years  ago  very  reluctantly  approached 
within  range  of  the  Turkish  fire  to 
troops  who  hove  successfully  occupied 
a  Urge  part  Of  Eplrus. 

The  latest  triumph  of  the  French  army 
is  contained  in  the  announcement  that 
negotiations  *  have  been  begun  by  the 
Uruguayan  Government  for  obtaining 
a  military  mission  composed  of  officers 
of  all  arms  to  act  as  professors  and  In- 
spectors in  the  schools  of  Montevideo 
Bolivia  and  Guatemala  have  also  en- 
gaged two  similar  missions,  and  two 
other  Republican  States  of  Latin  Amer- 
ica have  applied  for  French  help  In 
reorganizing  their  military  systems. 
The  contracts  of  French  Instructors 
already  employed  at  Lima.  In  Peru,  and 
San  Paulo,  in  Brazil,  have  been  renewed 
for  long  periods,  and  a  new  post  of 
French  military  attache  has  been  cre- 
ated    at    Buenos    Ay  res,    while  one    of 
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pie  would  give  up  their  trade,  their  bus- 
iness and  their  commerce,  leave  their 
homes,  and  make  civil  war.  They  might 
hold  their  own  opinion  as  to  whether 
tho  appeeranee  of  «a  -Irish  Parliament 
in  Dublin  would  be  followed  by  any- 
thing so  terrible,  but  it  was  a  strange 
thing  that  if  the  Ulster  people  felt  so 
strongly  on  the  question1  that,  before 
resorting  to  the  extremity  of  civil  War, 
they  should  not  exhaust  all  their  power 
to  prevent  the  passing  of  Home  Rule 
in  the  House  of  Commons.

— Not  long  ago  Pro- 
fessor Branly  communicated  to  the 
Academy  of  Sciences,  a  note  on  "Cold 
Light,"  a  discovery  made  by  his  former 
pupil,  Mr.  Dussaud.  Before  making  de- 
tails of  the  discovery  public,  Mr.  Dus- 
saud delivered  a  demonstrative  lecture 
in  his  own  house  before  a  distinguished 
company  of  guests,  Including  several 
ambassadors  and  •  leading  lights  in  so* 
clety.  art  and  science. 

The  invention  is  based  on  the  prin- 
ciple of  matter  having  need  of  rest,  or 
molecular  equilibrium.  For  example, 
two  springs  working  alternately  wear 
,  but  more  slowly  than  If  each  is  worked 
continuously.  "Cold  light"  is  the  ap- 
plication of  this  principle  to  incandes- 
cent electric  lamps.  Light  is  concen- 
trated In  a  single  point  by  all  the  fila- 
ments ■■•  working  successively  and  pro- 
jected -  through  a  lens  multiplying  a 
thousand  fold.  By  this  process,  M. 
Dussaud  has  succeeded  in  concentrating

until  the  Bolted  States  could  show  that 
but  6nevbody  controlled,  or  attempted 
to  control  football  in  that  country,  ho 
affniatton  could  be  granted.

Why? 

Because  the  International  Federation 
will  have  accepted  in  the  case  of  Can- 
ada what  it  refused  in  the  case  of  the 
United  States.  Association  football  in 
the  United  States  is  played  Just  as 
widely  by  Old  Country  men  as  In  the 
Dominion— •perhaps  more  widely-^-iand 
the  Old  Country  element  will  figure 
that  they  havo  Juat  as  much  claim  to 
the  attention  of  the  officials  of  ihe 
F.  A.,  Ltd.,  which  virtually  controls  the 
federation,  as  their  brothers  north  of 
the  Mason  and  Dixon  line. 

Cannot  Discriminate 
In  the  United  States  of  late  there 
have  been  two  governing  bodies.  One 
the  Football  Association  of  America, 
the  other  the  Amateur  Football  As- 
sociation of  America.  Both  are  active 
concerns,  but  each  has  aims  and  objeuts 
and  is  tryjng  to  pursue  those  aims  and 
objects.  On  some  questions — notably 
that  of  the  professional — their  objects 
lie  in  different  directions,  hence  the  bid- 
ding of  the  International  Federation 
to  go  and  settle  up  their  differences. and 
become  one  united  body  before  af- 
filiation could   be   granted.

In  tl\cse  days  of  costly  armaments,  a

larger  than  the  Continent  of  Europe 
Without  Russia,  and  with  exposed 
frontiers.

head  of  the  population,  or  3s.  8d.  If  the 
land  revenue  be  included,  it  must  be 
admitted  that,  In  comparison  with,  the 
growth  of  trade  and  the  Increase  of 
foreign  armaments,  taxation  la  still  -on 
a  very  moderate  scale.

There  ia  no  way  of  eacaplnc  one  or 
other  of  these  conclu«ions.  and  In  the 
disetiMlons  which  ***  now  proceeding 
between  the  Admiralty  nnd  tho  India 
Office  either  the  firBt-named  depart- 
men  will  be  compelled.  In  aupport  of 
the  dignity  of  the  Brltlah  Raj.  to  refuse 
any  contribution,  or  the  Indian  Admin- 
istration will  be  driven  to  the  admlaalon 
of  the  Juatlce  of  the  claim  for  the 
payment  of  an  amount  more  commen- 
surate with  the  aervicea  which  the  Bri- 
tish  Fleet  renders. 

The  fact  is  that  while  "the  expendi- 
ture on  the  Royal  Navy  haB  nearly 
doubled  since  the  beginning:  of  the  pres- 
ent century,  owing  to  the  foreign  riv- 
alry which  threa tens  India's  trade  aa 
much  aa  It  threatens  British  trade  and 
India's  shores  as  much  aa  the  shores 
of  the  tinned  Kingdom,  India's  contri- 
bution has  remained  stationary,  except 
for  one  Item.  She  has  paid  the  out-of- 
pocket  expenses  incurred  In  taking 
special  measures  against  jcrun-runnlng 
in   the  Persian  Gulf. 

Peril  In   the  Mediterranean 

Owing  to  the  extraordinary  measures 
being  adopted  by  Germany  in  the  North 
Sea,  and  by  Italy  and  Austria-Hungary 
in  the  Mediterranean.  British  naval  ex- 
penditure must  increase  still  further  in 
the  years  immediately  ahead.  It  for 
no  other  reason,  the  Mediterranean  must 
be  kept  open  because. tt  is  India's  great 
trade  route.  The  closing  of  this  sea 
would  be  a  disaster  to  the  commerce  of 
India. 

Already  this  Admiralty  haVe  been  com- 
pelled, so  great  is  the  naval  pressure  in 
northern  waters,  to  withdraw — a«.  a 
temporary  measure^ — the  battle  fleet 
from  Malta.  Aa  the  First  J*ord  of  the 
Admiralty  explained  in  July  last,  the 
six  weak  battleships  which  were  thcro 
In  the  Spring  would  become  '""ah  easy 
prey"  In  war  to  an  enemy  possessing 
powerful  modern  vessels.  A  battle 
cruiser  squadron,  consisting  of  four 
Dreadnoughts,  is  to  be  stationed  In  the 
Mediterranean  in  the  Summer,  but,  ow- 
ing to  the  rapid  expansion  of  the  Ital- 
ian and  Austrp-Hungartan  fleets,  a  much 
stronger  force  will  have  to  be  sent  into 
these  waters  later. on. 

if  the  Admiralty,  with  Its.  eye  on  the 
needs  of  Imperial  defence, ,  were  willing 
to  Withdraw  permanently  from  the  Med- 
iterranean; if  the  Foreign.  Office,  con- 
scious of  the  blow  which  mich  a  mea- 
sure would  strike  at  our  prestige,  on 
which  Indian  finances  depend,  were  in- 
different; and,  lastly,  If  the  Board  Of 
Trade,  the  suardlan  of  British  and  In- 
dian commerce,  were  to  acquiesce,  It 
would  be  imagined' 'that  the  India  Office 
and  the  Government  of  India  would 
raise  Its  voice  in  determined  protest 
against    any    such    step. 

The  Mediterranean  would  have  to  be 
held  In  force  if  the  United  Kingdom 
and  the  dominions  had  no  concern  In 
the  matter,  because  It  fs  the  highway  of 
Iri'lian  trade,  and  the  route,  by  which 
military  reinforcements  from  the  Tnlt- 
e,l  Kingdom  would,  in  the  future,  as  In 
tho  past,  have  to  be  conveyed. 
A.   Taxpayers'    Question 

India  Is  vitally  concerned  In  the  de- 
fence, of  this  land-locked  ocean,  which 
Is  the  link  connecting  her  With  her 
markets,  and  with  her  military  reserves, 
nnd  the  problem  of  providing  adequate 
naval  forces  to  support  the  British  flag 
In  this  sea  is  an  urgent  one,  to  which 
the  Admiralty,  so  far  as  any  published 
statements  reveal,  has  not  yet  f6und 
a    satisfactory    solution. 

This  Is  not  duo  t,,  uny  intention  of 
spending  less  British  money  on  the 
fleet,  but  is  directly  traceable  to  the 
fact  thae  sea  powers  of  the  first  mag- 
nitude are  arising  in  the  Mediterranean, 
rendering  the  cpsl  Of  ,|o£ondlng  it  with 
a  sufficient  SQqadron  well-nigh  an  un- 
bearable  burden    to    British    taxpayers. 

The  attitude  Of  the  Admiralty  tn- 
wards  this  problem  Is,  of  course,  un-

BERLIN,  Feb,  IS.— All  last  year  Ger- 
man newspapers  and  publicists  dis- 
cussed busily,  and  as  a  rule  un fruit- 
fully, the  problem  of  National  Service 
for  Women.  But  this  was  aa  a  rule 
Implied  State  compulsory  service;  and 
the  service  which  women  were  to  per- 
form varied  from  full .  military  service 
to  systematic  training  in  housekeeping 
and  bringing  up  of  children. 

A  good  deal  of  levity  naturally  was 
displayed;  but,  on  the  whole,  the  Idea 
survived,  as  is  proved  by  the  fact  that 
at  present  more  than  one  Organisation 
Is  trying  to  establish  something  like 
voluntary  national  service.  "  The  idea, 
for  widely  different  reasons,  has  ap- 
pealed to  Germans.  , 

Militarists  like  the  suggestion  of  stiff 
discipline;  peace  enthusiasts  imagine, 
that  an  army  of  women  busy  in  useful 
wqrk  would  be  a  standing  reproach  to 
militarists;  and  antl-feminlsts  claim 
that  if  women  are  compu'lsorily  ground- 
ed in  domesticity 'they  will  forswear  the 
vote  and  Other  male  vanities.  Ingeni- 
ous calculations  have  been  made  to 
prove  that  barracks  full  of  young  girls 
could  be  maintained  on  the  revenue 
yielded   by  sewing,    knitting   and    cook- 

'»ry«\.;;" 

■CMsB-'Pillf^.lWsWa'af  ■' 
Dr.  Felix  Halm,  an  ingenious  statis- 
tician, proves  that  the  whole  question 
of  urban  poverty  can  thus  be  solved; 
thaV  if  only  the  State  Insisted  on  235,- 
000  girls  working  hard  for  a  year  there 
would  be  everywhere  enough  bread, 
clothing  and  blankets;  and  a  stlll;'i|rittff 
Ingenious  statistician  proves  that  the 
State  could  make  a  surplus  of  $16,000,- 
000  out  of  the  female  conscripts'  work. 
The  objection  raised  In  some  quarters 
to  women's  national  service  are  also 
worth  mentioning.  One  was  that  before 
taking  women  in  hand  the  State  must 
finish  with  men.  The  admitted* defect 
from  the  training  point  of  view  of 
men's  compulsory  service  Is  that  it 
takes  Its  suhjects  far  too  late;  and  al- 
most  entire'.;'  neglects  them  between 
the  school-leaving  .age  of  fourteen  and 
the  army  service  age  of  twenty,  that  is 
at  the  most  critical  age  because  parental 
control  is  then  relaxing. 

The  conservative  "Deutsche  Tages- 
zeitung"  combats  the  proposal  on  a. 
more  serious  ground.  In  any  kind  of 
mass  women's  training  It  sees  the  germ 
of  a  universal  female  demoralti 
"The  woman  when  in  association  with 
other  women  loses  all  her  good  quali- 
ties. Women  in  the  mass  are  frightful." 
Its  Third   Objaotion 

A  third  objection  Is  that  If  national 
service  were  enforced  on  women,  the 
State  could  not  stop  at  the  programme 
of  teaching  sewing,  cookery  and  care  of 
Infants;  that  Is  would  have  to  teach  law 
and  medicine  to  the  Intellectually  su- 
perior conscripts;  and  that  in  the  end 
ii,  number  of  women  competent  In 
sewing,  cookery  .->  n  ■  I  rearing  Children

The  first  toast,  "Th*  King."  was 
proposed  by  Mr.  ^tf-.Vt, ;  Moore,  who  was 
the  host  on  behalf  of  Canadian 
Farm.  He  lauded  in  glowing  words 
the  achievements  of  Hon.  Martin  Bur- 
rell since  he  became  Minister  of  Agri- 
culture. 

The  toast  to  "Agriculture"  was  pro- 
posed by  Wm.  Smith.  M.P.,  and  re- 
sponded to  hy  Htm.  Mr.  Burrell,  Mr. 
James  and  Mr.  John  Richards,  of 
Prince  Edward  Island.  Mr.  Smith  said 
that  the  time  is  now  at  hand  when 
Canada  should  have  a  great  national 
exhibition  that  would  Include  the  ef- 
forts and  the  products  of  all  the  pro- 
vinces. 

Hon.  Mr.  Burrell,  In  responding  to 
this  toast,  spoke  first  of  the  greatness 
■'of''  the  live  ■  et4)c1t  .''lh4us^ 
He  said,  further,  that  we  have  de- 
creased our  population  in  the  last 
decade  considerably,  and  that  this  is 
a  condition  of  affairs  that  should  con- 
cern the  country.  Although  the  con- 
ditions of  rural  life  are  better  than  ever 
before,  they  are  not  Ideal  yet.  There 
are  three  great  agencies  that  have  to 
do  with  the  remedying  of  these  con- 
ditions—governments, associations  and 
the  press.  In  other  countries,  and -In 
a  small  way  in  .this  country,  co-opera- 
:  tlop,  has  .produced  .wonders.  He  re- 
ferred particularly  to  co-operative 
work  In  Ireland,  where  the  movement 
Just  now  is  progressing  marveiously. 
Every  man.  he  said,  ;shoi»id  "recognise 
also  the  value  and  .importance  of  the 
prass  in  alleviating  and  promoting  ag- 
ricultural Ufa  and  conditions.  , 

Hon,  Mr.  Burrell  stated  that  the  Do- 
minion Government  la  endeavoring  to 
aid  agriculture  in  every  possible  way. 
lie  referred  to  the  recent  bill  appro- 
priating $10,000,000  for  agriculture,  nnd 
expressed  his  pleasure  at  the  non-resist- 
ance that  it  met  with.  In  addition  to 
the  $10,000,000  for  agricultural  edu- 
cation, the  Department  of  Agriculture 
is  expending  large  amounts  ''continually 
tor  the  benefit  of  farming  pursuits.  He 
spoke  highly  of  Mr.  John  Bright  and 
his  work. and  opportunities  as  Dominion 
Live  Stock  Commissioner,  and  promised 
the  support  of  the  Government  in  fur- 
thering any  recommendations  proposed 
by  Mr.   Bright. 

The  Minister  spoke  also  about  the 
veterinary  branch  of  his  department. 
Glad  words  of  appreciation  were  ex- 
■  pressed  In  commendation  of  the  late 
chief  of  that  branch.  Dr.  Rutherford. 
The  speaker  referred  to  the  British 
embargo  on  Canadian  cattle  by  stat- 
ing that  any  action  the  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment has  taken  on  this  problem 
has  been  In  the  Interests  of  the  live 
stock  Industry  "f  Canada,  Thi  regu- 
lation regarding  the  shipment  of  cattle 
from  the  other  provinces  of  Canada 
Into  British  Columbia  was  stated  by 
the  speaker  to  be  In  the  Interests  or 
the  Ontario  hreeder.  It.  .Is  ahsolutely 
wise  and  necessary  for  Ontarla  and 
British  Columbia  and  all  the  provinces 
to  work  harmoniously  in  the  promo- 
tion of  the  industry.  There  Is  a  tre- 
mendous responsibility  on  the  country 
If  it  does  not  endeavor  to  keep  out  nnd 
stamp  out  a  disease  In  domestic  ani- 
mals that  is  responsible  for  at  least 
one-fifth  of  the  analagous  disease  In 
human    beings.

ICTORIA  is  anticipating  much  de- 
velopment as  a  resuli  of  the 
opening  to  traffic  of  the  Pa- 
nama Canal;  and  Ihere  is  evi- 
dence in  abundance  that  there 
justification  for  this  expecta- 
tion. We  have  it  on  the  authority  of  The 
London  Times  that  '  the  laws  of  the  shipping 
world  are  to'  "be  flung  into  the  crucible 
and  recast";  and  Sir  Richard  McBride,  who 
has  special  facilities  for  being  well-informed, 
is  of  the  opinion  that  the  shipping  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia  ports  will  show    unprecedented 

expansion.  

The  illustrations  on  this  page  include  an 
excellent  view  of  'the  large  area  of  water 
which  will  be  included  in  the  New  Outer  Har- 
bor when  the  Ogden  Point  breakwater  shall 
have  been  completed;  and  the  outline  map 
shows  existing  trade  routes  and  those  effec- 
tive after  the  Canal  has  been  opened.  It 
hardly  requires  any  argument  to  have  it  con- 
ceded that  Victoria  occupies  a  magnificent 
strategical  position  in  respect  to  ocean-borne 
traffic. 

The  contractors  for  the  construction  of 
breakwater,  the  Sir  John  Jackson  (Can- 
ada, Ltd.)  Company,  are  making  excellent 
progress  with  the  work  which  is  preparatory 
to  actual  construction.  Since  the  photograph 
showing  the  location  of  the  breakwater  was 
taken,  commodious  and  substantial  office 
buildings  and  work  shops  have  been  taken  in 
hand,  and  the  number  of  men  employed  is 
being  increased  daily.  Just  a  few  days  ago 
the  announcement  was  made  that  the  com- 
pany had  acquired  the  property  of  the  Pro- 
ducers Rock  and  Gravel  Company  at  Royal 
Bay  for  supplies  of  material,  and  as  the  major 
portion  of  the  plant  which  will  be  used  in  the 
great  undertaking  has  been  on  the  way  from 
distant  ports  for  some  time  very  shortly  the 
whole  work  will  be  well  in  progress.     It  is 
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estimated  that  the  total  cost  of  building  the 
breakwater  and  constructing  piers  to  accom- 
modate shipping  will  be  in  the  neighborhood 
of  $4,000,000.  The  sum  of  $500,000  has 
been  voted  by  the  Federal  Government  for 
the  work  this  year,  and  other  sunls  will  be 
voted  as  the  work  progresses. 

A  GLANCE  AHEAD 

That  Victoria  is  not  moving  a  moment  too 
soon  in  taking  in  hand  the  work  of  improved 
port  accommodation  is  indicated  by  the  an- 
nouncement officially  made  that  before  the 
close  of  the  present  year  a  commercial  vessel 
will  traverse  the  canal  from  ocean  to  ocean, 
which  event  will  signalize  the  opening  of  the 
great  waterway  to  traffic.  This  city  is  making 
i  good  start  in  the  race  for  supremacy  in 
which  her  competitors  are  all  the  other  big 
ports  on  the  Pacific  Coast — San  Francisco, 
Portland,  Tacoma,  Seattle,  Vancouver  and 
Prince  Rupert. 

Another  announcement  which  has  a  bear- 
ing upon  the  question  of  the  future  of  Vic- 
toria in  connection  with  the  opening  of  the 
Canal  is  that  already  the  owners  of  two  Ger- 
man steamship^  lines  have  decided  to  carry 
emigrants  from* Europe  to  Pacific  ports  for  the 
same  rates  as  to  Atlantic  ports  with  the  canal 
tolls  added.  A  third  is  that  while  immigration 
from  Europe  to  the  Pacific  slope  has  hereto- 
fore amounted  to  very  little,  it  is  certain  to, 
,  be  speedily  and  greatly  increased.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  the  genial  climate  of  the  Pacific 
States  and  Provinces  will  make  them  attrac- 
tive to  the  people  of  southern  Europe,  who  at 
present  suffer  severe  hardships  While  becom- 
ing acclimatized  in  eastern  cities  and  towns. 

While  immigration  from  Europe    to    the 
Atlantic   ports  iof*  the  Ua&d  States  has  for 
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many  years  been  enormous,  the  same  amount 
of  immigration  to  the  Pacific  ports  has  been 
quite  insignifcant  in  amount.  During  the 
fiscal  year  1911-12  there  came  to  New  York 
6o5,45t;  to  Philadelphia,  43,749;  to  Boston, 
38,782;  and  to  Baltimore,  21,667,  while  only 
3,958  landed  at  San  Francisco,  and  only  40,- 
ooo  more  reached  the  Pacific  slope  by  over- 
land transcontinental  lines.  It  "will  be  inter- 
esting to  note  the  effect  of  the  opening  of  the 
Panama  Canal  and  route  on  the  volume  and 
direction  of  immigration  during,  say,  the  fis- 
cal year  191 3-191 4. 

The  number  of  immigrants  from  Europe 
to  British  Columbia  last  year  was  96,389,  and 
the  number  of  land  pre-emptions  3,655.  This 
shows  that  the  vast  majority  of  the  newcom- 
ers must  have  settled  flown  in  cities  or  have 
gone  into  service  as  laborers  on  public  works. 
British  Columbia  may  expect  to  find  the 
stream  of  immigration  from  Europe  greatly 
increased  a  few  months  hence.  J 

SIR  RICHARD  McBRIDE'S  VIEWS 

During  the  cour%e  of  his  speech  on  Vh4 


Panama  Canal  tolls  resolution  in  the  Legisla- 
ture on  Wednesday  last,  Sir  Richard  McBride 
said : 

"Now,  sir,  the  effect  of  the  opening  of  the 
Canal  on  the  shipping  of  this  country,  as  I 
have  already  indicated,  will  be  of  a  most  far- 
reaching  character.  We  are  accustomed,'  be- 
cause of  the  activities  of  some  of  the  Canadian 
railways,  and  the  near  approach  of  their  com- 
pletion as  transcontinental  highways,  to  attach 
a  great  importance  to  their  operation  just  so 
soon  as  they  may  be  able  to  handle  traffic 
between  the  Atlantic  and  the  Pacific.  But, 
great  as  the  benefit  must  undoubtedly  be  to 
British  Columbia  and  to  >  Canada  of  the  final 
completion  and  operation  of  these  lines,  in  my 
humble  opinion,  Mr.  Speaker,  much  greater 
indeed  will  be  the  effect  of  the  completion 
"and  operation  of  this  Canal  from  a  commercial 
standpoint  to  the  people  of  British  Columbll 
and  of  Canada. 

DISTANCES  MUCH   ALTERED 

"In  looking  over  the  table  of  distances,  it 
Is  interesting  to  note  that  the  completion  of 


the  Panama  Canal  will  reduce  the  distance  be- 
tween Victoria  and  Liverpool  almost  half. 
It  will  reduce  the  steaming  from  Liverpool  by 
twenty-three  days.  At  the  present  time  it  is 
said  to  be  impossible  to  ship  wheat  by  way  of 
Cape  Horn  because  of  the  competition  that  is 
offered  from,  the  Atlantic  Coast.  That  may 
be  so,  but  there  can  be  no  question  that  just 
as  soon  as  the  Canal  is  through,  the  feasibility 
of  a  tremendous  transportation  business  to 
take  care  of  the  harvests  of  the  Western  grain 
fields  will  be  very  readily  shown.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  when  the  Canal  is  opened,  the  coat 
of  shipping  wheat  from  points  in' the  Middle 
West  to  Liverpool  will  be  a  rate  tidt 
ing  22  cents  a  bushel,  »»ith  opei|  *!{»<»;; 
year  round,  as  compared  with  a  35  C#nt

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route:  From  Calgary  to  St.. John  it  is  2,636 
miles;  to  Fort  William.

GREAT  TRAFFIC  PROMISED

The  Americans 
originally  intended  that  the  canal  should  be 
at  sea  level,  but  in  1906  this  plan  was  aban- 
doned, and  it  was  decided  to  construct  a  canal 
with  locks — Jo  give  up,  that  is  to  say,  the 
system  for  the  sake  of  which  Panama  had 
been  preferred  to  Nicaragua. 

A  ship  entering  at  the  northern  end  will 
pass  through  a  tide-water  channel  500  ft-, 
wide  to  Gatun.     Here  is  placed  a  huge  dam, 


two  of  many  engineering  marvels  can  be  fur- 
ther referred  to.  One  of  these  is  the  Gatun 
dam,  which  "enlists  1  lie  hostile  Chagres  River 
as  an  ally,  and  causes  it  to  make  23  out  of  2  S 
miles  of  the  canal's  length." 

It  was  necessary  to  keep  the  Chagres  in 
bounds  because  it  is  subject  to  floods.  This 
the  French  proposed.  (o  effect  by  erecting 
their  dam  high  up  in  the  hills  where  the.  river 
is  naiTOW  and  torrential;  the  Americans,  on 
the  other  hand,  by  placing  it  close  to  the  sea, 
where  its  waters  are  broad  and  the  current 
sluggish,  are  not  only  expdsing  their  embank- 
ments to  less  dangerous  pressure,  but  are 
turning  mosquito  breeding  swamps  into  a  heal- 
thy and  beautiful  lake.  But  whatever  may  be 
the  structural  fmportance  of  the  Gatun  dam, 
it  is  the  Culebra  cut  which  appeals  most  to  the 
popular  imagination.  The  highest  point  to 
be  excavated  on  the  actual  line  of  the  eight- 
mile  channel  is  312  ft.  above  sea  level,  and 
only  .85  ft.  less  above  the  surface  of  the  canal; 
it  hardly  adds-  to  the  imnressiveness  of  these 
figures  to  mention  that  9*7  million  cubic  yards 
of  material  will  have  to  be  removed.

ada;  but  the  Pacific  slope  will  be  brought 
much  nearer  to  Europe  with  the  opening  of 
the  canal,  and  it  should  thus  be  enabled  to 
attract  the  labor  which  will  be  required  by 
the  increase  in  trade. 

POSITION  OF  GREAT  BRITAIN 
It  is  obvious  that  if  the  Pacific  Coast  is 
brought  nearer  to  Great  Britain,  Great  Brit- 
ain is  brought  nearer  to  the  Pacific  Coast,  that 
is,  to  a  huge  and  comparatively  undeveloped 
market.  But  success  in  trade  is  largely  a 
matter  of  competition,  and  the  new  route  will 
benefit  the  British  merchant  less  than  it  will 
■benefit  his  shrewd  rival  in  New  York.  The 
former  will  obtain  no  advantage  in  his  deal- 
ings with  India,  China,  Japan  or  Australia,  for 
the  Suez  Canal  will  remain  as  it  is  now — his 
shortest  route  to  those  countries.  On  the 
other  hand,  New  York,  which  used  to  be  fur- 
ther than  Liverpool  from  Yokohama,  Sydney, 
Melbourne  and  New  Zealand,  now  becomes 
nearer  than  the  English  port  to  these  great 
trading  centres.  The  significance  of  the  com- 
ing change  will  be  appreciated,  when  it  is  re- 
alized that  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  which 
are  now  more  than  1, 000  miles  nearer  to  Liv- 
erpool than  to  the  Eastern  seaboard  of    the 


THE  EFFECT  ON  SHIPPING 
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(From  The  London  Times.) 

In  a  few  months'  time  the  largest  steam- 
ers will  be  crossing  the  neck  of  land  at  Pa- 
nama which  divides  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific 
Oceans.  That  is  to  say  the  laws  of  the  ship- 
ping world  which  have  been  slowly  moulded 
during  a  generation  must  be  flung  into  the 
crucible  and  recast. 

The  importance  of  this  development  is 
made  clear  by  the  keen  interest  that  is  shown," 
especially  among  British  shipping  authorities, 
as  the  time  for  the  opening  of  the  canal  draws 
near.  The  passage  in  August  through  the 
United  States  Congress  of  the  Panama  Canal 
Act,  which  fixed  the  limits  of  the  tolls  to  be 
levied  on  ships  using  this  thoroughfare,  serv- 
ed to  focus  attention  more  definitely  on  the 
subject.  The  recent  report  of  Professor  Em- 
ory Johnson,  dealing  with  the  proposal  to  ex- 
empt American  coastwise  shipping  from  the 
tolls,  attracted  widespread  attention,  and  has 
only  very,  recently  been  discussed  in  The 
Times. 

The  opening  of  the  canal  will  take  rank 
among  such  events  as  the  capture  of  Con- 
stantinople by  the  Turks, 'the  doubling  of  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope,  the  deeds  of  Columbus, 
the  discovery  of  the  marine  steam-engine,  and 
the  piercing  of  Suez.  And  this  latest  revolu- 
tion will  lie  typical  of  its  century  in  the 
mechanical  ingenuity  which  has  been  exerted 
to  bring  it  to  pass.  In  relation  to  this  work 
of  man  we  may  say  with  the  Psalmist:  "The 
channels  of  waters  were  seen  and  the  founda- 
tions of  the  world  were  discovered."  Vast 
edifices  have  been  erected;  swamps  have  been 
drained,  lakes  have  been  created,  hills  have 
been  removed;  and,  most  wonderful  of  ill, 
disease  has  been  abolished.  The  American 
people  could  desire  no  more  fitting  memorial. 

HISTORY  OF  THE  SCHEME 

For  some  time  after  Balboa  sighted  the 
Pacific  from  the  famous  peak  in  Darien,  the 
adventurers  who  succeeded  him  sought  long 
and  zealously  for  a  channel  to  its  enticing 
waters.  When  their  hopes  of  finding  a  na- 
tural passage  were  at  last  abandoned,  schemes 
for  constructing  a  canal  were  submitted  to 
the  Spanish  authorities.  But  Philip  II.  would 
have  none  of  them;  he  was  content  with 
holding  the  only  line  of  communication  across 
the  New  World,  and  the  seeking  or  making 
known  any  better  route  than  the  one  from 
Porto  Bello  to  Panama  was  forbidden  under 
pain  of  death.  In  the  latter  half  of  the  1 8th 
century  more  enlightened  views  prevailed,  and 
during  the  ensuing  years  various  projects  were 
formed  for  connecting  the  two  oceans.  But 
they  came  to  nothing;  and  the  disastrous  ven- 
ture of  Ferdinand  de  I.esseps  is  too  recent  to 
call  for  comment.  Meanwhile  the  people  of 
the  United  States  had  come  to  hold,  first,  that 
a  canal  must  be  constructed,  and,  secondly, 
that  it  must  be  controlled  by  themselves. 

Readers  of  The    Times    will  be  familiar 
with  the  steps  they  took  to  buy  but -the  French 
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The  above  is  an  outline  map  of  Victoria 
Harbor,  intended  only  to  suggest  what  it  may 
become  when  the  proposed  and  prospective 
improvements  have  been  carried  out.  It  is 
drawn  only  approximately  to  scale,  and  must 
ii"i  be  considered  as  correct  in  its  details.  It 
will,  however,  serve  to  convey  a  general  idea 
oi  what  the  harbor  may  become.  The  shore 
line  from  McLaughlan  Point  on  the  west  and 


up  as  far  as  Poiul  Ellice  Bridge  and  along 
the  eastern  side  of  the  harbor  as  tar  as  Qgden 
Point  measures  approximately  five  miles,  not 
allowing  lor  the  indentations,  Along  this  line 
it  will  be  possible  to  provide  dockage  facilities 
fully  seven  miles  long,  available  to  either 
ocean-going  or  coasting  steamers.  Whal  part 
ot  this  can  i-e  made  available  to  ocean-going 
ships  is  a  matter  tor  expert  inquiry,  but  prob- 
ably  at   least   one-half.      All   this  dockage  will 


be  within  one  mile  of  the  great  railway  ter- 
minal on  the  West  side  of  the  harbor,  and 
every  yard  of  it  can  be  connected  to  the  rail- 
ways. This  great  harbor  is  accessibe  from  the 
ocean  at  all  stages  of  the  tide,  in  all  weathers 
and  at  all  times  of  the  year  without  the  slight- 
est impediment  of  any  kind  whatever.  For  a 
further  reference  to  this  subject,  including 
connections  with  the  continental  railways,  see 
page  4  of  the  news  section  of  today's  paper. 


the  ascent  of  which  is  to  be  effected  by  means 
of  two  flights  of  locks.  In  each  flight  there 
will  be  three  locks,  each  1,000  ft.  long  and 
110  ft.  wide.

United  States,  will  in  a  short  time  be  brought 
nearer  to'  New  York  than  to  Liverpool  by 
about  2,. Son  miles.  But  the  Panama  route  is 
not  so  greatly  handicapped  in  the  matter  of 
distance  that  it  may  not  compete  for  sume  of 
the  traffic  from  Australia  and  the  Far  East, 
which  now  reaches  Europe  by  way  of  Suez. 
Success  would  be  a  matter  of  low  tolls  and 
cheap  coal — inducements  which  would  bring 
vessels  across  the  Pacific  to  pick  up  cargo  on 
the  West  Coast  of  South  America.  For  in- 
stance, coal  might  be  brought  from  New 
South  Wales  to  Chilean  ports,  there  to  be  re- 
placed by  nitrate. 

Of  all  the  British  steamship  lines,  the 
Royal  Mail  Steam  Packet  Company  will  be 
most  affected  by  the  opening  of  the  Panama 
Canal,  for  it  and  Its  allies,  the  Pacific  Steam

Navigation  Company,  have  vast  interests  in 
South  America.  The  vessels  of  the  Pacific 
Steam  Navigation  Company,  for  example, 
now  proceed  from  Liverpool  to  Brazil  and 
Uruguay  and  then  by  the  Strait-,  ot  Magellan 
to  Chile  and  Peru.  Possibly  they  will  return 
to  England  in  the  future  by  way  of  the  isth- 
mus. And  we  may  also  find  the  ships  of  the 
Royal  Mail  Company  on  the  western  side  of 
the  American  continent.  Then  there  arc. 
steamers — those  of  the  New  Zealand  Ship- 
ping Company,  for  instance — which  proceed 
from  England  to  New  Zealand  by  way  of  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope  and  return  round  Cape 
Horn.  To  these  the  passage  through  the 
canal  would  mean  a  saving  of  nearly  3,000 
miles  on  the  round  trip;  but  it  is  quite  clear  that 
it  would  also  entail  a  large  expenditure  on  tolls. 
In  fact,  Great  Britain  has  a  large  stake  in  the 
Panama  trade.  Of  the  ten  lines  of  ships  *  on 
the  Atlantic  side  of  the  isthmus  five  fly  the 
British  flag,  and  there  are  two  British  lines 
engaged  in  regular  trade  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 
Great  changes  will  surely  be  made  in  the  itin- 
eraries of  many  of  these  vessels,  but  it  is  not 
possible  yet  today  down  the  system  on  which 
they  will  proceed. 

SOUTH  AMERICAN  INTERESTS 

Many  countries  will  benefit  by  the  con- 
struction of ythe  new  waterway,  and  none  more 
so  than  those  on  the  Pacific  Coast  of  South 

America.  Hitherto  their  products  have  been 
handicapped  both  by  scanty  internal  commun- 
ications and  by  the  distance  Qf  *TOfcfi  flfol 
ket$;  henceforward  their  own  enterprise  in 
constructing  railways  wifr  be  rewarded  also  by 
the  cheapening :  of  steamer  rates;  for  the  sea 
d^aihc.e,rfre/n^  ^e^Yoxk-'fo-  Pacific  ports 
south  of  Panama  will  be  shortened  from  1,000 
to  8,400  miles  by  the  canal.  How  quickly  the 
trade  of  the  Pacific  is  expected  to  develop  is 
to  be  gathered  from  the  policy  of  the  Ameri- 
can-Hawaiian Steamship  Company,  which  has 
ordered  five  10,000  ton  steamers  as  an  ad- 
dition to  its  fleet  now  trading  between  the 
Hawaiian  Islands  and  the  Pacific  Gulf  and  At- 
lantic ports. 

But  it  must  not  be  supposed  that  outside 
of  the  American  continent  it  is  only  to  Great 
Britain  that  the  canal  is  of  importance.  Ger- 
many has  two  steamship  lines  in  the  Panama 
trade;  France,  Italy  and  Spain  have  lines 
running  to  Colon;  Chile  and  Peru  have  estab- 
lished a  service  on  the  west  coast;  and  Japan 
sends  its  ships  to  all  the  important  west  coast 
South  American  ports. 

GROWTH  OF  B.  C.  SHIPPING 

Victoria  has  developed  rapidly  as  a  port 
on  the  Pacific,  and  has  excellent  prospects  of 
further  advancement.  The  completion  of 
the  Panama  Canal  may  mean  much  to  Can- 
adian shipping  interests  at  Victoria.  During 
quite  recent  years  there  has  been  a  growing 
disposition  to  find  a  fresh  outlet  for  the  pro- 
ducts of  the  West  by  means  of  Pacific  ports, 
and  a  distinct  movement  of  traffic  in  that  di- 
rection has  been  begun.  When  the  shorter 
ocean  route  to  Great  Britain  via  Panama 
comes  into  operation,  it  is  predicted  that  the 
volume  of  freight  thus  consigned  will  be  large. 
Meanwhile,  Vancouver  and  Prince  Rupert  are 
perhaps  more  directly  concerned  than  is  Vic- 
toria, although  Victoria  is  also  getting  ready 
for  the  new  call  upon  her  harbor  facilities, 
and  hopes  to  have  railway  connection  with 
the  mainland  by  means  of  a  bridge  across 
Seymour  Narrows.  Already  it  is  claimed  that 
Victoria  has  passed  San  Francisco  in  sea  go- 
ing tonnage.  Be  that  as  it  may,  and  it  is  quite 
probable,  the  growth  of  Canadian  ports  on 
the  Paciifc  Coast  has  been  remarkable.  Vic- 
toria for  the  year  ended  March  31  last,  took 
second  place  in  the  Dominion  for  aggregate  in 
and  out  sea-going  tonnage.  Eight  Pacific  lines 
all  told  make  regular  calls  at  Victoria.  Seven 
of  these  do  business  in  the  Orient,  and  have 
steamers  of  large  tonnage.  The  Blue  Funnel 
Line,  for  example,  has  eight  steamers,  with 
an  average  register  of  8,166  tons  each.  The 
regular  lines,  as  to  number  and  tonnage,  may 
be  grouped  as  follows:

This  list  omits  the  facts  with  regard  to 
vessels  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Steamship  Com- 
pany, which  make  weekly  calls  at  the  port. 
The  business  of  the  foregoing  fleets  was  rep- 
resented in  imports  amounting  to  $8,678,602, 
and  exports  to  the  value  of  $2,019,725  for 
the  fiscal  year  1912.  These  figures  show 
an  increase  of  nearly  100  per  cent  in  five 
years. 

The  harbor  is  easy  of  accses  and  fogs 
rarely  occur.  Many  steamers  do  not  employ 
a  pilot  in  entering  or  leaving.  There  are 
practically  two  harbors,  the  inner  and  the 
outer.  The  inner  has  20  ft.  of  water  at  low 
tide,  while  the  outer  has  30  ft.  to  80  ft  AU 
the  wharves  in  both  harbors  are  under  pri- 
vate ownership.  Extensive  betterments,  how- 
ever, are  under  way.  The  Dominion  Govern- 
ment is  Constructing  a  breakwater  in  the  outer' 
harbor,  which,  with  the  other  work  in  hand, 
will  give  an  additional  9,600  ft.  Qi  berthing 
for  ocean  going  steamers.

1849,  GUJERAT,  SIKHS  DEFEATED  BY 
GEN.  GOUGH 


In  October,  1848,  the  British  army  under 
Lord  Gough  was  assembled  at  Ferozepore.  In 
November  it  crossed  the  Ravi,  and  engaged 
Sher  Singh  in  an  indecisive  action  at  Ram- 
nuggur.  On  the  13th  of  January,  1849,  Lord 
Gough  approached  Sher  Singh's,  intrench- 
ments  at  Chilianwallah,  which  were  held  by 
thirty  thousand  Sikhs  and  sixty  guns.  Noth- 
ing was  knowri  of  the  disposition  of  the  Sikhs, 
for  (heir  camp  was  covered  by  a  thick  jungle, 
and  Lord  Gough  resolved  to  defer  the  attack 
till  the  following  morning.  At  that  momeM 
the  Sikhs  opened  fire  with  some  guns  in  t ! 
vance.  The  indignation  of  Lord  Gough  va< 
kindled  at  the  challenge,  and  he  rashly  .y- 
dered  a  general  charge.  Then  followed  tV- 
most  sanguinary  encounter  in  the  history  of 
British  India,  which  ended  in  a  doubtful  Vic- 
tory on  the  part  of  the  English.  The  Sikhs 
were  driven  from  their  position,  but  they  took 
up  another  three  miles  off.  Both  sides  fired 
salutes  in  honor  of  victory,  but  the  English 
had  lost  more  than  two  thousand  four  hun- 
dred officers  and  men. 

The  fatal  field  of  Chilianwallah  is  already 
half  forgotten,  but  the  tidings  of  the  disaster 
were  received  in  England  with  an  outburst  oi 
alarm  and  indignation.  Sir  Charles  Napier 
was  hastily  sent  to  India  to  supersede  Lord 
Gough  as:  Commander-in-Chief.  Meanwhile 
General  Whish  captured  the  town  of  Multan, 
and  opened  a  terrible  cannonade  on  the  cita- 
del. Mulraj  offered  a  desperate  resistance, 
but  was  at  last  compelled  to  surrender  the  fort- 
ress, and  gave  himself  up.  to  the  English. 
General  Whish  then  left  Multan  in  charge  of 
Lieutenant  Edwardes,  and  proceeded  to  join 
Lord  Gough  in  a  final  struggle  with  Sher 
Singh. 

The  crowning  victory  of  Gujerat  was 
gained  by  Lord  Gough  on  the  22nd  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1849.  It  was  essentially  an  artillery 
action,  and  is  known  as  the  battle  of  the  guns. 
The  Sikhs  opened  a  cannonade  with  sixty 
guns,  and  fired  with  singular  rapidity,  but 
their  resistance  was  in  vain.  F©1  two  hours 
and  a  half  they  were  exposed  to  a  storm  of 
shot  and  shell,  which  was  eventually  followed 
by  a  charge  of  bayonets  and  a  rush  of  caval- 
ry. The  Sikh  army  became  literally  a  wreck, 
its  camp,  its  standards,  and  nearly  all  its  can- 
non fell  into  the  hands  Ol  the  conquer... 
The  battle  of  Gujerat  decided  the  fate  of  the 
Punjab,  and  the  hopes  of  the  Khalsa  were 
quenched  forever. 

Lord  Dalhousie  was  fully  prepared  for  the 
result.  He  had  resolved  on  the  annexation 
of  the  Punjab,  and  had  already  drawn  up  a 
programme  for  the  civil  administration  of  the 
province,  and  the  appointment  of  British  of- 
ficials to  the  several' grades.  All  did  errors 
in  former  settlements  were  rectified  in  deal- 
ing with  the  Punjab,  all  known  abuses  were 
guarded  against,  and  the  government  of  the 
Punjab  instead  of  struggling  into  existence 
like  the  government  of  Bengal,  seemed  to 
spring  like  another  Minerva  full  armed  from 
the  brain  of  Zeus.  To  this  day  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Punjab  is  one  of  the  greatest 
triumphs  of  British  rule,  and  a  model  for  Asi- 
atic statesmen  throughout  all  time. 

The  minor  details  connected  with  the  con- 
clusion of  the  war  may  be  dismissed  in  a  few

"No, 
you  had  never  driven  one  yourself,  certainly 
not!"  this  with  a  great  deal  of  pride,  as  though 
imply  you  had  had  countless  opportunities 
but  had  refused  to  avail  yourself    of    them. 
What  possible  enjoyment,  genuine  enjoyment, 
you  wanted  to  know,  could  be  had  out  of  driv- 
ing a  machine  that  went  far  too  fast  for  one  to 
see  and  appreciate  the  country  through  which 
one. was  passing,  which  made  a  vulgar  amount 
of  noise,    and    which    had    an    insupportable 
smell.     To  your  way  of  thinking  the  people 
who  professed  to  enjoy  riding  in  motor  cars 
were  among  the  misguided  individuals  who  set 
such  a  pace  for  the  rest  of  the  world  that  if 
we  all  tried  to  follow  them,  we  should  soon 
become  nervous  wrecks,  and  mankind  gener- 
ally would  begin  to  rapidly  deteriorate.

into  the  curb  to  avoid  knocking  down  two  ur- 
chins who  were  merely  "pretending"  to  dash 
in  front  of  you,  and  who  shouted   "rubber!" 
at  you  as  you  got  out  and  cranked  your  engine. 
You  appreciate  the  absolute  imbecility  of  the 
man  who,   instead  of  standing  stock  still,   or 
continuing  on  his  way  when  he  sees  you  com- 
ing, will  dodge  back  and  forth  in  the  middle  of 
the  street,   and   then,   after  you  have  safely- 
passed  him,  will  call  out  something  about  "your 
carelessness."    Have  you  ever  perchance  come 
upon  two  wagons  or  vans  blocking  up  the  en- 
tire roadway,  while  their  drivers  were  engaged 
in  earnest  conversation,  and  did  you  perhaps 
blow  your  horn  under  the  impression  that  they 
would  make  way  for  you?     Having  failed  to  ac- 
complish this,  have  you  brought  your  car  to  a 
standstill  and  indignantly  inquired  what  they 
meant  by  obstructing  traflic?     And  afterwards, 
when  you  were  obliged  to  either  run  up  the 
bank  and  pass  them  or  stop  and  fight,  and  you 
have  chosen  the  first  and  lesser  of  two  evils, 
did  they  reply  to  your  emphatically  expressed 
opinion  of  them,  by  telling  you  to  go  to  an  en- 
tirely different  climate?      One  man,    to    the 
everlasting  joy  of  all  motorists,  did  one  day,  I 
believe,  choose  the  second  of  the  two  evils.

Windsor  Castle  and  Lion  have  been  painted 
by  hundreds  of  artists.  Yet  we  take  leave  to 
doubt  whether  any  of  their  efforts  can  exceed 
in  interest  an  old  pen-drawing  in  outline  of  the 
Castle,  and  a  similar  sketch  of  the  consecra- 
tion of  the  college  chapel,  limned  by  a  devot- 
ed Etonian  four  and  a  half  centuries  ago.  And 
the  fate  of  these  unique  records  is  to  be  the 
sale  room,  for  on  February  13,  at  Sotheby's, 
the  fifteenth  century  illuminated  manuscript  in 
which  they  are  contained  will  appear  in  the 
sale  of  the  library  formed  by  Mr.  George  Dunn, 
of  Maidenhead. 

It  is  not  the  first  time  that  this  rare  manu- 
script has  been  at  auction,  and  it  seems  in- 
credible that  it  should  have  escaped  public  no- 
tice only  thirteen  years  ago.  Then,  in  one  of 
the  series  of  great  Ashburnham  dispersals,  the 
chronicle,  by  some  mischance,  evaded  the 
keener  ettentfari  of rbpl)t||^ij^  and  was  ?nap-

y  by  night,  when  all  is  quiet;  as  it  is  writ- 
ten, 'Shout  forth  praises  in  the  night.'  " 

Rabbi  Lakish  said:  "Study  by  day  and  by

In  Proverbs  xxiv.,  7,  we  find  this  sentence: 
"Wisdom  is  too  high  for  a  fool."  Rabbi  Jo- 
hanan illustrates  this  verse  with  an  apple  de- 
pending from  the  ceiling.  The  foolish  man 
says,  i  cannot  reach  the  fruit,  it  is  too  high'; 
but  the  wise  man  says,  'The  fruit  may  readily 
be  obtained  by  placing  one  step  upon  another 
until  thy  arm  is  brought  within  reach  of  it.' 
The  foolish  man  says,  'Only  a  wise  man  can 
study  the  entire  law.'  But  the  wise  man  re- 
plies, 'It  is  not  incumbent  upon  thee  to  acquire 
the  whole.' 

"A  man  once  hired  two  servants  to  fill  a 
basket  with  water.  One  of  them  replied,  'Why 
should  I  do  this  useless  labor?  1  put  the  water 
■in  one  side  and  imfnediately  it  leaks  out  of  the 
other;  what  profit  is.it?' 

"The  other  workman  replied,  'We  have 
the  profit  of  the  reward  which  we  receive  for 
our  labor.' 

"It  is  the  same  in  studying  the  law.  One 
man  says,  'What  shall  it  profit  me,  when  I 
must  continue  it  or  else  forget  what  I  have 
learned?  '  But  God  will  reward  us  for  the  will 
which  we  display  even  though  we  forget."

dent buyer  of  old  clocks.  An  array  of  them 
appeared  at  Christie's  last  season,  each  of 
which  had  been  sent  to  him  in  its  separate 
parts,  as  he  always  insisted  on  testing  them 
and  putting  them  together  himself.  In  addi- 
tion, he  had  a  marvellous  flair  for  early  print- 
ed books  and  earlier  manuscripts,  and  the  four 
days'  sale  to  be  held  will  amply  justify  his 
judgment. 

It  is  not  surprising,  then,  that  he  saw  ihe 
worth  of  this  fifteenth  century  manuscript, 
which  surfeited  experts  missed.  The  manu- 
script is  an  early  copy  of  Ralph  Higden's 
"Polychronicon,"  which  he,  when  a  monk  at 
Wereburghe  Monastery,  Chester,  compiled  as 
a  history  of  the  world  from  the  beginning 
down  to  1327.  By  other  hands  it  was  con- 
tinued to  1420,  and  when  Caxton  was  casting 
about  to  print  the  world's  best  books  he  got 
dohn  of  Treves  to  translate  Higden's  Latin 
into  English,  and  issued  the  book  in  1482. 

On  2  80  vellum  leaves  of  beautifully  writ- 
ten Gothic  letters  the  erudite  reader  may  again 
labor  through  the  old  Latin  chronicle.  But  he 
will  be  quick  to  discern  straightway  the  Eton- 
ian provenance  of  the  relic.  First,  at  the  be- 
ginning of  each  of  the  seven  books  into  which 
the  manuscript  is  divided  he  will  espy  an  il- 
luminated initial  with  the  arms  of  Eton  Col- 
lege and  a  marginal  ornament  in  gold  and  col- 
ors. As  for  the  drawing  of  the  consecration 
of  the  college  chapel,  it  is  a  quaint,  unper- 
spective  sketch,  showing  Henry  VI.,  his  Queen, 
and  a  retinue  of  clergy,  with  the  river  (and 
the  college  boats  of  the  period)  not  only  sur- 
rounding the  sides,  but  the  roof,  of  the  sacred 
fane.  This  drawing  appears  below  that  of 
Windsor  Castle,  shown  in  incisive  outline  and 
obviously  a  faithful  sketch. 

The  Etonian  connection  is  at  once  grasped 
when  the  Latin  inscription  on  the  first  page  of 
the  chronicle  is  read.  From  this -it  is  gathered 
that  the  manuscript  was  presented  to  a  Car- 
thusian monastery  in  Witham  (Somerset)  by 
John  Blacman.  Now  Blacman  was  one  of  the 
early  fellows  of  Eton,  and  wrote  the  "Colleo 
tarium  Mansuetudinem  Hen-rici  VI.,"  in  1471. 
The  strong  probability  is  that  Blacman  was 
the  artist  of  Ihe  drawings.  After  Mr.  Dunn 
acquired  the  manuscript  in  1899,  Sir  Henry 
Maxwell-Lyte,  of  the  Record  Office,  had  the 
opportunity  of  inspecting  it,  and  in  his  work 
on  "Eton"  drew  attention  to  it,  pointing  out 
that  the  tightness  of  the  Ashburnham  binding 
obscure  the  curfew  tower  of  Windsor  Castle. 
A  few  years  ago  a  little  band  of  old  Etonians 
(who  happened  to  be  publishers)  presented  to 
their  old  school  the  manuscript  of  the  poet 
Gray's  immortal  "Ode."

After  the  first  attempt  of  Tarquin  Supur- 
bttS  to  re-establish  himself  as  king  of  the  Ro- 
mans had  failed,  and  the  conspirators  who  had 
taken  his  part  had  been  put  to  death,  it  was  de- 
creed that  no  one  of  the  blood  of  the  Tarquins 
should  remain  in  that  country.  Collatinus  him- 
self, though  he  had  been  made  consul,  and  had 
proved  himseif  quite  worthy  of  the  high  posi- 
tion, was  asked  to  return  to  Collatia,  for  in  his 
vein's  flowed  some  of  the  blood  of  this  hated 

family. 

Soon  after  this  Tarquin  the  Proud  made  a 
second  attempt  to  invade  Rome,  but  this  time 
he  used  no  secret  emissaries  to  pave  the  way  for 
him.  He  persuaded  the  people  of  Tarquin 
and  Veil  to  rally  round  his  standard  and  make 
war  against,the  Romans,  Pobttus  Valerius,  the 
new  consul,  and  Brutus,  with  their  army, 
marched  forth  to  meet  the  invading  forces  and 
there  took  place  the  battle  famous  for  having 
been  the  scene  of  the  death  of  the  brave  liber- 
ator of  the,  Romans.  .  •',,

•field,  immediately  spurred  his  horse  toward  him, 

his  lance  in  his  hand.    Brutus  sprang  to  the  con- 

-ilict,  his  own  spear  levelled,  and  so  these Jyo 


the  enemy's  camp,  just  when  the  soldiers  were 
receiving  their  pa\  from  the  kind's  secretary. 
So  gorgeously  was  this  latter  individual  ap- 
parelled, that  Mucius  believed  lie  could  be  no 
less  a  person  than  the  king  himself,  and  im- 
mediately springing  from  his  hiding  place,  he 
stabbed  him  to  the  heart.  When  the  guards 
seized  him  and  brought  him  before  the  real 
king,  and  he  was  questioned,  he  declined  to 
make  any  explanation.  Thereupon  he  was 
threatened  with  the  torture.  Mucius,  wholly 
unmoved,  made  reply:  "Your  torture  cannot 
avail  to  make  a  brave  man  teli  the  secrets 
which  have  been  confided  to  him," 
thrust  his  hand  into  the  fire  which  burned 
the  altar,  and  held  it  there  until  it  was  con- 
sumed in  the  flames.  Then  Porsenna,  mar- 
veling at  the  young  man's  fortitude,  freed  bihy 
and  bade  bin}  return  to  his  own  people. 


THE  STORY  OF  FRANCE 

■      \-  <        :\y  ■■■■•■.■        - 

Accounts  of  the  reign  of  Charles  VI.,  even 
when  given  by  the  most  friendly  historians, 
disclose  a  condition  of  anarchy;  and  vice  such 
as  mark  the  history  of  few  countries.  The 
efcample  set  by  Queen  Isabel  Was  followed 
very  generally  among  the  nobility,*  so  much 
so  indeed  that  even    Frenchmen    thpmsrtvfs 


took  refuge  in  fortified  towns,  that  he  was 
marching  through  the  land,  and  was  prepared 
tp  fight  anywhere  and  at  any  time  Charles. 
should  come  against  him.  At  this  the  French 
king  ordered  that  every  effort  should  be  made 
to  stop  his  progress,  and  a  force  was  assem- 
bled greatly  outnumbering  the  English.  The 
two  armies  met  at  Agincotirt  with  the  result 
that  every  schoolboy  knows.  The  hattle  was 
simply  a  reproduction  of  Crecy  and  Poitiers. 
A  well  managed  and  disciplined  force  fought 
with  a  far  greater  number  of  men,  badly  led 
and  lacking  in  unity  of  purpose.  The  result 
was"  what  might  have  been  expected.  The 
slaughter  was  terrific,  no  less  than  8,000  of 
the  nobility  of  France  being  left  dead  on  the 
field.  .  Among  the  prisoners  was  the  Duke  of 
Orleans.  Henry's  course  towards  him  was 
Chivalrous  in  the  extreme.  The  young  man 
was  badly  wounded  and  so  saddened  by  the 
crushing  defeat  that  he  refused  to  ea£  Henry 
went  to  him,  complimented  htm  upon  his  cour- 
age, and  assured  him  that  the  victory  was  not 
due  to  the  prowess  of  English  arms,  but  to  the 
will  of  God,  who  could  no  longer  bear  with 
the  wickedness  of  those  who  ruled  Prance. 

John  the  Fearless  was  not  present  at  Agin- 
court^  nor  was  his  son  and  heir.-    Two  of  his 


brothers  were  present,  and  buth  of  them  fell. 
John  was  bitterly  disappointed  that  he  had

say  which  of  these  pronunciations  is  right. 

In  the  previous  article  it  was  suggested  that 
many  of  what  are  supposed  to  be  American 
provincialisms  in  pronunciation  may  only  be  a 
survival  of  the  general  English  pronunciation  in 
use  at  the  time  America  was  first  settled  by  the 
English.  A  similar  explanation  is  advanced  for 
the  Irish  pronunciation  of  many  English 
words.  Patrick  from  Cork  will  be  represented 
in  a  story  as  saying  he  does  not  "belave"  a 
certain  thing.  The  rest -of  us  think  he  is  wrong 
in  sounding  "ie"  or  "ei"  as  though  it  were  a 
long  "a";  but  we  ourselves  do  the  same  things, 
when  we  pronounce  "reign"  or  "rein,"  or 
"seine"  or  "deign."  It  is  claimed  by  some  au- 
thorities that  the.  Irish  pronunciation  is  the  . 
same  as  was  the  English  pronunciation  in  the  * 
days  when  the  English  occupied  the  country. 
There  is  always  more  or  less  difficulty  in  prov- 
ing; an  ancient  pronunciation,  but  in  this,  as  In 
many  things,  ShakespwWcomes  to  our  help. 
Take  these  lines  from  one  of  the  speeches  of 
C^ssius  In  "Julius  Caesar"; 

"When  e°uM  they  say  till  now  that  talk'd  of 

Rome, 
That  her  wide  walls  encompassed  but  one 

man? 
Now  is  it  Rome  indeed,  and  room  enough, 
When  there  is  in  it  only  but  one  man." 


affect  the  existence  of  things.     For  example, 
there  are  some  persons  who  yet  insist  that  we 
should    accept    as    verbally    correct    the    story 
of  creation  as  outlined  in  the  first  chapter  of 
Genesis,  and  believe  that  59  1  7  years  ago  the 
earth,   as  we  have   it  today,   was  created  out 
of    nothing,    and    completed    in    six  days    of 
twenty-four  hours  each.      Whether  that  is  or 
is   not    true,    does   not   affect   in   the   slightest 
degree  the  existence  of  the  earth.     If  it  were 
not  true  that  .Jesus  of  Nazareth  said  that  "God 
is  a  spirit,  and  they  that  worship   Him  must 
worship  Him  in  spirit  and  in  truth,"  this  would 
be  true  nevertheless.     In  short,  things  are  not 
made  true  by  being  told;  the  statements    are 
true  because  the  things  are  as  stated.     Two 
and  two  make  four,    not    because  the  arith- 
metic says  so,  but  because  they  make  four, 
and  could  not  by  any  possibility  make  any- 
thing else.    All  the  books  that  ever  were  writ- 
ten, or  could  be  written,  would  be  powerless 
to  create  spiritual  f dj^  if  sueti  forces  did 
not  really  exist.    In  other  words,  the  Bible  is 
true,  when  it  speaks  of  spiritual  things,  be- 
cause there  are  spiritual  things;  these  do  not 
exist  because  the  Bible  says  they  do.    This 
is  more  than  a  play  upon  words;  it  is  a  great 
fundamental  fact,  and  it  is  because  so  many 
people  do  not  realize  its  truth  that  so  little 
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enemies,  urging  their  chargers  to  a  mad"  gal- 
lop, drew  close  to  one  another,  hot  slowing  up 

at  all  as  they  neared  each  other,  so  that  the 
spear  of  each  entered  the  breast  of  the  other 
and  both  warriors  fell  dead. 

Then  the  opposing  armies  flung -themselves 
on  one  another,  each  maddened  by  the  tragic 
death  of  their  leaders;  and  so  fierce  and  des- 
perate was  the  struggle  which  ensued,  that 
when  night  fell,  neither  side  could  claim  a  vic- 
tory. During  the  long  night  watch  the  Etrus- 
cans heard  a  voice  from  Heaven  calling  upon 
them  to  depart,  that  victory  belonged  to  the 
Romans,  and  the  old  story  goes  that  the  in- 
vaders to  a  man  rose  and  hastily  left  the  battle- 
tield,  so  that  when  morning  dawned  a"hd  the 
Roman  army  awoke  and  prepared  to  do  battle, 
they  looked  out  to  where  only  a  few  short 
hours  before  a  mighty  host  had  been  encamped, 
and  saw  not  a  sign  of  the  great  army. 

They  departed  for  Rome,  carrying  with 
them  the  body  of  their  brave  leader;  and 
though  the  people  within  the  city  ran  to  meet 
them  with  shouts  and  acclamations  of  joy,  their 
welcome  was  soon  silenced  when  their  eyes  be- 
held the  still  form  of  him  who  had  departed  so 
bravely  to  do  battle,  and  who  had  died  in  serv- 
ing them.  Brutus'  funeral  was  a  magnificent 
one,  and  the  whole  city  mourned  him;  the 
women  especially  mourned  him  for  a  full  year 
in  memory  of  the  noble  manner  in  which  he 
had  avenged  the  crime  upon  Lucretia. 

Publius  Valerius,  who  ruled  the  people 
alone  for  a  while  after  the  death  of  his  col- 
league, was  responsible  for  some  institutions 
which  were  very  popular,  and  which  he  intro- 
duced because  the  Plebians  had  begun  to  mur- 
mur against  him,  thinking  he  assumed  too  much 
the  responsibility  and  the  manner  of  a  king. 
He  did  away  with  the  law  which  gave  the  con- 
suls power  over  life  and  death,  and  decreed 
that  every  Roman  citizen  might  appeal  to  the 
people  againsfthe  judgment  of  the  chief  magis- 
trates. For  these  things  he  was  called  "Popli- 
cola,"  which  means  the  "Friend  of  the  Peo- 
ple." 

When  Valerius  had  ruled  some  months, 
Tarquin  the  Proud  made  a  third  attempt  to 
conquer  Rome.  At  this  time  in  Clusium,  a  city 
on  the  River  Clanis,  lived  Lars  Porsenna,  the 
powerful  chief  of  the  twelve  Etruscan  cities. 
Tarquin  knew  that  he  could  not  depend  upon 
any  aid  from  his  old-time  allies  in  Veii  and 
Tarquinii,  so  he  invoked  the  assistance  of  the 
Etruscan  chief,  who  gathered  together  a  huge 
army  in  his  behalf,  and  came  down  upon  Rome. 
Then  a  noble  Roman  called  Horatius  Codes, 
of  the  Lucerian  tribe,  with  two  friends — Lar- 
ini  ,  a  Ramnian,  and  Herminian,  a  Titian — 
posted  themselves  on  the  far  end  of  the  Subli- 
cian  bridge,  across  the  Tiber,  just  at  the  mo- 
ment that  the  Etruscans  reached  that  point. 
Had  the  invaders  been  able  to  cross  the  bridge, 
Rome  would  have  been  given  up  to  their 
swords,  but  these  three  brave  youths  defended 
the  passage,  while  behind  them' the  Roman  sol- 
diers demolished  the  bridge  itself.  "When  it 
was  all  but  destroyed,  his  two  friends  retreated 
across  the  bridge,  and  Horatius  was  left  alone 
(o  bear  the  whole  attack  of  the  enemy.  Well 
he  kept  his  ground,  standing  unmoved  amid  the 
darts  which  were  showered  upon  his  shield,  till 
the  last  beams  of  the  bridge  fell  crashing  into 
the  river.  Then  he  prayed,  saying:  'Father 
Tiber,  receive  me  and  bear  me  up,  I  pray 
thee.'  So  he  plunged  in  and  reached  the 
other  side  safely;  and  the  Romans  honored 
him  greatly;  they  put  up  his  statue  in  the 
Comitium,  and  gave  him  as  much  land  as  he 
could  plow  round  in  a  day,  and  every  man  of 
Rome  subscribed  the  cost  of  one  day's  food  to 
reward  him." 

Still  another  name  is  emblazoned  in  the 
brave  annals  of  these  tempestuous  times. 
When  Porsenna,  disappointed  in  his  effort  to 
take  Rome  by  surprise,  besieged  the  city,  and 
hunger  and  disease  walked  rife  among  the  in- 
habitants, C.  Mucius,  a  noble  young  man,  de- 
termined to  make  an  attempt  to  kill  Porsenna 
himseif.     In  some  way  he  managed  to  reach 


thought  that  Henry  V.  of  England  was  sent 
by  God  to  chastise  the  people  for  their  sins. 
The  most  conspicuous  character  of  the  time 


was  John  the  Fearless,  Duke  of  Burgundy, 
and  he  seems  to  have  avoided  the  excesses  of 
his  day.  Nevertheless  he  was  ambitious  of 
power,  impatient  of  rivalry,  and  toy  no  means 
scrupulous  in  attaining  his  objects.  There  is 
not  very  much  that  can  be  said  about  the  tur- 
bulent years  preceding  the  invasion  of  the 
country  by  Henry  V.,  for  they  were  filled  with 
intrigues,  civil  wars,  plots,  counterplots  and 
mischief  of  all  kinds.  A  detailed  account  of 
what  transpired  would  fill  many  pages,  a 
summary  of  them  may  be  given  in  a  single 
word,  confusion. 

The  effect  upon  the  nation  was  bad.  Or- 
dinarily what  is  called  history  is  an  account 
of  the  transactions  of  a  small  part  of  the  com- 
munity whom  the  accident  of  birth  or  the 
results  of  ambition  have  placed  in  positions  of 
prominence.  The  great  mass  of  the  people 
have,  as  a  rule,  made  progress  during  the 
most  disturbed  periods.  This  does  not  seem 
to  have  been  the  case  with  France  at  this 
period.  The  whole  population  appear  to  have 
lost  heart.  Even  the  obligations  of  knight- 
hood seem  to  have  lost  their  hold  upon  the 
aristocracy,  and  the  commonalty  appear  tc 
have  given  up  all  patriotic  feeling. 

To  what  extent  these  conditions  existed 
was  shown  by  the  utter  failure  of  the  govern- 
ment, if  there  could  be  said  to  have  been  such 
a  thing  in  France  at  that  time,  or  the  indi- 
vidual barons  or  the  burgesses  to  make  any 
serious  attempt  to  oppose  the  landing  of 
Henry  V.  The  character  of  this  valiant  sol- 
dier need  not  be  dwelt  on  here.  He  had  no 
sooner  ascended  his  throne  than  he  made  it 
understood  that  he  was  determined  to  assert 
the  claims  of  his  House  to  the  crov/n  of 
France  in  no  uncertain  way.  He  did  not  at 
the  outset  desire  to  make  war,  believing  that 
by  his  marriage  with  the  daughter  of  the 
French  king,  he  would  be  able  to  accomplish 
his  object  peacefully.  That  Charles  could 
not  long  survive  seemed  very  clea1-;  that  as 
the  husband  of  the  young  princess,  Henry 
would  be  the  virtual  ruler  of  the  kingdom, 
and  would  find  little  difficulty  in  setting  aside 
the  Dauphin,  who  was  far  from  being  pop- 
ular, appeared  to  be  altogether  likeh. 
The  princess,  whose  name  was  Catherine,  was 
at  this  time  only  thirteen  years  of  age,  but  is 
described  as  tall  and  very  beautiful.  The 
matchmaking  did  not  proceed  satisfactorily. 
Charles  VI.  seemed  averse  to  the  marriage, 
although  as  he  was  irresponsible  most  of  the 
time,  his  opinion  probably  counted  for  very 
little.  The  Duke  of  Burgundy  also  had  a  fair 
daughter,  whom  her  father  thought  might  as- 
pire to  be  Henry's  queen.  He  also  seems  to 
have  cherished  the  hope  that  by  such  an  alli- 
ance she  might  come  to  wear  the  crown  of 
France.  But  Henry  resolved  not  to  be  baulk- 
ed in  his  plans.  He  summoned  a  Parliament, 
and  asked  for  and  obtained  a  large  grant  to 
enable  him  to  assert  his  rightful  claims  to  the 
lordship  of  France.  In  the  late  summer  of 
1415  he  set  sail  from  England,  and  landed  ai 
Harfleur  witli  what  is  said  to  have  been  the 
most  formidable  army  that  had  ever  left  the 
shores  of  the  Island.  And  yet  numerically  it 
was  not  large,  as  we  reckon  armies  nowa- 
days, (here  being  only  3 0,000  fighting  men 
all  told.  With  them,  however,  were  a  multi- 
tude of  arttzans  and  what  are  described  as 
"smaller  folk,"  for  the  people  of  England 
seemed  confident  that  France  was  10  be  forth- 
with subdued. 

Henry's  landing  was  not  opposed.  The 
citizens  of  Harfleur  appealed  for  aid  to  the 
King  of  France,  but  were  told  to  do  their  best 
without  him,  and  this  "best"  they  wisely  con- 
cluded was  to  surrender  the  city.  On  hearing 
this,  Charles,  who  was  then  enjoying  one  of 
the  lucid  intervals  in  his  life,  sent  a  message 
to  Henry  asking  him  to  name  a  day  when  he 
would  be  pleased  to  meet  him  in  battle. 
Henry's  reply  was  that  he  wvs  not  a  man  who 


single  combat     Henry  was young  and  vigor- 
ous; John  was  past  middle  age.    there  qui 

be  little  doubt  what  the  issue  of  such  a  com- 
bat would  have  been;  but  Henry  declined  it, 
returning  John's  gauntlet  with  the  message 
that  he  would  not  fight  "so  noble  and  puis- 
sant a  prince,  with  whom  he  was  not  to  be 
compared."  He  assured  John's  messengers, 
as  he  had  the  Duke  of  Orleans,  that  victory 
had  been  his,  not  because  of  his  prowess  in 
arms,  but  because  God  had  deemed  it  well 
for  France  that  she  should- suffer.  Henry's 
success  was  complete.  City  after  city  fell  into 
his  hands.  On  May  20,  1420,  the  treaty  of 
Troyes  was  signed,  by  which  it  was  declared 
that  there  should  be  perpetual  peace  between 
France  and  England;  Henry  was  given  the 
hand  of  the  princess  in  marriage,  and  was  pro- 
claimed regent  of  France  with  the  right  of 
succession  to  the  crown.  Thus  his  ambition 
was  fully  satisfied,  and  he  returned  to  Eng- 
land. Two  years  later  he  went  back  to  France 
to  suppress  a  rebellion  headed  by  the  Dau- 
phin. He  met  with  his  usual  success,  but  was 
seized  with  an  illness  that  terminated  fatally. 
His  infant  son,  Henry  VI.  of  England,  was 
proclaimed  King  of  France  on  the  death  of. 
Charles,  which  took  place  two  months  later.

LANGUAGE

From  what  was  said  in  the  preceding  article 
on  language,  it  is  evident  that  there  can  be  no 
final  and  conclusive  authority  on  either  spell- 
ing or  pronunciation.  Indeed,  there  is  hardly 
any  as  to  the  meaning  of  words,  which  are  em- 
ployed in  new  senses'  almost  continually.  In 
these  essential  features  our  language  is  in  a 
state  of  flux.  Presumably  that  is  true  of  other 
languages.  It  is  said  to  be  notably  true  of 
French.  What  is  called  Parisian  French  is 
very  different  from  the  French  of  the  court  of 
Louis  XIV.  It  is  said  that  the  French  spoken 
in  Quebec  is  much  more  like  that  which  the 
Grand  Monarque  and  his  brilliant  entourage 
employed  than  is  that  which  is  heard  in  the 
salons  of  Paris  today.  Spelling  changes  great- 
ly, and  it  is  possible  that  differences  in  spelling 
do  not  always  of  necessity  imply  differences  of 
pronunciation.  Such  a  change  as  that  men- 
tioned last  Sunday,  that  is  from  "cnichtas"  to 
"knights,"  would  show  that  there  must  be  a 
great  change  in  pronunciation,  even  if  there 
were  not  other  evidence.  Let  us  take  the  case 
of  another  word  in  common  use,  the  word 
"ate,"  the  past  tense  of  eat.  Two  educated 
persons,  one  from  England  and  the  other  from 
Ireland,  were  asked  how  they  pronounced  this 
word.  One  sounded  the  "a"  long,  as  in  hate; 
the  other  hardly  gave  it  an  "a"  sound  at  all. 
pronouncing  the  word  "el."  One  said  that  he 
had  never  heard  the  pronunciation  "et"  any- 
where else  than  in  Canada.  The  dictionaries 
give  both  pronunciations.  In  the  original  edi- 
tion of  Webster's  Dictionary,  the  long  sound 
of  "a"  is  given  and  no  other;  in  the  latest  edi- 
tion of  the  same  work  the  word  is  said  to  be 
pronounced  in  England  usually  "et."  The 
latest  dictionary  issued  in  England  gives  the 
pronunciation  as  "et,"  but  says  the  other  pro- 
nunciation is  occasionally  used.  As  far  as  can 
be  gathered  from  the  dictionaries,  the  older 
pronunciation  seems  to  have  been  with  the 
long  sound  of  the  vowel. 

The  vowel  "u"  is  one  in  respect  to  which 
there  is  a  great  difference  of  pronunciation. 
Take  the  case  of  such  a  word  as  "duty."  This 
has  three  pronunciations,  neither  of  which  can 
be  said  to  be  incorrect.  They  are  "d'yuty," 
"dooty'  'and  "jewty."  The  first  is  that  em- 
ployed by  most  educated  people  in  England; 
the  second  is  almost  universal  in  America;  the 
third  is  often  used  by  people  of  Irish  descent. 
An  educated  Englishman  would  be  likely  to  say 
"1'yurid";  an  educated  American  might  very 
likely  say  "loorid";  "lurid"  being  what  would 
be  meant  in  both  cases.    It  is  not  possible  to 


hence  they  argue  that  in  mMy  the  two  were 
pronounced  alike.  Corroborative  evidence  of 
this  is  found  in  the  fact  that  in  many  parts  of 
rural  England,  "loam,"  which  Ms  now  pro- 
nounced "lome,"  is  pronounced  "loom."  In- 
deed we  frequently  hear  this  pronunciation  in 
America. 

Changes  in  the  meaning  of  words  are  very 
common.  A  conspicuous  example  of  this  is  af- 
forded'by  the  word  "clever."  If  an  English 
person  should  say,  "That  is  very  clever  of 
you,"  he  would  be  understood  to  mean  that  the 
action  or  speech,  or  whatever  it  might  be,  ex- 
hibited quickness  of  intellect  or  perhaps  deft- 
ness of  touch.  In  many  parts  of  the  United 
States  it  would  be  understood  as  meaning  that 
the  act  was  kindly.  Dr.  Arbuthnot  and  Dean 
Swift,  who  flourished  two  hundred  years  ago, 
used  the  word  in  the  sense  of  agreeable  or  satis- 
factory. No  one  uses  it  in  that  sense  now,  but 
the  local  American  meaning  is  more  in  keeping 
with  the  old  English  meaning  than  is  the  mod- 
ern English  meaning  of  the  word.  What 
"clever"  originally  mean  is  uncertain..  It 
seems  to  have  come  from  the  same  root  as  the 
word  "to  cleave,"  and  any  person  who  was 
"clever"  may  have  originally  meant  one  who 
could  cleave  things  with  skill;  but  on  this  point 
we  must  be  content  to  remain  in  ignorance. 

In  the  older  editions  of  Shakespeare  the 
word  "person"  is  used  in  the  sense  that  we  use 
"parson."  Here  we  have  an  interesting  illus- 
tration of  how  a  language  is  built  up.  Origin- 
ally a  "person"  was  called  in  Latin  "persona 
ecclesiae."  This  expression  became  colloquial 
and  the  latter  part  of  it  was  dropped,  and  in- 
stead of  describing  an  ecclesiastic  as  "a  person 
of  the  church,'  'he  became  simply  a  "person." 
But  the  letter  "e"  was  often  pronounced  like  a 
flat  "a,"  and  in  time  the  latter  sound  came  to 
be  contined  in  the  word  "person'  'to  the  ec- 
clesiastic, while  the  short  sound  of  "e"  was 
given  to  the  same  word  when  applied  to  people 
generally.  Then  the  dictionary-makers  fol- 
lowed usage  and  made  two  words  out  of  what 
had  originally  been  one.  The  words  "ship" 
and  "sheep"  were  not  very  long  ago  pro- 
nounced identically.  Indeed  even  today  in 
many  parts  of  England  "sheep"  is  pronounced 
the  same  as  "ship."  Dryden,  who  wrote  in  the 
middle  of  the  Seventeenth  Century,  and  Swift, 
who  wrote  at  the  beginning  of  the  Eighteenth, 
both  make  "ship'  'and  "deep"  rhyme.  On  the 
other  hand,  Shakespeare  makes  "sheep"  and 
"ship"  identical  in  sound,  if  we  may  judge  from 
the  frequent  puns  he  makes  out  of  the  two 
words.  A  writer  named  Dekker,  who  lived  in 
1002,  speaks  of  a  "shipskin  cap."  We  read  in 
the  news  of  the  day  of  the  siege  of  Adrianople. 
We  read  in  "Measure  for  Measure"  of  the  siege 
of  Justice."  Siege  in  the  latter  instance  means 
the  court,  or  as  we  sometimes  say,  "the  seat  of 
Justice."  This  word  "siege"  has  had  various 
significations  in  the  past.  One  more  instance 
of  the  changes  in  the  use  of  words  must  suffice 
for  this  time.  Take  the  word  "mouse."  This 
had  several  meanings  in  Shakespeare's  time. 
It  was  the  name  of  the  animal  to  which  it  is 
now  applied;  it  was  a  term  of  endearment  in 
very  common  use;  it  meant  to  hunt;  but  its 
most  extraordinary  meaning  was  to  "tear  to 
pieces."  Speaking  in  general  terms,  so  many 
have  been  the  changes  in  the  use  of  words  since 
Shakespeare's  time  that  the  early  editions  of 
the  Plays  can  only  be  thoroughly  understood 
by  the  use  of  a  glossary. 

SPIRITUAL  FORCES 


Nothing  can  be  proved  from  a  book  unless 
the  authority  of  the  book  is  first  established. 
Hence  many  persons  take  the  position  that  a 
statement  in  the  Bible  is  not  necessarily  to  be 
taken  as  correct.  So  far  as  this  relates  to 
the  accounts  given  therein  of  incidents,  it 
makes  very  little  difference.  If  you  consider 
the  matter  for  a  little  while,  you  will  realize 
that  the  historical  statements  contained  in 
the  Bible  or  any  other  book  do  not  realty 


practical  use  is  made  of  spiritual  forces.  To 
accept  the  statements  in  the  Bible  as  true, 
and  act  upon  them  may  be  wise;  but  it  is 
-nonessential     The- reality  of  spiritual -force 


does  not  depend  upon  the  statement  of  any- 
one, any  more  than  the  reality  of  the  law  of " 
gravity  depends  upon  Newton's  statement  of 
it.  To  deny  the  existence  of  the  former,  be- 
cause you  are  unable  to  believe  a  certain  book, 
would  be  as  absurd  as  to  walk  over  a  preci- 
pice because  you  do  not  believe  that  Newton 
was  led  to  discover  the  law  of  gravity  from 
the  fall  of  an  apple.  If  every  Bible  in  the 
world  were  destroyed;  if  no  Bible  had  ever 
been  written,  it  would  remain  true  that  what 
is  born  of  the  flesh  is  flesh,  and  what  is  born 
of  the  spirit  is  spirit. 

In  these  days  when  so  many  people,  and 
especially  so  many  young  people  are  thinking 
about  the  fundamental  truths  of  existence,  it 
is  important  to  keep  in  mind  the  distinction 
above  drawn  between  the  existence  of  spirit- 
ual forces  and  the  evidence  of  their  exist- 
ence. Many  honest  inquirers  find  themselves 
in  mental  confusion  because  they  confound 
fact  and  proof.  The  Fifth  Proposition  of  the 
First  Book  of  Euclid  is  that  the  angles  at  the 
base  of  an  isosceles  triangle  are  equal,  and  if 
the  equal  sides  be  produced,  the  angles  on  the 
opposite  sides  of  the  base  are  also  equal.  This 
has  always  been  true,  and  always  will  be  true, 
although  tens  of  thousands  of  boys  and  girls 
have  found  it  impossible  to  prove  it.  But 
anyone  can  prove  it  by  a  trial,  that  is  by  ac- 
tual measurement.  So  in  respect  to  spiritual 
forces.  The  written  proof  of  them  may  not 
be  sufficient  to  convince  one  of  their  exist- 
ence; but  they  exist  just  the  same,  and  their 
existence  can  be  proved  by  trial. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  those  who  have 
themselves  had  the  strongest  proof  of  the  re- 
ality of  these  forces  derive  the  greatest  com- 
fort and  strength  from  the  Bible.  They  are 
able  to  exclaim  with  Job:  "I  know  that  my 
Redeemer  liveth";  they  are  able  to  say  with 
David,  "The  Lord  is  my  shepherd  I  shall  not 
want."  They  know  that  Jesus  spoke  only  the 
truth  when  He  said  to  Nicodemus  that  we 
must  be  born  again.  The  Bible  may  not  of 
itself  be  sufficient  to  prove  the  reality  of  spir- 
itual forces.  That  depends  of  necessity  upon 
the  point  of  view  from  which  it  is  regarded. 
As  has  often  been  said  in  the  articles  appear- 
ing on  this  page,  we  treat  the  Bible  in  them 
just  as  we  would  any  other  book,  and  hence 
in  looking  upon  it  as  a  proof  of  the  existence 
of  spiritual  forces  we  do  not  suggest  that  it 
should  be  regarded  in  any  special  light. 
Nevertheless,  it  must  be  acknowledged  to  be 
an  absolutely  unique  record  of  human  experi- 
ence, and  as  such  no  honest  investigator  of 
the  nature,  powers  and  obligations  of  men  can 
afford  to  disregard  it 

Spiritual  forces  are  as  real  as  physical 
forces,  and  their  existence  can  be  demonstrat- 
ed exactly  in  the  same  way  as  the  latter  can 
be,  that  is  by  actual  experience.  Do  not  im- 
agine that  we  are  referring  to  such  things  as 
table-rappings,  or  what  are  called  the  mani- 
festations of  spiritualism.  As  to  these,  we 
have  nothing  to  say.  We  are  speaking  of  that 
which  the  Apostle  had  in  mind  when  he  said, 
"to  be  spiritually  minded  is  life  ami  peace,"

Its  scope  is  very  wide,  for  Britain's  legist 
tors  may  obtain  anything  from  a  simple  shill- 
ing dinner,  consisting  of  a  cut  from  choice 
joints,  vegetables,  bread  and  cheese  or  sweets* 
to  an  elaborate  dinner  of  a  dozen  couises,^ 
cooked  by  an  expert  French  chef,  and  costing 
£2  or  more  per  head.  •

WO  recent  incidents  in  our  political 
history  speak  hopefully  of  the  fu- 
ture of  our  national  life,  writes 
Mr.  'John  Bassett,  in  Toronto 
Star  Weekly.  The  resignation  Otf 
Mr.  Monk  from  the  Borden  Government  was 
as  cheerful  to  earnest  political  students  as  the 
entry  of  William  Thomas  White,  Finance  Min- 
ister, on  the  stage  as  a  political  somebody.  In 
both  cases  "principle"  was  not  spent  "punk." 
Both  have  been  criticized.  That  is  more  hope- 
ful still,  for  he  whom  men  criticize  is  not  poli- 
tically lost.  Opposition,  as  in  trade,  is  the  life 
of  a  political  career.  While  one  incident  meant 
the  sunset  on  a  brilliant  parliamentarian,  the 
Dther  meant  a  sunrise  upon  a  very  romantic 
figure.  Tom  White  typifiies  in  his  straight, 
well-knit  frame  with  the  Lloyd  George  head, 
the  new  struggling  political  idealism  which  has 
crept  very  timidly,  but  surely,  into  our  politi- 
cal life.  The  result  will  be  seen  more  and  more 
in  a  deeper  chasm  between  the  parlies  spelt 
Liberal  and  Conservative  today.  The  deeper' 
the -chasm  is  dug  the  better.  Greater  and  more 
significant  principles  will  rear  their  heads 
above  the  topmost  troth  and  spume,  of  present 
politics. 

Tom  White,  the  Minister  of  Finance,  has 
smashed  many  whiskered  axioms.  He  has 
proved  above  all  that  to  be  a  ministerial  SUC- 
does  not  imply  a  previous  training  as  a  pro- 
fessional politician.  He  had  no  green  and  salad 
as  a  member.  That  was  an  unmixed 
blessiiu1..  Because  no  recording  angel  in  the 
form  of  a  Hansard  reporter  ever  made  mark 
of  anything  against  him  in  the  form  of  anything 
he  ever  said  before  in  the  House  of  Commons. 
He  has  lost  much  fun  on  thai  SCOre;  Consis- 
tency in  politics  is  one  of  the  lost  virlues.  He 
who  strives  io  achieve  it  would  be  better  em- 
ploved  in  a  will  6*  the  wisp  hunt.  When  he 
finds  ii,  he  will  have  it  not. 

When  Tom  White,  financier,  o\  Toronto, 
crossed  the  Rubicon  on  the  reciprocity  ques- 
tion in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  I'M  l,  there  were 
those  who  accused  him  of  divers  thing-,  ^elt- 
inlere'st  was  the  chief  count.  Into  the  debating 
chamber  the  charge  was  brought.  The  light- 
ning played  about  the  head  of  the  political  no- 
■.  hut  it  did  not  paralyze  him.  His  tongue 
was  unloosed  and  the  Cell  in 'him  became  tri- 
umphant, and  thus  did  Tom  While  leave  the 
Liberals  and  become  Conservative.  His  first 
speech  in  the  House  was  his  confession  of  faith, 
and  from  its  effect,  he  knew  whereof  he  spoke. 
It  was  a  new  sensation  tor  a  jaded  country  to 
hear  a  principle  made  the  basis  of  a  political 
conversion.  It  was  an  introduction  of  a  new 
factor  and  a  new  man,  who  made  himself  by 
that  conversion  the  unknown  factor,  the  Win- 
ston Churchill  of  the  Conservative  parly  of 
1  anada.  When  a  man  is  finance  minister  of 
Canada,  at  forty-six,  rich,  and  a  better  mixer 
than  even  the  ordinary  political  druggist,  then 
vmi  have  by  no  means  stated  as  the  French  are 
so  fond  of  saying  "It  est  arrive." 

More  than  fifty  per  cent  of  the  present  cab- 
inet is  of  Irish  descent.  This  should  be  in  all 
decent,  well-ordered  governments.  Tom  White 
i.s  Irish  on  both  sides  and  Presbyterian  also. 
When  Charles  Murphy  one  day  accused  Premier 
Borden   of  neglecting  the    vast    Presbyterian 
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body  in  forming,  his  Cabinet,  he  forgo!  White. 
But  the  Finance  Minister  never  forgets  if.  He 
is  a  shining  example  of  the  result  of  the  train- 
ing of  Irish  Presbyterianlsm.  He  may  never 
declare  that  he  swallows  in  totb  the  doctrine 
of  predestination  or  election,  but  he  exhales 
if  at  every  Him.  It  is  a  stern  creed,  which  the 
people  oi  the-  Bkck  North  pi  Ireland  believe. 
But  those  who  are  suckled  in  it  make  worthy 
children.  Romulus  and  Remus  were  suckled 
by  the  -he-wolf  and  Koine  was  founded.  A 
tern  nurse  and  a  Spartan  chid  are  still  win- 
ners, and  lom  White  Is  one  of  Canada's  tri- 
bute:- to  Ulster.  The  parents  of  >peaker 
Sproule,  Sam  Hughes  and  Thomas  White  all 
came  from  the  same  county  in  Ireland.  In  the 
new  scheme  of  eugenics  parents  ought  to 
choose  Count)  Tyrone  in  Lister  as  the  birth- 
place of  their  children. 

Many  elements  have  gone  to  make  While 
a  success.  His  career  in  Toronto  before  com- 
ing to  (  Ul.ro.  .1  ( an  be  divided  into  three  phases: 
He  wa-  a  law  -Indent  from  Toronto  University, 
a  newspaper  man,  and  a  financier.  It  matters 
not  if  he  were  the  second  before  the  lirsl,  but 
the  Li :--i  brought  him  into  prominence.  As  a 
newspaper  man  he  saw  things,  leaml  the  art 
of  sell-control,  and  the  beauty  0.  keeping  cool. 
\s  a  hi',  in, lent  he  saw  historical  events  crys- 
talized  into  codes,  and  finance  then  rounded 
him  oil.  White  is  a  big  man  because  he  has  al- 
ways been  in  touch,  with  big  things.  He  learnt 
the  lesson  of  leaving  off  in  time.  When  a  man 
remains  loo  long  at  one  profession  he  becomes 
an  expert  and  stupid.  He  is  quoted  as  an  au- 
thority and  loses  flavor.  Dryden  painted  the 
model  man  "who  was  everything  by  turns  and 
nothing  long,  and  in  the  course  of  one  re- 
volving moon  was  a  chemist,  statesman,  tidi; 
dler  and  buffoon." 


White  has  made  men  interested  in  his  poli- 
tical career.  They  are  not  now  so  much  con- 
cerned in  his  past  as  in  his  future.  He  is  a 
stranger  within  the  party  gates.  He  has  not 
yet  passed  the  stage  of  being  stared  at.  He 
grips  attention  because. he  grips  principles.  In 
short,  his  chief  asset  lies  in  his  desire  that  cer- 
tain principles  should  be  in  force  and  not  a 
certain  clique  in  office.  Thus  his  eritsy  into 
Canadian  political  life  has  been  more  than  an 
incident.  It  has  been  an  event.  He  has  come 
live  questions  not  in  a  party  sense.  The 
famous  Gilbertian  generalization  about  his  is 
untrue.  He  was  not  born  either  a  little  Liberal 
or  else  a  little  Conservative.  Of  White  as  of 
another  Irishman  it  could  be  said:  "He  did 
not.  like  most  of  us,  pass  through  the  stage  of 
being  a  good  party  man  on  his  way  to  the  dif- 
licult business  of  being  a  good  man." 

The  men  in  the  press  gallery  have  found 
White  an  interesting  specimen.  He  was  for- 
merly one  of  their  ilk.  'Few  men  bear  con- 
tinual inspection,  not  even  a  king.  So  he  often 
rides  in  a  closed  carriage.  But-'fhe  eye  of  the 
parliamentary  correspondent  is  ever  focussed 
on  the  figures  a  few  feet  below  him.  He  no- 
tices more  than  he  tells.  White's  actions  are 
always  noticeable,  even  when  he  is  doing  noth- 
ing. His  prolile  from  the  gallery  is  suggestive 
of  Lloyd  George.  There  is  the  same  wide 
sweep  of  the  side  face  from  the  temple  arch  to 
the  back  of  the  head.  It  makes  the  body  seem 
too  small  to  carry*  it.  There  is  the  same  mis- 
chievous smile  about  ]he  comers  of  the  mouth 
and  the  lurking  gleam  in  the  grey  eye.  As  a 
child,  he  must  have  laughed  more  than  he 
cried.  But  yet,  like  all  merry  men,  Tom  White 
takes  life  seriously.  His  hair  is  much  silvered 
since  he  came  to  hold  the  money  bags.  All  his 
wrinkles  were  not  furrowed  by  laughter,  lie 
has  had  a  hard  road  to  travel,  hut  lie  followed 
the  star. 

The  portfolio  of  finance  is  the  hub  of  the 
Government.  It  gives  the  grease  for  the  axle, 
also.  But  Tom  White  1-  no  revolutionary. 
His  first  budget  speech  signified  that  ami  his  re- 
vision of  the  Bank  Act  proved  it.  He  has  well 
withstood  the  temptation  to  pander  to  any  one 
class  of  t he  community.  He  has  made  himself 
interesting  because  he  has  everybody  guessing 
— butcher  and  baker,  banker  and  broker,  all 
add  the  question  mark  in  spelling  Tom  While. 
Will  he  revise  the  tariff?  Will  he  grant  steel 
bounties?  What  will  he  do?  But  one  thing 
he  will  do:  he  will  not  sell  his  principles. 

White  was  not  sjx  month's  in  office  when 
the  late  Sir  Edwafd*  Clouston  of  the  Bank  of 
Montreal  remarked:  "He  has  done  well." 
And  White  was  01  the  Bank  of  Commerce. 
Laurier  likes  him  and  t hey  jest  merrily  across 
the  floor  of  1  he  HOuse.  They  light  fondly. 
McLean  from  Halifax  is  ihc  Opposition  finan- 
cial critic.  He  and  White  seem  tike  turtle 
doves  in  dC  ie  and  iewee  like  a  lover  and  his 
ladv.  The  House  of  Commons  is  like  a  wo* 
man.  It  is  moody.  When  White  is  speaking, 
all  is  sunshine.  He  flirts  with  his  hearers  and 
tue\  are  susceptible. 

Uiut  Tom  White  is  a  hard  fighter.  He  loves 
the  excitement  of  the  fight,  not  the  wound  he 
gives.  He  knows  what  he  wants  and  gets^ 
William  Thomas  White  is  a  tali  man.

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I^WJ^T  wii  He  good  news  to  many  who 
^JjK^j  have  visited  Canada  in  recent 
^^  years  that  what  is  known  as  the 
town  planning  movement  is  at- 
tracting; an  increasing  amount  of 
interest  and  support  in  the  Dominion,  writes  a 
special  correspondent  of  The  London  Tele- 
graph. It  has  won  powerful  friends  in  influ- 
ential quarters,  and  it  is  no  indiscretion  to  say 
that  it  has  no  warmer  and  more  convinced  ad- 
vocate than  the  Governor-General  himself. 
JJortly  before  he sailed from  England  to  take 
up  his  new  office,  the  Duke  of  Corinaufcht  pafii 
a  long  visit  to  the  Garden  Suburb  at  Hampstead, 
and  more  than  once  during  his  Canadian  tours 
he  has  spoken  in  terms  of  the  warmest  praise?  of 
the  principles  of  town  planning.  One  result  of 
his  sympathy  and  the  energy  of  others  is  that 
a  central  association,  on  the  lines  of  the  well- 
known  Co-Partnership  Tenants,  Limited,  which 
is  the  practical  embodiment,  so  to  speak,  of 
the  town  planning  idea,  will  very  shortly  be 
formeo*  in  Canada. 

On  the  timeliness  Of  suctt  a  movement  in 
the  Dominion  and  the  almost  unlimited  scope 
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for  its  activities,  there  is  no  need  to  dilate.  New 
townships  are  being  born  in  Canada  every  day. 
Every  day  the  railway  extensions,  which  are 
being  thrust  forward  in  such  ff vfrish  haste  in 
every  direction,  create  at  least  the  site  of  a 
new  town.  Settlers  are  spreading  further  and 
further  into  regions  hitherto  untenanted,  and, 
are  forming  the  nuclei  of  new  agricultural  cen- 
tres. It  is,  therefore,  essential  that  the  pre- 
vailing idea  as  to  the  lines  on  which  a  new 
town  ought  to  be  laid  out  should.be  a  right  idea, 
and  that  the  normal  ground  plan  should  be  in 
accordance  with  the  latest  and  most  approved 
theory  and  design. 

DEADLY    UNIFORMITY 

Unfortunately,  this  is  by  no  means  the  case. 
The  traveler  through  the  West  sees  with  regret 
that  most  towns  have  been  laid! out  on  one  dull 
and  commonplace  pattern— the  pattern,  of 
streets  and  avenues  intersecting  one  another  at 
right  angles  in  uniform  and  endless  succession. 
Some  streets  may  be  wider  than  others;  some 
blocks  may  be  bigger  than  their  neighbors;  in 
some  avenues  there  are  trees  and  welcome 
strips  of  grass;  but  the  pattern  is  always  one 
and  the  same,  whether  the  town  consists  of  500 
inhabitants,  or  5,000,  or  50,000.  There  are 
no  "stream-like  windings"  in  the  streets  of 
Canada.  The  living  beauty  of  the  curve  is  os- 
tentatiously ignored.  There  are  no  crescents 
and  quadrants.  The  towns  look  as  if  they  had 
been  laid  out  by  some  apprentice  who  had  never 
been  taught  any  art  but  that/ of  ruling  straight 
lines  with  a  ruler.  The  system,  of  course,  was 
borrowed  from  Philadelphia,  it  has  obviously 
many  good  points  in  comparison  with  the  hap- 
hazard go-as-you-please  style  on  which  the 
cities  "i  the  Old  World  grew  into  being;  but, 
however  practical  and  utilitarian  it  may  be,  no 
one  now  denies  that  the  effect  is  most  depress- 
ing, and  that  the  good  principles  of  the  sys- 
tem have  been  carried  to  the  extreme  at  which 
they  actually  become  grievous  faults. 

When  I  was  in  Canada  a  few  weeks  ago,  I 
was  taken  to  see  a  townsite  which  it  was  a  joy 
to  look  upon.  The  prairie  sloped  with  smooth 
and  gentle  declension  towards  the  high  banks 
of  the  Bow  River,  which  there  described  one 
of  the  many  stately  arcs  from  which  presum- 
ably it  derives  its  name-  On  the  opposite  side 
the  still  higher  plateau  of  the  prairie — four 
hundred  feet  above  the  river  bed — broke  into 
rounded  kloofs  ami  bluffs,  moulded  into  as  per- 
fXCJ  of  outline  as  the  coombs  of  the  Sus- 

sex Downs,  and  without  a  tree  or  shrub  to  con- 
ceal from  the  eye  their  most  secret  and  inti- 
mate recesses.  It  was  a  perfect  place  in  which 
to  found  a.  prairie  township.  An  artist  would 
have  delighted  to  exercise  his  skill  upon  if.  Hut 
the  inevitable  blue  print  of  the  local  town- 
planner  disclosed  the  usual  commonplace  criss- 
crq  treet  and  avenue,  as  though  he  had 

been  planning  an  extension,  say,  of  West  Ham. 
The  fact  is  that  in  Canada  the  main — one  is 
tempted  to  say  the  sole — consideration  in  town- 
planning  has  been  not  the  future  amenities  pi 
the  town  and  the  happiness  of  those  who  are  to 
live  in  it.  but  the  immediate  profit  and  con- 
venience of  the  real  estate  agent  and  the  specu- 
lator whom  he  can  induce  to  buy  his  lots. 

WHERE    THE   CHANCE    HAS    BEEN    LOST 

in  some  cities  irreparable  damage  has  al- 
ready been  done.  That  i,  especially  true  of 
Montreal.  Nothing,  happily,  can  rob  Montreal 
of  its  superb  acropolis  of  Mount  Royal,  and  the 
indescribably  glorious  view  over  city,  river  and 
immensity  ol  level  plain  thai  fades  away  hi 
misty  distance  where  the  blue  mountain  close 
the  far  horizon.  But  (lie  cih  itself  i  cruelly 
disappointing,  though  its  long  lines  of  undis- 
tinguished .streets  might  so  easily  have  been 
avoided  with  a  little  intelligent  town  planning. 
However,  Montreal  was  irretrievahh  injured 
long  before  town-planning  became  a  fashion, 
and  its  fate  is  only  that  of  scores  of  English  and 
European  cities. 

But  even  in  the  newest  cities  of  the  West 
the  same  malign  influences  have  been  at  work. 
Take  Calgary,  for  example,  where  the  main 
portion  of  the  town  lies  perfectly  flat,  in  a  vast 
sweeping  bend  of  the  Bow  River,  on  the  other 
side  of  which  rises  a  continuous  ring  of  hills, 
encompassing  the  city  like  a  rampart.  These 
hHls  have  been  barbarously  mishandled.    Every 


owner  of  a  plot  has  been  at  liberty  to  put  down 
his  house  just  where  he  lived.  There  has  been 
no  plan,  and  the  result  is  an  unsightly  litter  of 
inconsequential  building,  which  form  a 
an  eyesore  as  the  unidead  uniformity  of  the 
checker-board.  At  Medicine  Hat,  again,  there 
is  much  the  same  natural  formation  with  much 
the  same  result. 

One  other  city  may  be  named,  Edmonton, 
to  which  Nature  has  been  most  lavish  in  her 
bounties.  Here  the  North  Saskatchewan  River 
runs  in  a  broad,  deep /and  exquisitely  curved  ra- 
vine, whose  sides  are  magnificently  clad  with 
trees.  On  one  bank  is  the  plateau  on  which 
Edmonton  is  built;  on  the  other  is  the  recently- 
incorporated  town  of  Strath|ohaJ  If  Edmon- 
ton's authorities  are  wise  they  will  bestir  them- 
selves at  once  to  secure  control  over  all  the 
beauty  spots  which  are  not  yet  spoilt,  and  will 
not  rest  until  they  have  made  the  future  safe. 
While  1  was  there,  1  heard  Mr,  Henry  .Vivian 
plead  most  ably  the  cause  which  he  has  carried 
so  far  in  the  Old  Country,  urging  his  audience 
to  be  content  with  nothing  short  of  a  carefully- 
thought-out  plan  for  Edmonton's  future  de- 
vrlopmpnt  far  hpynnd  her  present  boundaries, 


likely  converts  imaginable  to  the  gospel  oi 
town-planning — it  the)  think  there1  Is  the  re- 
motest chance  Ol  tbeh"  own  personal  interests 
being  affected. 

\nd  yet,  to  some  extent,  public  opinion  has 
been  aroused.  hi  Calgary,  for  example,  a 
town-planning  committee  is  in  existence,  which 
has  been  occupying  itself  with  other  objects 
besides  that  of  town-planning  pure  and  simple. 
It  has  taken  a  leading  part  in  securing  leases  of 
some  of  the  larger  vacant  lots,  held  by  specu- 
lators for  a  rise,  .and  converting  them  into  tem- 
porary playgrounds  for  children.  Most  Can- 
adian cit|e$'1|avi;  had  their  public  eyesores  In 
the  shape  of  untidy plots  of  vacant  land;  cov- 
ered with  rubbish  .'an j  litter ,  a  continual  annoy- 
ance to  those  dwelling  close  at  hand  and  an  of- 
fence to  the  eye  of  every  passer-by.  Now, 
thanks  to  the  'pressure  'of  this  committee,  the 
City  Commissioners  of  Calgary  have  issued  an 
order  whereby  non-resident  owners  may  be 
called  upon  to  clear  up  their  vacant  lots,  wherL 
they  degenerate,  ,as  they  speedily  do,  into  this 
condition.  If  they  ignore  the  order  the  clear- 
ance will  be  done  for  them  and  charged,  to  their 
account.

an  industrial  village  00  the  land  adjoining  the 
steel  and  pulp  works  of  their  subsidiary  com- 
panies. The  wOrks,  natural] v.  are  at  the  water- 
side, and  at  present  the  ground  is  open  for  a 
mile  between  them  and  the  town,  which  is  fast 
making  towards  them  the  familiar  disheveled 
and  untidy  advances.  It  will  be  a  thousand 
times  better  for  all  concerned  if  the  new  sub- 
urb is  taken  in  hand  by  the  corporation  itself, 
which  will  lay  out,  according  to  a  well-devised 
plan,  the  homes  of  the  people  for  whom  it  finds 
employment.  Candor  compels  the  admission 
that  it  is  from  powerful  corporations/controlled 
by  men  of  large  ideas,  that  most  is  to  be  hoped 
for  in  Canada.  For  the  individual  owner,  as^ 
has  been  said  above,  is  always  hunting  for  Msi 
individual  profit,  and  the  smaller  man  he  is  the 
less  iikety  is  he  to  take  account  of  any  inter- 
ests other  titan  his  own.

THR  LOWEST  TEMPERATURE 

The  remarkable  physical  changes  which 
accompany  the  cooling  to  a  low  temperature  of 
almost  all  bodies  was  illustrated  by  a  number 
of  interesting  experiments  at  the  Royal  inotitu 
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which  shall  preserve  all  the  natural  beauty  that 
ought  to  be  preserved,  if  the  generations  to 
come  are  not  to  cry  shame  on  the  lack  of  the 
higher  civic  sense  in  the  men  of  the  present 
day.  As  a  result  of  that  lecture,  the  Mayor  of 
Edmonton  has  called  a  meeting  of  representa- 
tives of  the  cities  of  Alberta,  with  a  view  to  get- 
ting legislation  passed  through  Parliament 
which  will  give  cities  and  towns  a  measurerof 
control  over  lands  adjacent  to  their  boundaries. 
AWAKENING  PUBLIC  OPINION 
The  intellectual  assent  of  an  audience  in 
such  a  case  is  easily  obtained,  but  it  is  idle  to  igi 
nore  the  grave  difficulties  in  the  way  of  secur- 
ing practical  results.  All  the  leading  men  in 
these  cities  of  the  West  are  busy  men.  The. 
gentleman  of  leisure  is  unknown:  the  dollar 
is  more  considered  than  "the  beautiful."  It  is 
so  throughout  the  world,  but  nowhere  n^pr 
conspicuously  than  in  the  New  World.  And 
the  most  serious  difficulty  of  all  is  just  this, 
that  in  every  large  city  there  are  hundreds  or 
thousands  of  people  who  are  interested  hi  town 
lot's  for  purely  speculative  reasons,  and  gam- 
bleOn  site  values  as  people  in  the  Old  Country- 
gamble  on  race  horses.     These  are  the  least 


•  A  word  may  also  be  said  of  an  interesting 
experiment  now  being  carried  out  ai  Winni- 
peg. Of  the  marvelous  growth  of  that  city 
mention  has  already  been  made  in  previous 
articles.  If  is  by nb'jheans  specially  fa vored 
by  Nature.  The  site  of  old  Fort  Garry,  in  the 
fork  at  the  junction  o|^«tesiniboine  with  the 
Red  River,  was  selected  by  the  Hudson's  Ha'y 
traders,  not  for  its  beauty,  but  for  the  protection 
it  offered  against  Indian  attack.  Winnipeg  lies 
on  prairie  ground,  which  looks  dead  level  to 
the  eye,  and  in  winter  she  is  searched  through 
and  through  by.  every  cutting  wind  that  blows. 
Nevertheless,  her  situation  is  such  that  she  is 
bound  to  become  the  great  manufacturing,  as 
well  as  the -great  distributing^  centre  of  the  Mid- 
dle West. 

NEW  INDUSTRIAL  SUBURBS 
The  city  authorities  have  laid  out  their  city 
on  a  generous  scale.  Nowhere  in  Canada  are 
there  wider  streets  and  avenues,  with  ample 
room  for  fast  traffic  and  for  slow.  Hut  nowhere 
is  there  a  more  deadly  uniformity  of  plan,  and 
the  monotonous  succession  of  identical  blocks 
is  as  dreary  as  the  lines  of  windows  in  prison 
or  barracks.    There  is,  indeed,  a  handsome  resi- 
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peg  Company,  prompted  by  the  presence  of 
this  all-important  railway  junction,  is  to  create 
on  their  land, a  great  industrial  centre  where  the 


new  and  growing  indusjlries  of*  Winnipeg  may 
be  most  favorably  located  and  thus  protect  the 
residential  quarters  Of  the  city  from  the  intru- 
sion of  factories,  with  all  their  attendant  draw- 
backs. The  plan  is  to  .settle  the  factories  andf 
workshops  together,  each  with  adequate  tracks 
age  to  the  railway,  and  then  at  their  side,  but 
quite  separate  and  apart,  to  lay  out  an  indus- 
trial village  for  the  homes  of  the  workers,  on 
the  latest  principles  of  town-planning, 
with  squares  and  quadrangles  and  plenty  of 
open  spaces,  and  a  ground  plan  differing  as  far 
as  possible  from  the  chessboard  pattern  which 
prevails  elsewhere.  The  company  is,  of  course, 
a  profit-making  company,  and  makes  no  claim 
to  philanthropical  motives.  But  its  future  is 
worth  w*atching  by  those  interested  in  town- 
planning,  especially  as  its  aim  is  to  establish  a 
new  industrial  township,  close  by  the  big  city, 
yet  really  self-centred  and  complete  in  itself. 

So,  again,  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  a  town-plan- 
ning scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation  by  the 
Lake  Superior  Corporation  for  the  creation  of 


Mr.  W.  B.  Anderson  reports  the  discovery 
of  a  new  fern  on  Vancouver  Island.  This  is 
a 'species  of  the  family  of  Polystichum,  of 
which  three  species  are  already  known  to  exist 
in  the  Province,  namely,  P.  conchilis,  P.  muni- 
tum  and  P.  aculeatum.  This  new  species  was 
discovered  by  Mr.  Anderson  in  Strathcona 
Park  last  summer  during  the  course  of  a  six 
weeks'  trip  made  in  company  with  Dr.  J.  M. 
Macoun,  C.M.<5.,  who  had  come  out  to  make 
a  study  of  the  flora  of  that  vast  reserve  for  the 
Dominion  Government.  Dr.  Macoun  sent 
away  specimens  to  Mr.  C.  I..  Hopkins,  the  edi- 
tor of  the  American  Fern  Journal,  and  curator 
of  the  Herbarium  of  the  Peabody  School  a  I 
Pittsburg,  who  in  his  reph  toted  that  the  fern 
wanted  a  varietal  name,  and  possibl\  was  dis- 
tinct enough  to  be  classed  as  a  new  species. 
In   either  case,  he   wrote,    l<<  hi    like   the 

pleasure  of  describing  it  and  naming  it  alter  the 
discoverer,  so  that  in  all  probability  Mr.  An- 
derson will  go  down  to  posterity  as  the  dis- 
coverer of  P.  Andersoni. 

In  general  appearance  this  new  species  is 
not  unlike  the  common  fern  of  English  Woods, 
Felix  Mas,  and,  like  it,  grows  to  a  great  height 
in  suitable  localities,  with  fronds  of  four  to  live 
feet.  The  commoner  pedes,  P.  munitiim.  is 
familiar  to  everyone  who  knows  the  wood,  of 
the  Island,  but  at  present  ihe  only  locality  in 
which  the  new-  species  is  known  is  the  neigh- 
borhood of  the  Hlk  l-'ivcr  in  Strathcona  Park, 
where  Mr.  Anderson  lighted  on  it. 

Speaking  of  the  Park,  Mr.  Anderson  says 
that  its  immense  size  renders  it  possible  I  hat 
many  more  interesting  and  valuable  discoveries 
rna  be  made  as  time  goes  on.  In  the  shorl 
space  of  a  lew  weeks  it  was  not  possible  to 
cover  much  ground,  but  Dr.  Macoun  and  him- 
self were  able  to  perceive  that  the  flora  of 
some  of  Ihe  mountains  differed  entirely  from 
that  on  others,  and,  o\'  cdursej  varied  on  all 
according  to  the  altitude  .  Mr.  Anderson's 
tavorite  study  in  the  botanical  world  is  thai 
of  fungi,  of  which  he  has  a  large  collection  of 
photographs  and  paintings,  the  work  ot  his  own 
hands.  He  has  made  many  experiments  as  to 
their  edible  qualities,  and  has  found  quite  a 
number  which  are  not  merely  eatable  but 
fast)-,  but  uttered  a  warning  note  that,  on  the 
other  hand,  he  had  found  some  <>(  a  most  poi- 
sonous nature. 

The  study  of  fungi,  from  the  microscopic 
filaments  that  affect  fruit  trees  to  the  larger 
varieties  that  do  so  much  harm  to  the  timber 
trees  of  the  Island  has  an  economic  value  which 
must  demand  close  attention  by  governments 
and  owners  of  timbei  property. 


Mr.  Anderson,  speaking  of  the  groves  of 
oak  trees  which  may  be  found  in  isolated 
patches  here  and  there  among  the  fir  trees, 
gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  originally  this  Isl- 
and may  have  been  covered  with  hardwood 
trees,  since  it  is  a  curious  fact  that  wherever 
from  any  cause  clearings  are  made  of  the  con- 
iferous trees,  there  at  once  spring  up  oaks,  and 
willow  and  other  growth.  He  believes  that 
the  firs  are  a  later  growth,  which,  however,  by 
their  speedier  progress  cut  off  the  supply  of 
light  from  the  slower  growing  oaks,  causing 


their  death.  But  so  tenacious  are  the  seeds  of 
the  willow  and  kindred  trees  that  they  are  be- 
lieved to  be  a  hie  to  exist  in  the  soil  for  hun- 
dreds of  years,  and  yet  retain  their  vitality, 
which  re-asserts  itself  when  a  snow  slide  or 
some  other  devastating  cause  lays  the  ground' 
again  open  to  the  effects  ot  the  air  and  light. 
This  would  account  I  or  the  proves  of  oak  trees 
at  Uplands  and  Albert  Head,  and,  also  for  the 
dead  specimens  to  be  found  hcie  and  ther 
through  the  bush  in  niau>  other  parts.

adapted  to  a  juvenile  auditory,  these  lectures 

-have  be*n  (attended  as  usual  by  many  we«- 

known  scientific  men,  who  must  have  accord- 
ed them  the  same  appreciation  manifested  by 
the  younger  members  of  the  audience. 

Low  temperatures,  as  Sir  James  Dewaf 
explained,  were  now  of  commercial  signifi 
cance,  and  not  confined  to  laboratory  experi- 
ments; very  large  quantities  of  liquid  air  were 
produced  annually  at  the  present  time  for  in- 
dustrial work  dependent  on  intense  cold. 

The  lowest  temperature  ever  experienced 
on  the  earth,  he  said,  was  that  of  boiling  car- 
bon dioxide — 80  deg.  on  the  absolute  scak, 
which  had  been  met  with  on  a  high  plateau 
in  Siberia;  this  was  considerably  lower  than 
any  temperatures  met  with  in  the  upper  at- 
mosphere. A  solid  block  of  frozen  carbonic 
acid  gas,  immersed  in  water,*  was  projected  on 
the  screen,  when  the  intense  ebullition  was 
seen  to  advantage,  showing  the  interesting 
phenomenon  of  a  boiling  solid. 

The  wonderful  changes  in  physical  charac- 
teristics of  bodies  subjected  to  very  low  tem- 
perature was  well  demonstrated  by  showing 
the  power  of  an  egg  and  a  candle  to  become 
luminous  after  having  been  subjected  to  a 
powerful  light.  The  egg  was  placed  in  liquid 
air,  and  the  rays  from  an  arc  lamp  concen- 
trated upon  it:  it  was  then  removed,  and  when 
held  in  the  darkened  lecture  theatre  it  was  seen 
to  glow  brightly.  A  tallow  candle  treated  the 
same  way  also  glowed  in  the  dark,  the  lumin- 
osity gradually  dying  away  as  the  candle  re- 
gained warmth. 

The  part  played  in  the  upper  atmosphere 
by  electrical  charges  was  beautifully  shown  by 
moistening  a  highly  colored  rod  which  had 
been  electrified  by  rubbing  it  with  a  dry 
handkerchief.  Snow  crystals  rapidly  formed 
on  the  surface  of  the  rod,  and  were  seen  in 
course  of  growth  by  projecting  the  image  of 
the  rod,  and  were  seen  in  course  of  growth 
by  projecting  the  image  of  the  rod  upon  the 
screen.  The  delicate  crystals,  themselves 
charged  wUh  electricity,  would  occasionally 
fly  off  briskly  through  their  breaking  away 
from  the  rod  and  then  falling  victims  to  elec- 
trical repulsion. 

Sir  James  Dewar  concluded  by  showing 
some  properties  of  liquid  hydrogen  contained 
in  an  outer  vessel  of  liquid  air;  pieces  of  cork 
dropped  into  the  liquid  immediately  sank  Ow-

FISHING  ON  THE  ALTA  PARANA  AND  ITS 
TRIBUTARIES 


I  am  not  an  angler,  and  never  was.  My 
introduction  to  the  gentle  art  was  unfortun- 
ate. Following  my  elders  when  a  boy,  1  was 
forced  to  accept  the  humble  worm  as  my  bait, 
while  they  whipped. the  stream  with  pleasure 
and  success.  Under  such  circumstances  flip 
not  surprising  that  1  became  restive,  and  be- 
gan to  move  about.  The  unfortunate  worni 
was  forced  up  or  down  stream  as  fancy  guid- 
ed my  steps.  At  last  it  was  swallowed,  and 
I  gave  a  yell  of  delight  and  began  to  haut/ta 
my  tine.  By  this  time  I  had  instance,  and 
when  my  trophy  reached  the  surface  there 
was  laughter,  ridicule,  and  disgust.  It  was  anN 
old  shoe. 

Years  passed.    1  was  camped  on  the  banks 


tendant  insects  and  birds,  played  the  princi- 
pal part;  generally  a  still,  deep,  muddy  reach 
after  a  rapid  was  favorable,  and  yet  one  of 
the  roost  successful  hauls  was  made  in  a  wide 
uniform  stretch  of  the  river,  which  extended 
for  three  or  four  miles,  and  had  a  clean,  rocky 
bottom — a  little  mud,  but  free  from  gravel — 
and  a  gentle  current.  Here  the  fish  towards 
sunset  were  seen  leaping  in  great  numbers 
after  flies,  and,  as  the  river  was  about  150 
yards  wide,  with  no  obstructions,  it  would  be 
an  ideal  place  for  fly  fishing  from  a  boat.  As 
it  was,  by  simple  meat  bait  one  night  in  about 
two  hours  we  caught  over  50  lb.  of  fish,  and 
about  the  same  weight  was  lost. 

The  dourado  has  sharp  teeth  set  in  a 
great  mouth  with  powerful  jaws,  so  that  he 
often  cut  theline  and  escaped.  Indeed,  it  is 
on  record  that  a  dourad  has  bitten  off  a  man's 
finger  after  being  out  of  the  water  some  time. 
We  had  no  such  misfortune,  because  our  men 
knew  him  of  old.  Indeed,  one  young  Brazil- 
ian gentleman  was  very  expert,  and  it  was 
.exciting  to  watch  him  hauling  in  and  landing 


of  an  African  river,  Lions  were  pieMlTUl  awl 
the  camp  was  strongly  fortified,  but  bne.fceau- 
$64  moonlight  night  my  companions  suggest-  ' 
•d  that  we  should  go-fishing.  1  was  not  keen, 
but  went,  and  if  it  was  not  exactly  pleasant 
it  was  at  least  exciting.  While  my  friend 
fished  I  sat  with  my  rifle  across  my  knees  and 
awaited  events,  but,  although  the  low  rumb- 
ling growl  of  a  stray  -lion  reached  our  ears 
from  time  to  time,  none  forced  us  to  beat  a 
hasty  retreat,  and  we  were  successful  in  bag- 
ging sufficient  fish  for  our  breakfast.  One 
kind  had  a  beautiful  silver  sheen  and  formid- 
able teeth,  while  another  was  a  short,  thick 
fish  with  a  pouch  under  its  mouth.  We  never 
discovered  what  it  was  for.  Both  made  fair 
eating,  especially  the  former,  and  were  an 
agreeable  change  in  our  diet. 

The  first  paragraph  explains  why  I  am 
not  an  angler,  and  the  second  suggests  a  good 
reason  for  my  being  occasionally  a  fisherman. 
Necessity  is  wonderful  for  stimulating  perse- 
verance, and  hunger  sharpens  the  wits  and 
develops  our  energies  in  unexpected  direc- 
tions; but  it  is  difficult  to  imagine  being  forc- 
ed to  a  more  patient,  uninspiring  occupation 
than  sitting  watching  a  bit  of  string  as  it 
causes  an  ever-changing  ripple  on  a  silent, 
gliding  stream,  and  hoping  that  some  silly 
fish  will  gobble  up  your  scarcely  hidden  hoo 
and  provide  a  meal.  This  was  the  kind  of 
thing  we  tried  to  call  sport,  as  every  stream 
was  tested,  no  matter  how  small,  in  our  line 
of  march.  For  days,  and  even  weeks,  we 
were  only  encouraged  by  catching  very  small 
fish.  These  were  in  abundance,  but  nothing- 
big  was  seen.  This  was  ascribed  to  the  pres- 
ence of  otters  and  birds  that  preyed  upon 
them.  It  is  time,  however,  that  I  explain. 
We  were  in  the  Highlands  of  Brazil — in  the 
State  of  Parana,  exploring  the  country  be- 
tween Ponto  Grosso  and  the  Parana  River. 

The  experimental  fishing  here  described 
took  place  during  the  forced  delays  on  the 
march,  and  apply  to  the  extreme  tributary 
sources  of  the  Parana.  By  and  by  the  streams 
became  bigger,  and  so  did  the  fish,  but  still 
the  elevation  was  great  and  the  broken,  rug- 
ged nature  of  the  streams  unsuitable  for  fish, 
apart  from  the  reasons  advanced  above,  and 
no  real  success  was  achieved  till  we  struck 
the  Piquiry  River.  Here  things  were  different, 
and  as  provisions  had  run  low,  we  were  lucky 
to  find  conditions  favorable  and  fish  plenti- 
ful. The  results  were  astonishing,  and  to  hun- 
gry men  exceedingly  satisfactory.  We  had 
passed  a  narrow  gorge  with  swirling  rapids, 
and  were  encamped  on  a  rocky,  wild  spot  at 
the  lower  end,  where  the  river  was  t  20  yards 
wide,  and  having  a  fairly  strong  current,  with 
occasional  back  waters.  It  was  in  one  of 
these  places  that  a  friend  threw  his  line  one 
evening  just  before  sunset  as  a  test.  He  was 
not  very  keen.  Repeated  failure  had  made 
him  listless,  but  when  his  fishing  stick  was 
rudely  jerked  out  of  his  hand  he  presented  a 
ludricrous  figure  as  he  stumbled  and  splashed 
in  the  water  in  his  frantic  efforts  to  catch  it. 
When  he  did  he  was  successful  in  landing  a 
dourado  about  6  lb.  in  weight.  To  say  that 
the  incident  caused  excitement  in  the  camp 
is  to  put  it  mildly.  There  and  then  some 
twenty  men  wanted  to  go  and  fish.  It  was 
impossible  for  all  of  us  to  go,  but  some  half 
dozen  of  us  fixed  up  rude  tackle  and  getting  in- 
to canoes  were  soon  enjoying  profitable  sport. 
I  went  to  bed,  leaving  the  more  enthusiastic 
engaged,  but  was  awakened  at  some  unholy 
hour  by  their  hauling  great  fish  into  my  tent 
for  my  inspection.  The  following  morning 
we  had  a  right  royal  feast,  and  everyone 
started  the  next  stage  of  our  voyage  in  the 
best  of  spirits.  The  prospect  of  an  abundance 
of  fish  was  at  least  assured.  Every  day  from 
that  time  till  the  end  of  our  canoe  voyage  at 
Seta  Quedas,  on  the  Parana  River,  we.  could 
depend  upon  catching  some  fish;  but  one 
thing  we  observed — there  were  favorite 
stretches  on  the  river — places  that  the  fl& 
preferred.  The  full  explanation  we  had  no 
time  to  investigate,  although,  no  doubt,  bot- 
tom, depth,  current  and  fruits,  with  their  at-

The  weather,.,  for  the  Western  Highlands, 
had  been  exceedingly  dry  for  over  a  month, 
and  as  we  pushed  out  the  boat  from  the  lodge 
pier,  we  found  the  water  fully  three  feet  be- 
low its  normal  level. 

"Well,  Archie,  whither  away?"  1  said  to 
our  boatman.  "Whatever  happens  you  must 
get  Mr.  H a  ferox  today. 

Archie  McVane  wagged  his  head  know- 
ingly in  reply,  as  if  to  say — "Trust  me  for 
that'.'" 

I  had  known  the  man  for  years,  and  a 
better  gillie  did  not  exist. 

The   wind   was  light  from   the  east;   we, 
therefore,  set  off  in  that  direction,  letting 
our  trolling  lines  as  we  went.

We  might.  .How  we  ever  got  across  with  our 
Hves,H  Providence  °nty  knows — the  whole 
water  $Mid  become  sheeted  with  spray.  But 
we  did  get  across,  and  almost  reached  the 
shore  dry  (dry  forsooth!),  when  our  final  cat- 
astrophe befell  us,  we  ran  the  boat  hard  upon 
a  flat  rock,  usually  well  covered  beneath  the 
surface  of  the  lake. 

In  a  moment  all  was  confusion.  Many 
waves  broke  over  us.  We  all  three  found 
ourselves  floundering  around  the  boat  waist- 
deep  in  water,  generally  saving  what  we  could 
lay  hands  on  of  the  loose  contents  of  the 
boat.  Smothered  expletives  came  from 
H — — ,  like  corks  shot  off  from  a  pop-gun, 
as  he  wound  in  his  slack  line.  His  rod  was 
snapped  in  twain! 

Suddenly  he  exclaimed:  "I'm  darned  if 
there  isn't  something  on  yet!" 

He  plunged  forward  a  step  or  two,  and 
then  giving  vent  to  a  peal  of  insane  laughter 
dragged  up  to  view  a  huge  boot,  studded 
with  hob  nails,  firmly  attached  to  one  of  the 
triangles  of  his  hooks!

It  was  during  the  long  drive  home,  after 
having  had  our  things  dried  at  the  Lodge,  that 
we  extracted  from  Archie,  not  without  diffi- 
culty, the  reasons  for  his  belief  in  the  Ser- 
pent of  Loch  Gannaich. 

"It  would  be  last  Autumn,"  he  said,  "that 
I  first  heard  the  Sairpent  wass  seen.  It  wass 
Mr.  Grant,  the  gardener  of  Glengannaich.  He 
wass  fishing  from  the  shore  at  the  Whitegate 
Bay,  and  the  Sairpent  she  cam'  along;  indeed, 
she  wass  not  more  than  a  hundred  yards  from 
him,  and  she  would  go  in  and  out  of  the  water 
in  coils.  He  wass  saying  she  would  be  fully 
30  yards  long.  It  was  in  bright  daytime.  Oh, 
but  Mr.  Grant  is  a  man  whose  word  1^  can 
fery  well  believe.  .  .  .  And  then  it  wass 
the  Post  that  saw  her  quite  closs  to  the  Lodge; 
•  and  he  wass  saying  she  would  be  35  yards 
long.  .  .  .  And  Sandy  Gordon — you  will 
mind  Sandy  Gordon,  Sir? — he  is  the 
stalker  that  lives  away  over  at  Glenlundie, 
the  other  side  of  the  loch.  '  It  wass  one  night 
in  Ap-rile  he  would  be  crossing  over  in  his 
boat  on  his  way  home  from  the  Lodge.  Aall 
of  a  sudden  his  boat  stuck,  and  row  how  he 
would  he  could  not  make  it  move  backwards 
nor  forwards;  it  would  chest  twist  round  in  a 
circle.  He  put  his  oar  over  the  side,  and  he 
could  not  touch  the  bottom — oh,  no,  not  any- 
where at  aall  round  about  him!  He  wass  in 
a  part  of  the  loch  where  there  wass  no  shal- 
low water.  Then  he  knew  fery  well  what  it 
wass  that  wass  under  his  boat,  and  the  sweat 
it  brak  out  on  him.  But  the  thing  chest  sank 
down  again.  Oh,  but  Sandy  he  wass  a  fery 
glad  man  when  he  stepped  on  shore!" 

Archie's  tale  pleased  us.  The  sentence: 
"Then  he  knew  fery  well  what  it  wass  that 
wass  under  his  boat,  and  the  sweat  it  brak 
out  on  him,"  struck  us  as  highly  descriptive, 

and    eerie,     even    though    H ,    much  to 

Archie's  annoyance,  tried  to  prove  that  Sandy

port  such  a  great  weight  with  safety,  and  so, 
.^^y»e  got  the  fish  near  enough,  he  would 
thrust^  his  hand  under  its  gills  and  land  it  in 
the  canoe.     To  do  this  with  success  wanted 
dexterity  and  knowledge,  as  the  fish  was  not 
played  out,  and  when  it  got  near  the  surface 
it  was  in  the  habit  of  not  resisting,  but  rather 
of  coming  on,   and  then,   when  the  line  was 
loose  and  the  man's  hand  about  touching  it, 
it   would  give   a  great   leap,    break   the   line, 
and  escape.     Once  in  the  canoe  a  thrust  at 
the    back   of  the   skull   with   a   hunting   knife 
severed  the  backbone  and  finished  its  career. 
If  this  was  not  done  there  was  a  danger    of 
losing  it   even   after  it  had   been   out   of  the 
water  fifteen    minutes.      It   would   to   all   ap- 
pearance "be  dead,   and   then   would  suddenly 
make  one  blind  bound  in  the  air,  and  if  chance 
sent  it- into  the  water  we  were  left  lamenting. 
It  is  said  that  these  fish  lend  themselves 
to  excellent   sport  with  the  rod   and  fly,     or 
spinners,    and    anglers    go  long    distances    to 
have  the  pleasure  of  tackling  them.     One  old 
enthusiast  I  met  at  Monte  Video  told  me  that 
he  goes  periodically  to  the  Alta  Parana — be- 
low  the  falls  of    Sete    Quedas — and   spends 
some  delightful  weeks  at  a  time.     Once  easy 
means  of  communication  are  established  with 
the  Parana  above  the  falls  of  Guayra  (Guay- 
ra  is  of  Indian  origin,  and  the  Spanish  name 
for  the  falls,   which   the  Brazilians  call    Sete 
Quedas;  in  Portuguese  this  means  seven  falls) 
it  will  be  a  delightful  retreat  for  fishing    and 
rest.     The  climate  is  delightful,  and  the  river 
scenery  wonderful.      Indeed,   the  sail   up   the 
Parana,    after   passing    Posados,    is   something 
not  easily  forgotten.  River  after  river  tumbles 
by  cascades,  and  falls  into  the  mighty  Parana 
as  it  swirls. and  foams  in  the  fissure  by  which 
it  escapes  through  the  rocky  barrier  from  the 
highlands  above. 

To  return,  dourados  are  not  the  only  fish 
to  be  had,  although  the  best  eating.  There 
are  others  which  lend  themselves  to  good 
sport,  but  further  experience  is  required  to 
discover  their  idiosyncrasies,  and  it  will  be  a 
long  time  before  all  the  species  are  known. 
It  is  certain  they  are  numerous,  not  perhaps 
as  many  as  Wallace  and  Bates  found  in  the 
Amazon  basin,  but  still  a  respectable  figtrre. 
The  young  Brazilian  gentleman  already  al- 
luded to  gave  me  the  names  of  such  fish  as 
he  knew,  with  their  weights,  which  were  ac- 
tually caught  by  us.

The  weights  given  arc  approximately 
those  n{  actual  specimens  caught  by  some  one 
of  our  party,  and  should  not  be  accepted  as 
limits  in  either  direction.  The  suruby,  for  ex- 
ample, is  really  a  big  fish,  and  becomes  very 
heavy.  In  other  parts  of  Brazil  I  have  seen 
some  that  could  not  be  less  than  60  lb.  in 
weight.  On  the  San  Francisco  River  one  of 
these  fish  nearly  drowned  a  boy.  He  was 
fishing  with  his  line  round  his  waist,  when  he 
hooked  a  fish  so  large  that  it  overpowered 
him,  and  hauled  him  into  the  river,  where  his 
cries  brought  a  man  to  his  assistance.  By  the 
means  of  his  line  and  hook  the  newcomer 
caught  the.  boy's  clothes,  and  succeeded  in 
getting  him  ashore,  and  finally  landing,  ^je 
fish,  which  he  considered  was  his.  The  boyV 
parents  did  not  agree,  and  they  dej" 
appeal  to  the  local  judge,  Who  toW*  1 
problem  by  stating  that  the  bo) 
fish,  but  the  man  saved  the  1 
a  reward  he  gave  the  fish  to 
Pearson,  in  Field.

The  Gaek- 
war is  admittedly  a  rather  nervous  man,  but  he 
has  vast  experience  of  public  ceremonials,  and 
no  more  suffered  from  'herves'  at  Delhi  than 
the  Durbar  Herald. :  Whatever  he  did  at  the 
Durbar  was  not  unconscious.  *    .....' 

"  'One  Who  K;hows|^e^^,«Gaekwar 
for  appearing  at  tJie^DurljKr  in  'a  plain  white 
garment,'  and  says'thatvtroSts  the  costume  worn 
by  His  Highness' •  on  ceremonibus  OCcaSlflpL* 
.  .'■  .  But  in  his  own  state,  on  occasion,  he 
wont  to  appear  in  ift^ch^i^ver  array.  The 
who  wish  to  see  a  portrait  of  the  Gaekwar  as  he 
is  accustomed  to  present  himself  at  times*  to  his 
own  people,  may  be  recommended  to  turn  to 
the  Sketch  of  December  27,  1911.  They  will 
see  the  Gaekwar  in  the  full  uniform  of  his 
'army,'  a  uniform  which  is  neither  very  simple 
nor  very  chaste.  They  will  see  something  else, 
too.  They  will  see  the  Gaekwar  wearing  the 
aiguillettes  of  an  aide-de-camp  to  the  King-Em- 
peror, an  honor  he  does  not  possess.  They  will 
further  see  him  wearing  the  star  of  an  'order'  of 
his  own  state  above  the  Star  of  India,  and  every 
Indian  prince  understands  the  slight  thus  im- 
plied. He  wore  this  same  'order'  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  King-Emperor  at  the  Investiture. 
But  perhaps  the  point  about  costume  is  suffi- 
ciently disposed  of  when  I  say  that  at  the  1903 
Durbar  the  Gaekwar  wore  a  white  satin  robe 
edged  with  gold,  and  a  riband  of  the  Star  of 
India.  In  1911  He  elected  lo  do  homage  to 
the  King-Emperor"  in  cheap  white  cotton,  such 
as  the  clerks  in  his  public  offices  would  wear. 

"The  Viceroy  arrived  at  the  amphitheatre 
twenty  minutes  before  the  King-Emperor.  The 
programme  laid  down  that  everybody  was  to 
rise  when  His  Excellency  drove  into  the  arena, 
and  to  remain  standing  until  he  had  taken  his 
place  beneath  the  Imperial  canopy.  Everybody 
duly  rose,  save  one  man.  In  all  that  vast  as- 
semblage one  mna  remained  deiiantly  seated. 
That  one  man  was  the  Gaekwar  of  Baroda. 
Just  as  the  Viceroy's  carriage  drew  abreast  of 
the  spot  where  the  Gaekwar  was  sitting,  the 
British  Resident  at  Baroda  was  observed  to 
bend  down  and  say  something  to  His  Highness. 
The  Gaekwar  jumped  up  as  if  he  had  been  shot, 
but  almost,  instantly  resumed  his  seat  before 
the  Viceroy  had  alighted  from  his  carriage. 
A  hundred  thousand  people,  including  the  great- 
est princes  in  India,  were  standing  at  that  mo- 
ment. 

"I  come  to  the  act  of  homage.  The  Nizam 
of  Hyderabad  made  obeisance  first.  The 
Gaekwar  came  second.  His  Highness  was  car- 
rying a  stick.  I  know  that  one  of  his  little 
affectations  is  to  carry  a  stick;  but  would  any 
member  of  the  English  Royal  family,  any  min- 
ister of  state,  any  great  noble,  any  of  the  num- 
berless princes  over  whom  King  George  is 
suzerain  and  sovereign  lord,  dare  to  appear  be- 
fore the  Monarch  at  a  levee  in  London  with  a 
stick  in  his  hand?  Every  one  in  India  knows 
what  the  late  Nizam  would  have  done  if  even 
his  heir  had  been  audacious  enough  to  appear 
before  him  in  open  Durbar  armed  with  a  stick. 

"The  use  of  the  stick  was  an  act  of  effron- 
ery,  and  so  was  the  episode  which  followed. 
Instead  of  making  the  prescribed  number  of 
bows,  and  backing  to  the  edge  of  the  dais,  the 
Gaekwar  strolled  up,  nodded  to  His  Majesty, 
took  no  notice  of  the  Queen-Empress  at  all, 
turned  his  back  on  Their  Majesties  (an  un- 
pardonable insult  in  East  and  West  alike), 
walked  off  the  dais,  and  went  away  twirling  his 
stick.  There  was  no  mistake  about  his  inten- 
tions, nor  need  I  emphasize  these  statements. 
Thousands  saw  the  act,  hundreds  of  thousands 
have  seen  it  reproduced  on  the  cinematograph. 
The  facts  are  not  disputed,  even  by  the  Gaek- 
war himself. 

"After  the  Durbar  was  over  the  Gaekwar 
grew  frightened  at  what  he  had  done.  Why 
was  he  frightened3  Because  other  Indian 
princes,  proud  and  loyal  and  chivalrous  Rajputs, 
told  him  in  tierce  terms  what  they  thought  of 
his  conduct,  said  he  had  brought  disgrace  upon 
them  all,  and  declared  thai  he  ought  to  receive 
the  severest  marks  of  the  King-Emperor's  dis- 
pleasure. It  was  then  that  the  Gaekwar  really 
developed  'nerves.'  Before  any  official  notice 
had  been  taken  of  his  conduct,  before  the  Gov- 
ernment of  India  could  come  to  any  decision, 
he  volunteered  the  same  night  an  'explanation' 
and  an  'apology.'  All  India  expected  his  depo- 
sition, not  for  his  aggressive  lack  of  respect 
alone,  but  because  the  Durbar  incident  was  the 
culmination  of  a  series  of  acts  of  truculent  de- 
fiance extending  over  many  years.  He  was 
saved  by  the  gracious  clemency  of  the  Monarch 
he  had  sought  to  flout  at  the  greatest  assem- 
blage India  has  ever  witnessed;  but  1  venture 
respectfully  to  think  he  was  saved  unwisely. 


"For  the  Gaekwar  of  Baroda  has  been  in 
some  ways  a  very  unwholesome  influence  in  In- 
dia for  the  last  decade  or  more.  The  trouble 
with  the  Gaekwar  is  that  his  head  has  been 
turned  by  domestic  influences.  He  has  devel- 
oped megalomania  to  such  a  degree  that  he  ex- 
pects kingly  honors  to  be  paid  to  him,  and  he 
loves  to  travel,  because  in  Continental  cara- 
vanserais, in  Scottish  country  houses,  and  in 
New  York  drawing-rooms,  he  can  receive  a 
full  measure  of  incense. 

"Baroda  is  not  a  great  state,  nor  is  the 
Gaekwar  a  great,  or  even  a  very  good,  ruler. 
Baroda  only  includes  an  area  of  8,000  square 
miles;  Hyderabad  exceeds  80,000  square  miles. 
The  distinction  between  the  Gaekwar  and  other 
ruling  princes  is  that,  in  proportion  to  the  area 
Mid  population  of  his  state,  he  exacts  far  more 
revenue  from  his  people  than  any  other  chief 
in  India.  He  has  no  ties  of  blood  with  his  sub- 
jects, for  he  is  a  Mahratta,  and  they  are  not; 
There  are  hundreds  of  families  in  England  with 
an  infinitely  longer  and  prouder  lineage  than 
the  Gaekwar.  The  word  'gaekwar!?  means 
herdsman,  and  serves  to  explain  the  origin  of 

- 


a  ruling  house  which  has  existed  for  less  than 
200  years.  .  .  .  The  'founders'  gained  their 
possessions  by  rapine  and  pillage,  and  the  rec- 
ords of  the  State  of  Baroda  are  one  long  story 
x)f  misgovernment  until  the  British  Raj  inter- 
vened and  deposed  the  then  ruler  in  1875.  The 
present  Gaekwar  is  not  even  in  the  direct  line 
of  descent.  He  is  an  obscure  collateral,  and 
when  the  British  Government  chose  him  for 
higfi  place  he  was  a  humble  little  boy  playing 
about  in  a  remote  village. 

"It  is  not  pleasant  to  have  to  write  these 
things  of  an  Indian  potentate  who  still  com- 
pares favorably  with  many  of  his  fellows.  '  It 
must  be  said  that  the  Gaekwar  has  rarely  been 
wisely  handled.  In  his  earlier  years  certain 
British  officers  so  flattered  -his  vanity  that  he 
developed  preposterous  ideas  about  his  posi- 
lion.  In  later  years,  he  was,  perhaps,  too  se- 
verely repressed. 

"The  root  of  the  Gaekwar's  difficulties  is 
that  he  has  formed  an  utterly  false  and  inflated 
conception  of  his  'kingly'  position;  that  in  pur- 
suance of  this  conception  he  has  repeatedly 
tried  to  flout  the  Government  of.  India,  and  at 
last  had  the  temerity  to  commit  an  unwarrant- 
able error  in  his  bearing  towards  his  Sovereign;

SERIOUS  crisis  has  been  reached 
in  the  British  aviation  industry, 
writes  the  aeronautical  corre- 
spondent of  The  London  Tele- 
graph.

ITH  the  news  of  Leo  Slezak's  al- 
most sensational  triumphs  during 
January  last,  as  principal  tenor  of 
the  New  York  Metropolitan  Opera 
Company,  the  text  for  columns  of 
critical  laudation  now  appearing  in  the  musical 
press,  British  Columbians  will  be  more  than 
commonly  interested  in  his  announced  early 
visit  to  this  country  and  city  on  the  25th  instant 

if  they  do  not  as  yet  fail  to  recognize  the  full 

measure  of  their  opportunity.  To  hear  at  home 
one  of  the  greatest  artistes  of  the  world,  in  the 
zenith  of  his  career,  and  while  New  York  opera- 
goers  are  still  demanding  his  extra  appearances 
in  opera  would  seem,  indeed,  a  musical  chance 
almost  too  good  to  be  true.  And  when  it  is 
added  that  such  a  star  will  be  presented  in  this 
little  city  at  prices  involving  no  advance  in  the 
Victoria  Theatre  scale,  the  casual  observer  may 
be  forgiven  for  developing  a  shade  of  skepti- 
cism. To  make  plain  the  situation  and  convince 
local  music-lovers  of  the  genuineness  of  their 
good  fortune  necessitates  that  the  public  be 
taken  into  the  confidence  of  the  management 
in  connection  with  this  Victoria  night  with 
Slezak  on  the  25th  instant,  and  here  is  the 
story : 

The   presentation    of  Leo   Slezak    in    this 
country  was  not  decided  upfn  until  ten  days 


ago,  and  yet  the  foundation  for  his  sole  Can- 
adian appearance  this  season  was,  somewhat 
paradoxically,  laid  in  London  six  years  ago. 
For  it  was  then  that  the  exceptional  quality  of 
the  young  Bohemian  singer  was  first  attracting 
the  admiring  attention  of  European  musical 
folk.  The  Victorian,  who  has  arranged  the 
Slezak  visit  to  Canada  was  at  that  time  man- 
aging Mine.  Albani  and  a  number  of  other  art- 
istes of  high  repute  on  a  round-the-world  fare- 
well tour  for  the  distinguished  Canadian  prima 
donna.  This  local  impressario  then  had  Slezak 
brought  to  his  notice  as  a  particularly  bright 
rising  star  in  the  musical  firmament,  and  his 
performances  since  then  have  fully  redeemed 
the  prophecies  of  the  London  critics  even  so 
long  ago. 

Six  months  or  so  ago  Slezak  determined

"Othello"  induced  the  directorate  of  the  Metro- 
politan Opera  House  to  request  the  extension 
of  his  first  season.  In  connection  with  his 
Pacific  Coast  tour  Slezak  was  assured  ten  suc- 
cessive concerts  with  a  personal  fee  of  $ 2,000 
for  each.  One  of  these  it  was  intended  to  give 
Vancouver.  When  the  business  representative 
of  the  tenor  came  to  make  necessary  arrange- 
ments there  it  was  found  that  no  suitable  opera 
house,  theatre  or  concert  hall  could  be  secured. 

Meanwhile  the  other  dates  of  the  itiner- 
ary had  been  eagerly  taken,  and  the  great  tenor 
was  starting  for  trie  West.  The  night  was 
thrice  offered  Victoria  and  thrice  declined: 
Slezak's  greatness  as  an  operatic  and  concert 
tenor  virtually  unrivaled,  was  not  yet  suffi- 
ciently a  matter  of  Western  knowledge;  there 
had  been  and  would  be  during  February  a  heavy 
drain  upon  the  purses  of  music-lovers  for  con- 
cert and  kindred  attractions;  the  proposed  en- 
gagement fell  in  Lent;  and  the  city  had  as  yet 
no  hall  or  theatre  sufficiently  large  to  accom- 
modate a  Slezak  concert  at  such  prices  as  could 
be  classed  "popular"  and  yet  cover  a  Slezak 
concert's  cost.  These  were  the  explanatory 
arguments,  and  such  was  the  situation  less  than 
a  fortnight  ago  when  a  wire  from  the  tenor's 
manager  conveyed  this  proposition: 

"Must  use  February  25  or  26  in  Victoria 
or  lose  the  night  entirely.  Will  accept  best 
proposition  you  offer.  Slezak  must  be  paid 
full  fee  in  any  event." 

And  that  is  how  so  exceptional  an  engage- 
ment for  a  British  Columbia  city  came  to  be 
made.  Further,  it  explains  how  it  is  that  the 
reigning  lion  of  the  musical  world  will  be  of- 
fered in  Victoria  without  such  an  advance  in 
prices  as  might  reasonably  be  looked  for.  The 
possibility  of  the  house  not  being  crowded  to 
the  doors  rests  upon  the  one  contingency — 
that  Slezak's  rise  to  the  highest  position  in  the 
operatic  world  has  been  so  sudden  and  extra- 
recent  that  the  people  of  the  Coast  are  not  yet 
in  touch  with  the  facts. 

Meanwhile  one  fact  stands  forth  conspicu- 
ously: Leo  Slezak,  the  present  hour  ideal  of 
the  musical  world,  whom  the  critics  are  hailing 
as  "the  new  Tamagno"  and  "the  greatest 
dramatic  tenor  of  the  century,"  even  if  the 
Victoria  Theatre  were  crowded  to  full  capa- 
city on  the  evening  of  Tuesday  week,  and  if 
the  gross  receipts  were  handed  him,  would  still 
be  giving  his  programme  of  sixteen  numbers  to 
infinitely  less  coin  of  the  realm  than  would  be 
paid  him  for  a  single  night's  operatic  work  in 
America's  metropolis. 

For  his  Victoria  concert  Slezak  will  be  as- 
sisted by  Miss  Florence  McMillan,  accompaniste, 
and  Miss  Florence  Wagner,  solo  pianiste,  the 
latter  performing  a  single  bracket  number — 
the  Rhapsode  (E  flat)  of  Brahms  and  Cho- 
pin's popular  Ballade  in  G  minor  (Op.  2  3.) 
Miss  McMillan  will  be  remembered  by  British 
Columbia  musical  folk  as  the  supporting  pian- 
iste with  Mme.  Schumann-Heink  during  that 
eminent  contralto's  last  visit  to  this  Province. 
Of  the  great  tenor's  songs,  it  will  be  noted  that 
they  are  so  chosen  as  to  appeal  to  a  wide 
diversity  in  musical  taste,  and  demonstrate  the 
breadth  and  versatility  of  his  art.

This  state  factory  has  produced  an  aero- 
plane which  is  unquestionably  a  good  machine ;- 
but  it  is  certainly  more  than  doubtful  whether 
it  represents  the  highest  type  of  the  designer's 
and  craftsman's  skill,  and  even  more  doubtful 
whether  it  is  of  all  others  the  one  most  suitable 
for  military  purposes.  This,  at  any  rate,  is  the 
opinion  of  those  most  competent  to  judge. 
Moreover,  so  rapid  is  technical  progress,  that  it 
will  be  definitely  out  of  date  within  another 
year. 

Abroad  one  improvement  follows  with  dis- 
concerting raprdity,  owing  in  every  case  to  the 
researches  and  experiments  carried  out  by 
private  firms.  But  it  cannot  be  hoped  that  with 
our  factories  idle,  with  our  expert  designers  and 
craftsmen  dismissed  and  forced  into  other  ca- 
reers to  make  their  livelihood,  we  can  ever 
keep  pace  with,  much  less  outstrip,  foreign  ac- 
tivity and  improvement. 

INDEPENDENT  INITIATIVE 
There  is  some  ground  for  stating  that  the 
War  Office,  as  at  present  advised,  intends  to 
place  a  few  orders  to  build  to  specification 
aeroplanes  of  the  Royal  Aircraft  Factory  type 
with  some  of  the  private  firms  in  this  country, 
thereby  depriving  the  industry  of  any  benefit 
which  initiative,  originality  and  independent 
thought  can  achieve.  -  But  a  policy  of  this  kind 
is  no  remedy;  scarcely  a  palliative.  Every  other 
nation,  every  one  of  them  possessing  far  greater 
experience  of  practical  military  aviation,  has 
seen  the  vital  necessity  of  equipping  its  army 
with  war  machines  of  a  number  of  different 
types,  destined  each  one  to  fulfil  its  own  special 
functions.  The  time  will  come  when  the  same 
necessity  will  be  recognized  by  bur  own  autho- 
rities, but  by  that  time,  if  the  present  policy  is 
to  be  pursued,  the  aviation  industry  wlil  have 
ceased  to  exist. 

There  is  not  a  British  constructor  who  will 
not  willingly  build  aeroplanes  to  fulfil  any  spe- 
cific military  requirements,  to  meet  any  reason- 
able conditions  that  may  be  imposed.  That 
British  machines  are  in  no  whit  inferior  to  for- 
eign productions  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  Brit- 
ish aeroplanes  have  been  adopted  as  standard 
types,  in  open  competition,  by  a  number  of 
foreign  armies.  But  the  War  Office  stands 
aloof. 

A  NATIONAL  EMERGENCY 

Its  policy  has  been  one  of  evasion  from  be- 
ginning to  end.  Assurances  have  been  private- 
ly given  to  firms  repeatedly  that  Government 
orders  would  be  forthcoming.  But  nothing  has 
materialized.  It  is  surely  high  time  that  the 
policy  of  the  War  Office  and  the  Admiralty 
was  clearly  stated  once  and  for  all;  otherwise, 
in  times  of  future  national  emergency,  the 
country  will  call  upon  its  erstwhile  resources»in 
vain.

HOW  "LOUISE"  FIRST  SAW  THE  LIGHT 


Alice  Lloyd,  whose  sweet  voice  and  pow- 
ers for  dainty  mischief  have  made  for  her  a 
name  that  is  almost  a  household  word  among 
theatre  goers  of  England  and  America,  is  to 
be  heard  here  as  the  star  of  Werba  and  Lues- 
cher's  new  foreign-born  operetta,  "The  Rose 
Maid,"  which  comes  to  the  Victoria  Theatre 
for  two  nights,  February  2  7  and  2  8. 

From  New  York  to  the  West  Coast  there 
has  been  praise  for  a  firm  of  producers  who 
have  given  so  much  beyond  the  average  in 
entertainment.  For  Alice  Lloyd  in  herself  has 
been  considered  by  the  great  powers  of  the 
vaudeville  world  to  give  a  full  entertainment 
without  any  assistance  from  others. 

It  is  no  new  tfcing  for  Miss  Lloyd  to  be 


Those  who  know  the  violin  playing  of  that 
distinguished  Russian  virtuoso,  Mischa  Elman, 
who  will  appear  in  the  Victoria  Theatre,  Sat- 
urday evening,  March  1,  know  that  he  has 
for  some  seasons  been  regarded  as  the  equal 
of  any  colleague;  but  it  has  remained  for  his 
most  recent  American  appearance  for  experts 
who  heard  him  to  classify  the  young  musical 
genius  as  the  foremost  violinist  living. 

A  distinctive  audience  of  four  thousand 
persons  assembled  to  greet  Elman  on  his  re- 
turn to  musical  public  life  on  the  occasion 
mentioned,  and  there  was  deep  interest  to  ob- 
serve the  extent  of  his  artistic  growth. 
Throughout  the  programme  it  was  evident, 
from  the.  character  of  the  applause,  that  El- 
man's  endeavors  were  regarded  as  superior, 
even,  to  those  of  other  years.  The  climax 
came  when  the  recital  was  finished.  Then  the 
people  resolutely  refused  to  leave  the  hall. 
The  musician  played  an. encore,  thinking  that 
would  be  sufficient.  When  he  found  it  was 
not  he  again  played.  It  was  only  after  Elman 
had  performed  five  encores  that  the  people 
turned  regretfully  away;  they  had  to  because 
the  auditorium  lights  had  been  dimmed,  and 
those  on  the  stage  turned  out  completely. 

Speaking  of  the  occasion  next  day,  The 
New  York  Sun  said  ,  in  part :  "The  qualities 
of  Mr.  Elman's  art  have  been  so  often  dis- 
cussed in  this  place  that  there  seems  nothing 
further  to  say  at  the  moment.  His  equipment  in 
technique  is  so  large  and  his  musical  tempera- 


In  1890,  then  thirty  years  of  age,  Char- 
pentier  returned  to  Paris,  "having  spent  a  little 
more  than  the  few  hundreds  his  first  master- 
pieces had  netted  him,  and  bringing  in  his  port- 
folio the  first  sketch  for  his  opera,  "Louise." 
To  the  sacred  hill  of  Paris,  to  Montmartre,  he 
repaired  and  got  himself  a  little  room  on  a 
seventh  floor.  There  for  four  years,  relates 
The  New  York  Sun,  he  starved  and  wrote  and 
wrote  and  starved. 

In  1894  he  started  forth  with  a  fair  copy  of 
"Louise"  under  his  arm.  Carvalho,  director 
of  the  Opera,  read  the  score,  liked  it  and  de- 
cided to  produce  it. 

"Only,  my  dear  boy,  we  must  set  the  scene 
in  another  period,"  he  said.  "Just  imagine  how 
much  better  your  'Louise'  would  be  with  a  cast 
dressed  up  in  Louis  XV.  style.  And  then  we 
will  bring  some  gorgeous  women  in  that  dress- 
making establishment.      A  nice  little  chorus." 

"Not  on  your  life,"  Charpentier  interrupt- 
ed, and  as  he  did  not  have  the  car  fare  he  foot- 
ed it  back  to  Montmartre. 

"I  read  Carvalho's  pencil  notes,"  Char- 
pentier told  the  writer,  "and  among  the  things 
the  dear  old  man  had  edited  out  were  the  scaf- 
folding, the  old  ragpicker's  lamentation  and  the 
street  cries  of  Paris." 

For  six  years  Charpentier  peddled  his  score, 
giving  music  lessons  and  copying  orchestra 
parts  for  a  living.  Poor  and  obscure,  broken 
in  health,  he  was  at  forty  a  member  of  the  tat- 
tered and  unbathed  army  of  geniuses  who  can- 
not make  good.  His  radical  associations  af- 
forded him  no  help. 

One  day  the  famous  journalist  Huret,  an- 
gered at  what  he  considered  an  injustice,  took 
the  score  of  "Louise"  to  Albert  Carre,  director 
of  the  Opera  Comique,  and  begged  him  to  read 
it.  Carre  had  already  turned  it  down  with  a 
thousand  unsolicited  offerings  of  unknown 
composers.  Yielding  to  Huret's  entreaties,  he 
read  it  and  accepted  it  on  the  spot.  Two 
months  after,  on  February  1,  1901,  the  first 
performance  took  place.  Within  a  year  and 
twenty  days  it  had  reached  its  hundredth  per- 
formance.

MUSIC— AND  THE  THEATRE 


Some  little  time  ago  there  was  quite  a  lot  of 
discussion  as  to  the  advisability  of  having  music 
with  our  meals,  and  many  views  were  ex- 
pressed, both  for  and  against  restaurant  orches- 
tras. 

Some  said  that  music  made  conversation  im- 
possible, and  therefore  interfered  with  diges- 
tion. 

Yet  others  said  that  it  promoted  and  facili- 
tated talk,  and  was  thus  a  foe  to  dyspepsia. 

The  point  was  never  settled — it  probably 
never  will  be. 

Now  one  finds  some  people  talking:  about 
music  at  the  theatre,  and  one  finds  equally 
divergent  views  on  this  subject  also. 

Some  say  that  men  like  music  durtaf  the 
entr'actes  because  if  enables  them  to  4lty<;*«wfr 
to  see  "a  man  about  a  do* " -Or  to  mee  " 
friend  from  Vancouver/?  and  their 


companions,  who  have  no  interest  in  dogs  and 
no  friends  in  the  Mainland  city,  may  be  safely 
left  alone  without  getting  bored,  the  music 
occupying  their  attention. 

If  the  theatre  was  steeped  in  silence  and 
there  was  no  one  to  speak  to  they  would  no 
doubt  feel  bored  and  display  their  feeling  on 
the  first  possible  opportunity  in  the  usual 
manner. 

There  be  others  who  say  that  if  there  was 
no  music  the  intimate  conversations  which 
take  place  would  be  impossible,  for  the  oboes 
and  the  flutes,  the  violas  and  the  drums,  not 
to  mention  the  other  kinds  of  music,  all  con- 
tribute to  drown  the  voices  of  the  chatterers, 
and  therefore,  curiously  as  it  may  sound,  to 
make  conversation,  not  only  possible,  but 
pleasurable. 

When  the  orchestra  is  banging  out' "t8t2'*' 
it  is  so  easy  to  run  down  Mrs.  Smitltfs  cook^ 
to  cast  damaging  reflections  upon  Mrs.  Robin- 
son's dressmaker,  and  to  speculate  as  to  the; 
possibility  of  Miss  Jones'  hair  reposing  upon: 
her  dressing  table  during  the  hours  of  slumber. 

And  if  music  promotes  conversation,  does  it 
not  also  inversely  render  talking  unnecessary? 

This  is  a  point  of  considerable  importance 
to  many  people,  for  talking  in  the  theatre  is 
sometimes  a  bit  of  a  bore,  and  to  be  saved 
mental  exertion  in  that  direction  would  be  a 
great  relief. 

It  is  quite  likely  that  the  great  mass  of  the 
public  would,  apart  from  any  other  considera- 
tions, object  to  the  banishment  of  music  from 
the  theatre  on  the  score  that  they  were  not  get- 
ting value  for  their  money. 

It  is  said,  too,  that  the  absence  of  the  music 
would  result  in  a  speeding-up  of  the  perform- 
ance, but  this  is  doubtful. 

Even  actors  require  a  certain  amount  of 
rest,  and  the  shortening  of  entr'actes  would 
certainly  be  very  unwelcome  to  the  rank  and 
file  of  the  dramatic  profession. 

No  doubt  the  proprietors  of  theatres  would 
hail  the  banishment  of  the  orchestra  with  de- 
light, as  it  is  a  most  expensive  item.  At  the 
same  time,  it  is  in  a  large  number  of  cases  an 
absolutely  indispensable  one. 

Where  would  the  average  melodrama  be 
without  slow  music  to  usher  on  the  hero  and 
a  wail  on  the  violins  to  introduce  the  heroine. 

And  when  some  tragic  or  emotional  situation 
is  in  process  of  development  half  the  effedt 
would  be  lost  if  the  orchestra  did  not  respond 
by  playing  appropriate  music. 

Musical  comedy  without  music  is,  of  course, 
unthinkable,  but  there  are  many  comedies  and 
farces  which  also  rely  upon  the  orchestra  for 
the  development  of  their  most  effective  mo- 
ments, and  even  the  plays  of  Shakespeare- 
depend  very  often  upon  music.

Of  course,  she  is  not  charming'  in  the 
sense  of  being  simpering,  affected  and  inane. 
She  is  truly  charming  and  interesting  on 
thorough  acquaintance  by  reason  of  her  ver- 
satile mind,  her  witty  sayings,  her  ready  re« 
partee,  her  varied  knowledge  and  her  power 
of  expressing  that  knowledge. 

She  has  interests  in  common  with  her  hus- 
band in  the  political,  scientific,  and  literary 
worlds,  and  can  frequently  surprise  him  in  her 
estimates  and  criticisms  of  anything  new  in 
these  lines.

though  these  are  not  so  uncommon  as  many 
other  things  which  may  be  done  with  them. 

Willowed  plumes,  by  the  way,  may  be  un- 
willowed  and  recurled.  And  in  connection 
with  the  recurling  notion,  it  is  generally  sup- 
posed that  black  plumes  are  always  the  best 
investment,  for  them  can  be  redyed  so  easily; 
but  this  is  a  fallacy,  for  there  is  no  tone  so 
hard  to  make  over  as  rusty  black,  for  the  pro- 
cess takes  much  from  the  natural  feather, 
which  must  then  be  added  to  with  new  mater- 
ial. 

The  little  Pierrot  ruffs  may  be  made  out  of 
old  feathers.  These  are  formed  of  a  row  of 
curly  tips,  beneath  which  is  a  band  of  satin  in 
five  folds,  which  lies  flat  against  the  collar, 
and  below  this  falls  a  line  of  ostrich  flues. 
Flues  are  the  soft,  feathery  part  of  the  plume 
which  extend  from  the  centre  stem,  backbone, 
or  quill.  The  ruff  measures  about  sixteen  in- 
ches, and  is  finished  with  an  immense  bow  of 
satin  matching  the  feathers,  unevenly  tied,  and 
standing  up  and  down. 

Of  course,  the  contour  of  every  woman's 
face  does  not  permit  her  to  wear  full  neck  ruffs, 
but  for  those  who  can  the  fashion  is  fascinat-

Of  feathers  I  sing,  and  sing  as  loudly  as  I 
can,  which  is  almost  as  loud  as  some  of  the 
feathers  one  sees  just  now  are. 

Certainly  ostrich  feathers  have  come  into 
their  own  again.  They  are  used  for  hats,  for 
boas  and  in  a  myriad  other  ways. 

For  hat  (rimming  one  plume,  full  and  long, 
is  considered  sufficient,  and  in  almost  every  in- 
stance the  tip  of  the  plume  is  placed  toward 
the  back  of  the  hat,  or  resting  on  the  hair 
at  the  back  of  the  head. 

Those  who  have  ostrich  feathers  fucked 
away  in  boxes  waiting  for  fashion  to  de- 
mand them  again  will  find  that  the  plumes  are 
probably  not  in  such  a  condition  that  they  can 
be  used  in  this  way;  nor  should  they  be  wil- 
lowed, for  the  willowed  plumes  are  quite  out, 
and  the  style  of  feathers  now  used  is  so  full  of 
little  points  of  fashion  that  those  possessed  of 
careful  eyes  can  soon  detect  the  repaired  and 
reclaimed  from  "the  new  ones.  For  instance, 
the  long,  narrow  feather  is  completely  out  also; 
the  new  ones  have  short,  broad  tips. 

But  one's  old  feathers  can  be  done  up  in 
some  remarkably  clever  ways,  so  that  they 
are  not  merely  repaired,  but  present  the  effect 
of  newness,  and  the  prices  charged  for  such 
work  are  moderate. 

Quite  charming  are  the  tailored  ornaments 
made  from  old  tips  and  bits,  and  these  find  a 
place  6n  the  plain  hats.  Hat  bands  of  ostrich 
feathers  are  also  to  be  made  of  old  plumes, 


ing.  For  those  who- cannot,  rt  is  possible  to 
make  over  old  plumes  into  aflat  rever,  which 
Is  then  satin  or  plush  lined,  as  furs  are,  and 
becomes  a  practical  cape,  and  a  very  lovely 
one.  These  revers  are  to  be  popular  for 
opera  cloak  collars. 

We  can  count  upon  many  things  with  un- 
erring accuracy,  but  what  Dame  Fashion  has 
in  store  for  us  with  the  advent  of  the  Spring 
no  man  as  yet  knoweth.  It  is  really  an  extra- 
ordinary thing  how  long  the  fancy  for  curtailed 
skirts  has  lasted,  and  a  certain  fair  Russian  I 
talked  with  the  other  day  tells  me  that  some 
of  the  skirts  in  Paris  are  being  made  tighter 
than  ever.  The  tight  skirt  need  by  no  man- 
ner of  means  be  the  grotesque  article  of  at- 
tire it  is  so  frequently  made  to  appear.  Then 
it  bears  the  sign  manual  of  an  inferior  dress- 
maker; besides  which,  even  these,  one  may 
hope,  have  now  learnt  to  avoid"  the  swathed 
mummy  look  round  the  hips  which  is  so  ex- 
ceedingly ugly  and  unbecoming.  For  every- 
day wear  in  the  country  I  need  hardly  say  that 
I  hold  no  brief  for  the  scanty  skirt  in  any 
guise  whatsoever.  A  country  suit,  to  live  up 
to  its  character,  should  allow  plenty  of  free- 
dom for  movement,  though  in  this,  once  again, 
there  need  be  no  exaggeration  of  necessary 
fullness  of  material. 

As  the  year  grows  steadily  older,  I  hope  to 
write  you  some  really  helpful  articles,  which 
will  serve  to  solve  many  small  problems. 

For  example,  it  always  seems  to  me  that 
the  girl  striving  to  administer  a  small  dress 
allowance  well  deserves  special  attention;  so, 
likewise,  does  the  woman  who  is  getting  on  in 
years,  but  is  by  ho  manner  of  means  neglectful 
of  her  appearance;  as,  indeed,  no  woman  has 
ever  any  right  to  be,  be  she  as  old  as  Methu- 
selah. 

With  no  fear  of  contradiction,  it  may  be 
said  that  fashion  is  considerate  to  both  willing 
and  compulsory  economists  this  season,  not 
the  least  of  its  bounties  being  the  little  vel- 
veteen frocks  now  so  much  to  the  fore.  These 
dresses,  as  a  general  rule,  are  made  very  sim- 
ply, herein  lying  half  of  their  undoubted  at- 
traction. They  can  button  up  down  the  front, 
with  buttons  the  size  of  half-crown  pieces, 
from  the  throat  to  the  hem  of  the  skirt;  turn- 
down lace  collar  and  cuffs  and  a  patent  lea- 
ther belt  being  the  only  other  adornments. 
Or,  again,  they  can  be  made  with  a  pointed 
vest  of  sprigged  net  flanked  by  a  Robespierre 
collar  of  satin  and  lace,  while  some  women 
are  leaving  their  necks  bare  for  a  few  inches 
of  V-shaped  opening. 

It  is  early,  I  know,  to  begin  writing  of 
Spring  clothes,  but  women-folk  who  like  to  be 
well  ahead  of  things  are  already  discussing 
them  and  wondering  what  new  fashions  Paris 
intends  to.  send  us. 

As  for  materials,  Paris  says  that  satin  win 
be  withdrawn  for  everyday  gowns  and  that 
crepe  de  chine,  both  plain  and  stamped,  will 
be  the  favored  fabric  of  the  hour.  It  is  said 
in  Paris  that  the  mills  are  working  to  capacity 
producing  crepe  de  chine,  and  also  china  silk, 
so  we  will  evidently  see  a  season  ol  these 
lovely  materials,  which  are  not  oniy  cool,  but 
easily  draped  and  durable. 

Last  Autumn  some  of  the  big  designers, 
especially  Cheruit,  were  using  crepe  de  chine 
stamped  with  a  leaf  design  that  was  most 
attractive,  as  well  as  the  plain  weaves  that  we 
are  more  familiar  with.  Somehow  we  did 
not  take  very  kindly  to  it,  and  I  can't  think 
why,  for  it  has  many  points  to  recommend  it. 
Crepe  de  chine  is  more  costly  than  satin  now, 
but  it  is  probable  its  price  will  have  to  he  re- 
duced to  meet  the  large  demand  for  it.  It 
will  not  only  be  made  into  gowns,  but  into 
coats  and  skirts,  which  is  an  idea  also  brought 
out  with  foulard.  These  are  both  cool  fabrics, 
even  more  so  than  mohair  or  the  so-called 
brilliantine,  but  they  both  have  to  *be  lined. 
which  is  a  disadvantage. 

In  the  Spring  the  gowns' will  be  lined  with 
the  thinnest  China  silk,  that  translucent  kind 
that  has  no  seeming  warmth,  and  which  washes 
as  easily  as  muslin.  The  crepe  itself  has 
quite  a  silky  surface,  if  it  i*  of  the  same  weave

Soft  satin  forms  the  under  dress  in  a  tone 
of  ivory  white,  and  this  is  covered  with  softly 
gauged  net.  The  skirt  falls  straight  to  with- 
in 18  inches  of  the  hem,  where  it  is  gathered 
to  a  silk  piping. 


(hat  was  brought  out  in  Paris  last  Autumn.  The 
stamping  is  usually  in  a  Persian  design,  which 
adds  to  the  effectiveness  of  the  gown. 

The  forerunner  of  this  fashion  for  crepe  de 
chine  is  in  the  white  blouse  of  today;  it  is 
commonly  used  instead  of  muslin  or  voile.  It 
has.  taken  our  fancy  by  storm,  and  when  it  is 
snug  titling,  as  it  sometimes  is,  it  reminds  one 
of  the  old-fashioned  white  jerseys  which  wo- 
men used  to  wear  m  other  days.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  some  would  bring  back  these  jersey 
blouses  if  it  was  fashionable  to  have  the  figure 
fitted  above  the  waist,  because  the  material  is 
so  much  in  demand  for  underwear  that  we  will 
soon  use  it  to  the  exclusion  of  muslin  if  its 
popularity  grows  at  the  rate  it  has  during  the 
last  year. 

There  are  jersey  petticoats,  jersey  knickers, 
jersey  skirts  for  day  and  evening  wear.  The 
smart  woman  is  often  turned  out  entirely  in 
this  material,  except  for  her  corsets,  under  her 
frock.  She  finds  that  it  clings  to  the  body  as 
muslin  never  will  do;  that  it  launders  easily 
without  expert  ironing  and  starch,  and  is  there- 
fore helpful  to  the  figure  and  to  the  purse 
alike. 

Possibly  crepe  de  chine  will  have  the  over- 
whelming popularity  which  plush  has,  for  even 
the  manufacturers  have  no  idea  o\  what  the 
demand  for  this  fabric  will  be.  It .  began 
with  millinery  as  far  back  as  last  August. 

When  one  hadn't  a  gown  of  plush,  one  had 
Cttllars  and  cuffs  of  it,  or  a  muff  and  handbag 
>>t  it.  It  is  evident  to  the  most  casual  eye 
that  plush  hats  outnumber  all  others  in  the 
street.  Women  still  like  the  material  im- 
mensely, as  it  has  proved  becoming  and  other- 
wise satisfying.  It  lends  itself  admirably  to 
the  drapings  which  hats  require,  especially 
now  that  the  large  hat  has  been  so  ousted  from 
its  first  place  by  the  small  hat,  in  whatever 
shape  it  comes. 

When  velvet  is  needed  for  the  ordinary 
dress  it  has  to  be  firm  and  of  a  certain  weight, 
and  even  then  it  shows  grey  marks  across  its 
surface  whenever  it  is  rubbed,  and  needs  con- 
stant attention  to  keep  it  in  good  condition. 
Plush  is  far  more  amenable  under  rough  usage, 
and  it  is  for  this  reason  that  the  manufacturers 
have  put  it  in  as  a  substitute  for  velvet. 

It  would  be  quite  in  keeping  with  other 
fashions  of  the  Second  Empire  for  fringe  to 
return  to  favor.  We  are  wearing  matelasse, 
also  the  dolman,  the  lowered  armhole,  the 
neck  high  at  the  back  and  low  in  front,  and 
(low  the  Eugenie  hat,  with  its  brim  slightly 


dipping  down   in   front,   is  revived  and   back. 
Then  why  not  fringe' 

I  feaF  you  will  think  this  a  very  dressy  let- 
ter, but  I  know  you  like  to  hear  what  is  likely 
to  happen,  and  so  I  give  you  such  "tips"  as  I 
have  collected.

WOMEN    AND    LANDSCAPE    GARDENING 


It  Iras  been  said,  and  justly  too,  that  British 
gardens  are  apt  to  lack  that  light  touch  and 
artistic  ingenuity  of  design  with  which  one  is 
familiar  in  the  gardens  of  Italy  and  elsewhere 
on  the  Continent  of  Europe. 

Rose  trees,  ramblers,  paeonies,  lilies  and 
geraniums  —  invariably  the  same  range  of 
flowering  plants  and  shrubs— are  too  Jffip 
planted  in  the  long  straight  beds  and  Circular 
cuttings  which  are  almost  universal  amongst 
British  folk. 

Yet  there,  is  an  unlimited  field  for  origin- 
ality. 

There  are  few  of  the  beautiful  old  cduntry 
houses  of  England  which  could  not  be  tov 


confusion    and    carelessness    on    the    flagged 
walks. 

In  fact  there  are  a  dozen  and  one  novelties 
which  an  original  woman  can  invent  to  add 
to  the  charm  of  a  garden,  and  there  are  few 
who  would  not  like  to  have  the  quaint  garden 
chairs  (although  they  are  only  oil  barrels) 
from  the  sunk  garden  at  Glynde. 

It  is  one  thing  to  know  how  to  make  the 
best  use  of  flowering  plants,  but  it  is  another 
to  have  the  fullest  knowledge  of  the  peculiari- 
ties of  the  various  specimens  and  the  locations 
in  which  they  will  thrive  best. 

It  is  not  much  use  to  know  that  a  line  of 
orange  trees  makes  a  suitable  series  to  grow 
along  a  garden  walk  if  the  necessary  position 
for  their  culture  and  the  proper  treatment  of 
the  trees  remains  unknown. 

The  pupils  at  the  Sussex  School  are  taught 
by  theory  and  by  practice  the  peculiarities  of 
the  plants  and  trees  which  they  will  have  to 
deal  with  in  laying  out  the  grounds  or  improv- 
ing the  view  from  any  part  of  the  house. 

The  training  of  women  as  artistic  landsca 
gardeners  affords  knowledge  which  will  be  use- 
ful to  the  (fii|ii|ferwards  in  a  healthy,  well- 


proved  by  proper  treatment  of  .their  gardens* 
Strangely  enough,  in  England,  one  sees  some 
of  the  prettiest  gardens  in  the  Poorer  dwell- 
ings, where  space  is  very,  ^wpmited, '  and 
the  ingenious  cottagers  seize  every  opportun- 
ity of  decorating  their  small  plots  with  quaint 
devices  and  evolve  arrangements  for  display- 
ing flowering  plants. 

Some  of  the  garden  barrels  with  bright- 
colored  flowers  and  variegated  green  creepers 
falling  in  a  glorious  riot  of  color,  which  one 
sees  in  restricted  gardens,  might  be  moved  to 
gardens  of  larger  houses — with  distinct  ad- 
vantage to  the  latter. 

Most  of  these  beauty  clusters  are  the  work 
of  the  womenfolk,  who,  indeed,  seem  to  pos- 
sess a  higher  appreciation  of  the  artistic  possi- 
bilities of  a  plot  of  land  for  flower  culture 
than  the  average  man. 

The  Hon.  Frances  Wolseley,  who  has  writ- 
ten a  book  called  "Gardening  for  Women,"  is 
convinced  that  in  artistic  landscape  gardening 
there  is  a  distinct  field  for  young  women — 
the  daughters  of  professional  men — provided 
that  they  have  proper  instruction  and  are 
taught  the  most  up-to-date  methods  of  making 
the  best  of  the  grounds  at  their  command. 

Undoubtedly,  people  with  the  means  to  im- 
prove the  surroundings  of  their  homes  would 
readily  employ  a  trained  lady  gardener  if  they 
had  an  opportunity  of  viewing  some  of  the 
exquisitely  beautiful  gardens  which  are  the  re- 
sult of  their  labors. 

At  Glynde,  in  Sussex,  England,  Miss  Wolse- 
ley has  a  school,  where  young  women  are 
taught  the  profession,  which  should  certainly 
prove  a  profitable  one  to  those  who  find  the 
work  congenial. 

She  is  herself  an  extremely  skilful  worker, 
and  gives  personal  attention  to  the  proper 
training  of  her  pupils. 

Like  so  many  of  the  country  occupations 
which  are  now  being  taken  up  by  women, 
landscape  gardening  provides  a  healthy  life  in 
the  open  air,  and,  besides  learning  a  paying 
profession,  the  students  find  a  marked  im- 
provement in  their  health  after  devoting  them- 
selves for  a  short  time  to  this  calling. 

Instruction  is  given  in  the  grounds  attached 
to  a  delightful  country  house,  and  when  this 
particular  branch  of  gardening  for  women  was 
started  at  Glynde  the  land  (now  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  gardens  imaginable)  was  just 
an  ordinary  patch  on  the  Sussex  Downs. 

The  transformation  has  been  carried  out 
entirely  by  pupils  under  instruction. 

Some  of  the  corners  of  these  gardens  are 
a  fascinating  example.  In  one  there  is  a 
fairly  large  summer  house  built  up  of  trellis 
work,  which  is  a  mass  of  sweet-scented,  bril- 
liant flowering  creepers  and  climbers,  and 
forms  the  walls  of  the  summer  house,  contrast- 
ed with  the  usual  form  of  wooden  shelter  one 
is  delighted  with  this  novel  effort. 

The  inside  is  no  less  pleasing  than  the  out- 
side, and  the  doorway  leads  to  a  little  fairyland 
of  fountains  and  fish-tanks,  which  make  the 
bower  a  refreshing  retreat  in  summer. 

All  those  who  have  approached  one  of  the 
"stately  homes  of  England"  by  plain  stone 
steps  would  experience  a  sensation  of  wonder 
if  they  were  privileged  to  walk  up  a  flight  of 
steps  "at  Glynde  School.  Here  the  visitor 
makes  the  passage  to  the  house  on  a  veritable 
carpet  of  flowering  plants,  which  are  arranged 
to  shower  forth  bloom  and  variegated  leaf 
from  every  nook  and  cranny.  A  lady  garden- 
er who  could  arrange  such  a  flowery  stepway 
would  be  appreciated  at  many  a  country  home. 
Miss  Wolseley  is  enthusiastic  about  Italian 
gardens,  and  she  recently  displayed  a  complete 
miniature  of  one  as  a  table  decoration. 

One  corner  of  the  Garden  School  grounds 
is  given  up  entirely  to  the  Italian  style,  and 
boasts  an  altogether  unusual  degree  of  bril- 
liance and  art  in  its  effect.  Between  the 
flagstones  moss  and  flowering  plants  make  a 
footway  so  dainty  that  one  almost  hesitates  to 
tread  through  it,  whilst  the  fullest  use  is  made 
of  the  large  Italian  pots,  which  stand  forth 
amongst  the  beds  and  are  scattered  with  artistic

Bananas  with  Whipped  Cream 

Castle  Baskets 

.Rhubarb  Mould

BANANAS  WITH  WHIPPED  CREAM 
Stew  some  bananas  in  syrup.  Cut  slices  of 
bread  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  bananas, 
fry  in  butter,  and  drain  carefully.  When  these 
are  crisp,  spread  them  with  jam  of  some  sort, 
and  lay  a  stewed  banana  on  each  strip;  ar- 
range them  in  a  compote  dish  and  cover  them 
with  whipped  cream,  flavored    with    a    little 

brandv. 

CASTLE  BASKETS 

Weigh  two  eggs  in  the  shell,  and  take  the 
same  weight  of  butter,  sugar  and  Vienna  flour; 
beat  the  butter  to  a  cream  and  beat  the  whites 
and  volks  together  for  ten  minutes  and  mix 
them" lightly  with  the  butter;  all  the  sugar,  then 
the  flour,  also  some  grated  lemon-peel  and  a 
few  drops  of  some  flavoring  essence.  Bake 
for  twenty  minutes  in  small  dariole  moulds, 
turn  them"  out  and  let  them  get  cold.  Care- 
fully scoop  out  the  middles,  cover  the  outsides 
with  apricot  jam  and  roll  them  in  sugar;  put  a 
dessert  spoonful  of  jam  into  each  case,  and  a 
little  whipped  cream,  with  a  preserved  cherry 
on  the  top,  and  cut  some  angelica  in  strips  to 
form  handles  to  the  baskets. 

RHUBARB   MOULD 

Cut  a  pound  of  forced  rhubarb  into  lengths 
and  put  into  a  stewpan  with  half  a  pint  of 
water;  the  peel  of  a  lemon,  and  the  juice  of 
the  same  strained  with  3  oz.  of  sugar.  Let  it 
boil  till  the  rhubarb  is  soft,  stirring  occasion- 
ally; pass  alt  through  a  hair  sieve.  Have  an 
ounce  of  gelatine  melted  in  half  a  gill  of  water, 
which  must  be  stirred  into  the  rhubarb  puree; 
put  in  a  few  drops  of  cochineal,  and  put  into  a 
mould.  The  rhubarb  will  take  about  fifteen 
minutes  to  boil. 

LEMON  SPONGE 

Soak  l  oz.  of  gelatine  in  cold  water  for  six 
hours,  then  dissolve  it  over  the  fire.  Add  the 
thin  peel  of  two  lemons,  the  strained  juice  of 
three  lemons  and  1-2  lb.  of  castor  sugar.  Let 
all  boil  for  a  few  minutes,  strain  it  and  leave 
till  nearly  cold.

Pour 
into  a  wetted  mould  and  leave  till  next  day.

Decorate  a  pudding  mould  with  preserved 
cherries  and  angelica,  then  line  it  with  thin 
slices  of  sponge  cake,  put  a  layer  of  fruit  be- 
tween each  layer  of  cake  till  the  mould  is  half 
full.  Then  fill  up  with  custard  and  steam  for 
three-quarters  of  an  hour.  Serve  with  sauce 
made  by  putting  two  yolks  of  eggs  into  a 
small  pan,  add  l  t-2  oz.  of  white  sugar,  a 
glass  of  sherry  or  marsala,  the  rind  and  juice 
of  half  a  lemon  and  a  spoonful  of  water; 
whisk  on  the  stove  till  it  thickens  to  the  in- 
sistency of  cream.

These  first-com- 
ers had  to  do  without  many  things  and  to  work  hard, 
but  they  were  often  strong  and  healthy  and  were  al- 
most  always   kind   and   hospitable. 


<  Your  fathers  knew  very  ilttle  about  what  was  go- 
ing on  in  the  kingdom  of  Japan.  Now,  nothing  can 
happen  there  that  We  do  not  learn  within  a  few  days 
The  Premier,  who  only  took  office  a  short  time  ago, 
has  made  the  people  very  angry.  There  have  been 
riots  in  the  streets  of  Tokio,  and  the  police  have  found 
it  very  hard  to  keep  the  excited  mob  from  doing  great 
harm.  It  is  said  that  Prince  Katsura,  the  Premier, 
will'  resign. 


There  is  a  coal  famine  in  mid-Winter  in  the  little 
town  of  Eyebrow,  in  Saskatchewan.  It  is  feared  the 
suffering  people  will  attack  the  C.  P.  R.  coal  mine 
near  by.  While  this  would  be  both  wrong  and  fool- 
ish, it  is  no  wonder  the  people  who,  in  that  bittei 
climate,  are  suffering  because  the  dealers  did  not  lay 
in  sufficient  stores,  are  very  angry.  In  our  own 
Province  a  commission  has  been  appointed  to  find  out 
why  coal  should  be  so  dear  and  why  there  is  a  scarcity 
in  cities  in  cold  weather.  On  the  prairies  in  many 
places  the  farmers  cannot  get  wood. 


The  Chinese  who  tried  to  celebrate  the  New  Year 
at  the  old  time  and  in  the  old  way  were  forced  to  stop 
by  the  police.  There  is  a  bylaw  which  declares  that 
fire-crackers  are  dangerous  and  must  not  be  fired  on 
the  streets.  Many  old  Victorians  will  be  sorry  to  see 
the  old  custom  die  out.  Burning  papers  and  firing 
off  crackers  may  be  foolish,  but  the  paying  off  of  all 
debts  and  the  bestowing  of  gifts  on  the  close  of  the 
old  year  were  customs  that  might  well  have  been 
preserved  by  the  new  republic.  It  is  scarcely  likely 
that  for  many  years  the  first  pf  January  will  be  kept 
as  lofyfully  as  was  the  old  feast  in  February. 


chair.  It  Is  very  necessary  that  the  affairs  of  our 
city  shall  be  wisely  and  carefully  managed  this  year. 
The  Mayor  has  much  influence  in  directing  the  policy 
of  the  council,  and  the  belt  man  should  be  chosen. 
No  doubt,  each  candidate  will  tell  the  people  wast  he 
considers  the  best  course  to  pursue,  and  this  will 
help  the  voters  in  their  decision. 


The  City  of  Mexico,  down  whose  streets  cannons 
are  being  fired  and  where  soldiers  are  fighting,  is 
both  large  and  beautiful.  It  is  nearly  eight  times  as 
populous  as  Victoria,  and  contains  many  fine  and  inter- 
esting public  buildings.  In  the  National  Museum  there 
are  priceless  memorials  of  Mexico  before  its  conquest 
by  the  Spaniards,  and  fine  paintings.  The  city  has  a 
large  and  valuable  library,  and  in  its  squares  there  are 
Statues  of  great  beauty.  The  cathedral  is  a  splendid 
building,  and  there  are  fine  colleges  and  schools.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  destruction  which  is  tearing 
up  the  pavements  of  the  streets  and  buildings  near 
the  arsenal,  will  cease  before  it  has  done  damage 
which  no  skill  or  art  of  man  can  replace. 


The  continent  of  Australia  has  room  still  for  many 
more  people  than  the  present  population  of  about 
six  millions.  Not  half  the  land  has  been  taken  up. 
The  North  and  West  is  empty,  and  even  Tasmania  has 
much  unoccupied  land.  Australia  is  a  country  of  big 
cities.  In  the  country  much  of  the  land  is  used  for 
pasturage.  Many  horses,  cattle  or  sheep  can  be  cared 
for  by  a  few  men.  In  this  way  the  Commonwealth 
of  Australia  differs  from  Canada.  There  are,  too, 
great  wheat-growing  areas,  and  of  late  years  fruit- 
growing gives  employment  to  large  numbers.  Mining 
and  stock-raising  are  the  industries  that  have  built 
up  the  cities.  Great  efforts  have  been  made  to  fill  up 
the  vacant  areas  with  white  people,  and  if  it  were  not 
for  the  scarcity  of  water,  Australia  would  become  a 
very  rich  and  populous  land.  The  cane  and  banana 
crops  of  the  North  have  lately  been  injured  by  a 
cyclone. 


The  only  daughter  of  the  German  Emperor,  the 
Princess  Victoria  Louise,  is  engaged  to  be  married  to 
Prince  Ernest  August,  son  of  the  Duke  of  Cumber- 
land. This  is  not  an  English  prince,  as  you  might 
suppose,  but  one  of  the  heirs  to  a  small  German 
state.  It  is,  very  probably,  a  love  match,  for  there 
does  not  seem  to  be  anything  that  Germany  or  the 
great  house  of  Hohenzollern  can  gain  by  it.  The 
'  Princess  is  a  beautiful  girl  and,  it  is  said,  is  as  good 
as  she  is  pretty.  It  is  to  be  hoped  she  and  her  lover 
will  be  very  happy.  The  Prince  is,  on  his  mother's 
side,  a  nephew  of  Queen  Alexandra,  and  on  his  fa- 
ther's a  relative  of  King  George.  You  will  find,  if 
you  look  in  your  histories,  that  when  Queen  Victoria 
came  to  the  throne  in  183  7,  the  kingdom  of  Hanover, 
held  by  the  kings  of  England  from  the  time  of  George 
I.,  passed  to  her  uncle,  the  Duke  of  Cumberland. 
'  Prinze  Ernest  August  is  twenty-six  and  will,  it  is  be- 
lieved,  be  the  next  ruler  of  the  State  of  Brunswick. 


Not  many  city  people  understand  that  our  forests 
are  a  great  crop  that  can  be  harvested  as  any  other 
crop  when  it  is  ripe  and  that  if  proper  care  be  taken 
the  trees  will  grow  again  to  take  the  place  of  those 
that  have  been  cut  down.  The  Forestry  Department 
has  been  established  to  keep  the  forests  from  decay, 
to  protect  them  from  fire  and  to  see  that  the  little 
seedlings  get  a  chance  to  grow  to  fine  trees.  This 
work  has  only  begun,  and  already  the  Government  is 
employing  a  large  number  of  men.  As  the  country  is 
opened  up  many  more  will  be  needed.  The  life  of  a 
forester  takes  him  out  of  doors,  and  the  occupation  is 
one  that  makes  him  observant  and  intelligent.  British 
Columbia  boys  can  begin  very  young  to  learn  about 
the  trees,  and  when  the  university  is  built  there  will 
be  a  School  of  Forestry,  where  they  can  finish  their 
education.  In  his  speech  in  the  Legislature  at  the 
beginning  of  last  week,  Hon.  W.  R.  Ross  showed  that 
our  Province  had  nothing  more  valuable  than  the 
forests,  and  that  the  Government  drew  a  large  part 
of  its  revenue  from  timber  licenses  an4  the  sale  of 
forest  lands.  Already  we  send  lumber  to  all  quar- 
ters of  the  globe,  and  when  the  Panama  Canal  is 
opened  the  demand  for  it  will  be  greater,  for  freights 
to   most   parts  of  the   world   will   be   lower. 


On  Sunday  of  last  week  the  enemies  of  President 
Madero  and  of  his  Government  assembled  in  the  City 
of  Mexico.  Part  of  the  army  joined  the  rebels. 
General  Felix  Diaz,  the  nephew  of  the  late  President, 
Porfirio  Diaz,  was  released  from  prison  and  took  com- 
mand of  the  rebel  army.  The  arsenal  was  seized 
with  most  of  the  artillery.  There  was  fighting 
almost  all  day  between  the  loyal  soldiers,  who  rallied 
to  Madero's  aid,  and  the  rebels.  Among  the  killed 
was  General  Bernardo  Reyes,  a  supporter  of  Diaz. 
On  Tuesday  the  streets  of  the  Mexican  capital  were 
again  filled  with  the  roar  of  artillery  and  the  shouts 
and  screams  of  wounded  and  dying  men.  Everyone 
w:io  appeared  in  the  streets  was  in  danger  of  death. 
Colonel  Castillo,  one  of  Madero's  officers,  was  killed, 
but  Diaz  still  held  the  arsenal,  which  the  rebels  cap- 
hired  so  suddenly.  It  is  said  the  rebels  will  be  joined 
by  deserters  from  the  government  army  in  the 
Northern  province  of  Chihuahua,  where  so  much 
tighting  has  been  carried  on.  President  Madero, 
however,  is  confident  that  he  has  the  support  of  the 
majority  of  his  countrymen,  and  that  he  will  be  able, 
in  the  end,  to  subdue  his  enemies  and  establish  a  set- 
tled government.      It  looks   as  though   the  long  and 
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refuse.  With  this  was  the  diary  kept  by  the  ex- 
plorers, who,  as  long  as  they  lived,  never  forgot  that 
they  had  come  to  the  Antarctic  regions  to  gain  know- 
ledge which  they  believed  would  benefit  the  world. 
This  record  is  very  sad  and  shows  that  the  men  suf- 
fered from  the  most  intense  and  continued  cold. 
Captain  Scott  concludes  his  diary  with  the  following 
paragraphs,   which   every  one  of  you   can   understand: 

"We  arrived  within  eleven  miles  of  our  old  One 
Ton  Camp  with  fuel  for  one  hot  meal  and  food  for 
two  days.  For  four  days  we  have  been  unable  to  leave 
the  tent,  the  gale  blowing  about  us.  We  are  weak. 
Writing  is  difficult,  but  for  my  own  sake,  1  don't  re- 
gret this  journey,  which  has  shown  that  Englishmen 
can  enduTe  hardships,  help  one  another,  and  meet 
death  with  as  great  fortitude  as  ever  in  the  past.  We 
knew,  we  took  our  position,  we  have  no  cause 
for  complaint,  but  bow  to  the  will  of  Providence,  de- 
termined still  to  do  our  best   to  the  last. 

"But  if  we  have  been  willing  to  give  our  lives  to 
this  enterprise,  which  is  for  the  honor  of  our  coun- 
try, I  appeal  to  our  countrymen  to  see  those  who  de- 
pend upon  us  are  properly  cared  for.  Had  we  lived 
1  should  have  had  a  tale  to  tell  of  the  hardihood,  en- 
durance and  courage  of  my  companions,  which  would 
have  stirred  the  heart  of  every   Englishman. 

"These  rough  notes  are  our  death  bell's  toll,  but 
surely,  surely  a  great,  rich  country  like  ours  will  see 
that  those  who  are  dependent  upon  us  shall  be  proper- 
ly provided  for." 

(Signed)   "R.  Scott.  March  25.   I'M  2." 

And  yet  these  freezing,  starving  men  carried  with 
them  their  geological  specimens,  and  left  them  where 
they  would  be  safe.  But  the  story  is  told  at  full 
length  in  Tuesday's  paper,  and  every  one  of  you 
should  read  or  listen  to  it.  It  should  be  said  that 
Captain  Scott  found  the  records  Amundsen  left  at 
the  South  Pole.  Some  of  us  wonder  whether  its  dis- 
covery was  worth  the  price  that  was  paid  for  it.  The 
news  came  from  Christchureh,  New  Zealand,  at  which 
the  search  party  landed  in  the  Terra  Nova.

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HEN  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company 
began  operations  a  little  more 
than  two  hundred  years  ago,  its 
field  for  a  considerable  time  was 
limited  to  the  districts  adjacent  to 
the  shores  of  the  Bay— the  great  sea  of  the 
North,  as  it  was  sometimes  called.  The  field 
widened  as  years  passed  and  the  company  grew 
stronger  and  its  servants  more  numerous,  and 
in  time  it  became  practically  the  entire  Can- 
adian West.  The  central  field — it  might  be 
called  the  home  field — comprised  the  vast  area 
lying  between  the  Great  Lakes  and  the  Rocky 
Mountains,  and  between  the  Bay  and  the  head- 
waters of  the  Red  River.  A  great  part  of  that 
area  is  today  organized  into  three  provinces, 
whose  northern  boundary  is  the  sixtieth  parallel 
of  north  latitude.  Beyond  this  are  the  unor- 
ganized territories  that  enclose  the  Bay  and 
stretch  away  to  the  Arctic  Ocean.  •  In  all  this 
vast  region,  British  Columbia  included,  which 
comprises  both  itnir  West  and  our  Northwest, 
there  is  a  native  population  numbering  66,074, 
made  up  of  61,474  Indians  and  4,6#  ^ratoi 
—descendants  qf  the  original  possessors .ofigji 
soil.  Of  this  Indian  population,  53,m  tads 
are  to  be  found  within  the  confines  of  the  four - 


prov^ficw  of  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  Aioerta 
and  British  Wurobia.  v 

For  the  most  part  this  Indian  populp&n' 
have  surrendemHx*atever~-sovereign  rign||4fc 
the  soil  they  may  have  had,  and  are  living  on 
reserves  under  treaty  with  the  Government  of 
Canada,  and  by  the  Government  they  are  in 
part  maintained.  Many  are  adopting  the  white 
man's  mode  of  life.  They  are  raising  cattle  in- 
stead of  hunting  buffalos,  as  did  their  ancestors; 
they  are  cultivating  the  soil,  and  engaging  in 
various  industrial  pursuits.  A  considerable  num- 
ber of  the  Indians  in  the  most  northern  districts 
of  these  provinces  still  follow  the  chase  as  a 
means  of  livelihood,  and  among  those  in  the 
territories  hunting  and  fishing  are  still  the  staple 
occupations. 

Throughout  all  these  millions  of  acres  of 
territory  and  among  these  thousands  of  savages 
and  semi-savages,  the  Government  of  Canada 
maintains  law  and  order;  and  the  work  is  so 
well  done  that  life  and  property  are  about  as 
safe  in  the  Canadian  West  as  they  are  in  the 
oldest  and  most  thickly  settled  parts  of  Eastern 
Canada. 

When  the  white  man  came  to  the  West, 
which  may  be  considered  as  the  time  when  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company  began  operation,  and 
for  many  years  afterwards,  the  whole  Western 
region  contained  a  very  considerable  Indian 
population,  whose  existence  was  to  a  large  ex- 
lent  not  only  made  possible,  but  comparatively 
easy  by  the  presence  on  the  plains  of  countless 
herds  of  buffalo,  which  supplied  the  Indians 
with  meat  and  raiment  and  habitations. 

THE  INDIAN  OF  YESTERDAY 
Considerable"  as  was  this  indian  population, 
as  well  as  of  the  much  earlier  visitors  to  the 
as  well  as  of  the  much  eariler  visitors  to  the 
East,  to  overestimate  the  number  of  abor- 
igines. For  example,  in  1709  there  appeared 
an  estimate  that  there  were  not  less  than  one 
million  members  of  the  Cree  nation  alone.  In 
1749  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  thought  the 
number  of  Crees  to  be  about  100,000  all  told. 
By  the  end  of  the  next  half-century  they  had 
diminished  to  about  14,000,  although  in  1810 
the  famous  fur-trader  from  Montreal,  Alexan- 
der Henr  I  only  300  tents  full  of  Crees, 
capable  of  furnishing  le^s  than  1,000  fighting 
men. 

The  next  numerous  tribe  was  the  Assini- 
boine,  or  Stone  Indians,  who,  it  is  believed,  or- 
iginated with  the  Sioux.  Half  a  century  before 
the  first  fort  was  built  by  the  company  they 
were  in  possession  of  a  vast  extent  of  prairie 
country  near  the  Keel  River,  and  thence  running 
westward.  The  region  they  inhabited  may  be 
said  to  commence  at  the  Hare  Hills,  near  Red 
River,  running  along  the  Assiniboine  River  to 
the  junction  of  the  north  and  south  branches 
of  the  Saskatchewan.  They  were  generally  of 
moderate  stature,  slender  and  active.  In  com- 
plexion they  were  of  a  lighter  copper  color 
than  the  Crees,  with  more  regular  features. 

Among  the  other  tribes  trading  with  the 
company  were  the  Sioux,  Blackfeet,  Blood, 
Slave  and  Crow  Indians.  And  there  were  also 
the  Eskimos,  with  whom  a  traffic  was  carried 
on  chiefly  for  whalebone,  ivory  and  oil. 

THE  EARLY  ESKIMOS 

In  writing  of  them  Captain  Coats  says:  "I 
have  often  thought  tbll  people  of  the  lineage 
of  the  Chinese,  in  the  many  features  I  see  in 
them,  their  hloatcd  flat  face*-,  little  eyes,  black 
hair,  little  hands  and  feet,  and  their  listlessness 
in  traveling.  They  arc  very  fair,  when  free 
from  grease,  very  submissive  and  very  tender 
to  their  children." 

It  is  certain  that  in  those  long-ago  years  the 
Great  West  contained  a  considerable  Indian 
population — sparse,  it  is  true,  when  the  aYea  it 
possessed  is  considered,  but  exceedingly  large 
in  comparison  with  the  numbers  of  the  servants 
of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  who  for  years 
were  the  only  white  men  throughout  all  that 
vast  region.  The  company's  posts  were  far 
apart,  separated  by  hundreds  of  miles  of  inhos- 
pitable wilderness.  During  the  early  years 
these  forts  or  posts  were  of  wood,  and  therefore 
liable  to  complete  destruction  by  fire.  At 
some  of  the  important  posts  small  garrisons 
were  maintained,  but  many  of  the  posts,  where 


a  large  trade  was  carried  on,  were  held  by  a 
factor,  a  couple  of  clerks,  and  a  few  general 
utility  men. 

All  this  was  possible  because  the  Indians  of 
the  West  were  not  the  fierce  and  implacable 
savages  that  were  the  Indians  of  the  East,  the 
ferocious  Iroquois  for  example,  or  the  blood- 
thirsty tribes  of  the  lower  Mississippi.  Against 
such  Indians  as  these  the  forts  and  wooden 
palisades  of  the  company  would  have  afforded 
little  or  no  protection.  Compared  to  these 
Eastern  Indians  the  red  men  of  the  company's 
territory  were  pacific  indeed.  On  the  whole, 
they  had  no  marked  enmity  to  the  white  men, 
"and  long  displayed  remarkable  and  extremely 
welcome  docility." 

An  officer  named  Jeremie,  who  commanded 
at  one  of  the  forts  during-  the  period  when 
France  held  the  Hudson  Bay  country,  wrote  of 
the  Assiniboines  that  "they  are  humane  and  af- 
fable; and  so  also  are  those  Indians  with  whom 
we'  have  commerce  on  the  Bay,  never  trading 
with  the  French  but  as  their  fathers  and  patrons. 
Although  savages,  they  are  foes  to  lying, 
which  is  extraordinary  in  nations  which  live 
without  subordination  or  discipline.  One  can- 
not impute  to  them  any  vice,  unless  they  are  a 
Iflfli  too-'-if||iin^f^^fe?^,| jr  never  blaspheme-

as  a  physician,  and  found  that  was  a  character 
held  in  high  veneration."  He  then  goes  on  to 
relate  that  the  Indians'  credulity  as  to  drugs  and 
nostrums  exposed  them  to  gross  deception  on 
the  part  of  many  agents  of  the  company.  One 
of  the  chiefs  informed  this  trader  that  he  had 
been  at' one  of  the  posts  on  the  Bay  the  year 
before,  and  had  there  purchased  a  quantity  of 
medicines  which  he  would  allow  the  trader  to 
inspect.  Accordingly,  the  Indian  brought  in  a 
bag  containing  numerous  small  papers  in  which 
the  trader  found  lumps  of  sugar,  grains  of  cof- 
fee, pepper,  allspice,  cloves,  tea,  nutmegs,  gin- 
ger and  other  things  of  the  kind,  sold  as  speci- 
fics against  evil  spirits  and  against  the  dangers 
of  battles.  These  compounds,  so  the  Indian 
had  been. told,  gave  power  over  enemies,  par- 
ticularly over  the  white  bear,  of  which  the  In- 
dians in  those  Northern  latitudes  were  much 
afraid. 

As  time  passed  and  the  intercourse  be- 
tween the  traders  vand  the  Indians  increased,  the 
latter,  gradually  began  to  abandon  many  of 

■  their 'habits  and  customs,  and"  even  to  change 
their  appearance.  Year  after  year  they  brought 
in  to  the  posts  the  furs  taken  by  means  of 

•.■J|$n ting  and  trapping,  and  received  in  exchange, 
the  greater,  part  of  the  necessities  of  lift*  wntfh 


they  no  longer  provided  for  themselves.  The 
tribes  in  time  came  practically  to  be  ;n  the  pay 
of  the  company,  or  lived  upon  its  bounty.  Or- 
iginality was  destroyed,  and  many  of  the  most 
useful  arts  of  earlier  times  were  lost. 

NO  POWDER  LED  TO  FAMINE 
A  striking  instance  of  this  occurred  in  1  708, 


and  blankets,  for  all  of  which  he  made  payment 
in  furs. 

BEAVER  THE  CURRENCY 

The  most  common  fur  brought  in  early  in 
the  Summer  and  stored  in  the  company's  ware- 
houses, pending  shipment  to  England  in  the 
company's  vessels,  was  the  beaver,  which  was 
classified  into  eight  varieties — the  fat  Winter 
beaver,  worth  six  shillings  a  pound;  the  fat 
Summer  beaver,  worth  two  shillings  and  nine- 
pence;  next  the  dry  Winter;  then  the  dry 
Summer,  and  so  forth.  Of  course,  money  was 
not  paid  for  the  furs,  but  goods  equal  in  value 
to  the  value  of  the  furs  were  given  in  exchange. 
The  tendency  of  the  trade  was  always  to  keep 
down  the  price  of  furs  and  keep  up  the  price 
of  goods;  and  the  Indians  were  pretty  much  at 
the  mercy  of  the  company  until  rival  traders 
appeared  in  the  field,  especially  those  enter- 
prising men  who  set  up  the  Northwest  C$jjp?' 
pany. 

It  is  related  that  in  1742— a  year  belong- 
ing to  the  period  here  specially under  considera- 
tion— the  natives  were  so  discouraged  in  the# 
trade  with  the  comity  that  many  found  the 
'^:^§^;^^;mn^ng  to  the  posts,  and' 
iold  tor  Very  Utile.  According  to 


ings  to  the  spirits  so  as  to  insure  kind  treatment 
in  the  "happy  hunting  ground"  for  departed 
relatives  and  friends.  Often  these  furs  were 
used  as  bedding  and  bed  coverings.  Sometimes 
the  beaver  was  not  skinned,  but  the  fur  was 
burned  oft  and  the  carcase  was  roasted  whole 
for  food  at  a  banquet. 

Many  of  the  districts  in  which  those  bea- 
vers were  taken  two  centuries  ago  are  today 
countrysides,  on  whose  fertile  land  great  crops 
of  wheat  ripen  each  August.  The  Indian,  too, 
is  learning  to  lill  the  soil,  and  the  great  com- 
pany's trading  posts  are  to  be  found  in  the 
Northland  beyond  the  frontier.

THE  LATE  DUKE 

The  Duke  of  Abercorn,  who  died  on  January 
3,  was  in  his  seventy-fifth  year.  He  was  Duke  of 
Abercom  in  Ireland,  Marquis  of  Abercorn  in  Eng- 
land, and  Earl  of  Abercorn  in  Scotland,  besides 
possessing  many  other  titles.     He  was  one  of  only

three  peers  who  possessed  distinct  peerages  of  the 
three  kingdoms,  the  others  being  the  Marquis  of 
Lansdowne  and  the  Earl  of  Verulam.  His  four 
brothers  have  all  attained  distinction,  and  Lord 
Frederick  during  a  brief  incursion  into  journalism 
made  himself  a  great  favorite  in  Fleet  Street. 


Indians  possessed  many  qualities  that  astonished 
the  servants  of  the  company,  one  being  the 
wonderful  intuition  of  the  Indians  which  en- 
abled him  without  the  aid  of  compass  to  travel 
the  trackless  wilderness  and  rarely  miss  his 
way."  "The  trees,  he  knew,  were  all  bent  to 
the  south,  and  the  branches  on  that  side  were 
larger  and  stronger  than  on  the  north,  as  was 
also  the  moss.  To  apprise  his  women  of  the 
spot  where  the  game  was  killed,  lie  broke  of! 
branches  here  and  there,  laying  them  in  the 
path  with  their  ends  pointed,  in  the  requisite 
direction." 

k  The  writings  of  traders  throw  interesting 
sidelights  on  the  people  who  held  our  West 
centuries  ago,  and  whose  descendants  are  today 
the  neighbors  of  those  stirrdy  Canadians  who 
are  so  rapidly  turning  the  West  into  one  of  the 
granaries  of  the  Empire.  One  trader  says  that 
all  these  Indians  "hate  to  taste  cheese,  having 
taken  up  an  opinion  that  it  is  made  of  dead 
men's  fat."  They  were  fond  of  prunes  and 
raisins,  and  would  give  a  beaver  skin  for  twelve 
to  carry  to  their  children.  They  would  also 
give  a  beaver  skin  for  a  Jew's-harp  or  a  tin 
trumpet.     "All  toys  were  jewels  to  them." 

THE  INDIANS'  BOGUS  MEDICINE 

Another  trader  of  a  little  later  period  writes : 

"Having  been  fortunate  enough  to  administer 

medical  relief  to  one  of  these  Indians  during 

their  stay  at  the  post  I  came  to  be  considered 


when  the  French  held  Port  Nelson,  to  which 
they  gave  the  name  Fort  Bourbon.  One  com- 
mandant, Delisle  by  name,  neglected  his  duties. 
During  one  season  no  ships  came  out  from 
France,  and  stores  and  ammunition  were  lack- 
ing at  the  fort.  The  sale  of  gunpowder  to  the 
Indians  had  to  be  stopped,  and  that  produced  a 
famine  among  the  red  men.  Having  long  relied 
upon  the  musket  as  their  weapon  for  killing 
game  and  thereby  procuring  their  food,  the 
cutting  off  of  their  supply  of  gunpowder  com- 
pelled them  to  fall  back  upon  the  discarded 
weapons  of  more  primitive  times — the  bow 
and  arrow.  But  disuse  had  deprived  them  of 
their  skill,  and  the  result  was  that  with  bow 
and  arrow  they  could  not  kill  sufficient  game  to 
supply  them  with  food.  There  was  famine 
throughout  the  wilderness  of  the  North.  Many 
hundreds  of  Indians  died  of  starvation  within  a 
radius  of  sixty  miles  of  the  fort.  Cannibalism 
was  practiced,  the  strong  killing  and  devouring 
the  weak. 

During  this  period  of  the  history  of  our 
West — the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century — 
the  principle  things  necessary  for  the  support 
and  satisfaction  of  an  Indian  and  his  family 
were  a  gun,  powder  and  shot,  a  powder-horn, 
a  bayonet,  a  hatchet,  an  ice-chisel,  knives  and 
flints,  and,  if  possible,  an  iron  or  copper  kettle. 
Ml  these  he  obtained  from  the  company's'stores, 
"and  he  began  to  look  to  the  stores  for  garments 


lace  cost  seven  beavers,  an  axe  four,  a  bill- 
hook one,  a  gallon  of  brandy  four,  a  shirt 
seven — "all  of  which  sold  at  a  monstrous  profit, 
even  to  two  thousand  -per  cent,"  adds  the  ob- 
servant voyageur.  That  was  more  than  a  cen- 
tury and  a  half  ago,  but  even  at  that  remote 
time  the  Indians  of  our  Northwest  found  the 
cost  of  living  exceedingly  high — and  a  trading 
monopoly  was  the  cause. 

JOURNEYING  TO  THE  TRADING  POST 

The  Indians  in  the  southern  district  usually 
assembled  in  May  at  Lake  Winnipeg,  and  after 
being  harangued  by  an  old  chief,  who  advised 
respecting  their  journey  and  their  trading,  they 
set  out  for  York  Factory..  Fully  six  hundred 
canoes,  containing  one  thousand  persons,  came 
down  annually  to  York  Factory  with  furs  to 
trade.  Their  canoes  were  small,  holding  on  an 
average  two  men  and  a  pack  of  one  hundred 
beaver  skins,  with  not  much  room  for  pro- 
visions. The  result  was  that  often  great  quan- 
tities of  furs  were  left  behind  by  the  Indians, 
and  to  a  large  extent  these  furs  were  a  dead 

loss. 

At  that  time  a  good  Western  hunter  could 
take  six  hundred  beaver  skins  during  the  course 
of  a  season.  One  hundred  were  carried  down 
to  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company's  post,  and  the 
remainder  were  used  at  home  in  various  ways. 
Sometimes  the  Indian  hung  a  number  of  these 
beaver  skins  on  the  branches  of  trees  as  offer- 


that  when- he  counted  from  left  to  right  his 
*"  cash  balanced  exactly,  but  that  when  he  count- 
ed from  right  to  left  there  was  a  shortage  of 
$50.  The ^eUirfc  S#tH  more  than  two  hours  in, 
trying  to  find  out  what  was  the  matter.  Fin- 
ally, in  desperation,  he  called  upon  the  cashier 
for  assistance.  The  cashier  had  no  better 
success.  Again  and  again  he  counted  the  bills, 
with  the  same  result — one  time  the  cash 
would  balance,  and  the  next  time  it  would 
show  a  shortage.  Finally,  he  examined  each 
bill — both  face  and  back — whereupon  the 
mystery  was  explained.  One  of  the  bills  bore 
the  design  of  $50  on  the  face  and  that  of  $100 
on  the  back.  The  clerk  had  taken  the  bill 
for  $100. 

Upon  corresponding  with  the  Treasury- 
Department,  they  found  that  the  department 
had  a  record  of  the  bill.  In  1890  one  sheet 
of  bank  notes  for  a  national  bank  in  Kansas 
City  had  been  reversed  in  the  press.  One 
plate  bore  the  obverse  of  a  $5o-dollar  bill  at 
top  and  the  obverse  of  a  $l00-bill  at  the  bot- 
'  torn.  The  other  plate  bore  the  reverse  of  the 
two  notes.  As  each  sheet  was  printed  it  had 
been  laid '  aside  to  dry  before  being  run 
through  for  the  reverse  printing.  Inadvert- 
ently the  pressman  had  turned  one  sheet  up- 
side down,  with  the  result  that  two  misprint- 
ed bills  came  forth — one  with  a  $5o-dollar 
face  and  $100-dollar  back,  and  the  other  with 
the  $l00-dollar  face  and  the  $5o-dollar  back. 
This  note  was  returned  to  the  Treasury  and 
destroyed,  and  a  perfect  one  issued  in  its  stead. 

On  the  I880  notes  is  found  a  Treasury 
seal  entirely  different  from  any  other  ever 
used  by  the  Government.  The  key,  which  is 
one  of  the  most  important  symbols  of  the 
seal,  shows  a  handle  at  the  left-hand  side,  in- 
stead of  at  the  right,  as  on  all  others.  The 
shield  is  of  different  shape,  and  the  stars  are 
larger.  The  two  ends  of  the  band  surround- 
ing the  symbols  are  fastened  with  a  buckle, 
which  in  no  other  instance  forms  a  part  of 
the  design  of  a  Treasury  seal.  This  is  the 
only  issue  of  notes  on  which  the  peculiar  seal 
was*  used,  and  collectors  of  paper  money  in- 
clude them  among  the  "freaks."     ■ 

Another  curiosity  is  a  one-dollar  note  of 
the  Second  National  Bank  of  Ravenna,  Ohio. 
It  lacks  the  signatures  of  the  president  and 
cashier,  although  it  was  circulated  without 
challenge.  A  one-dollar  •  national  bank  note 
of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Fall  River, 
Mass.,  also  lacks  both  signatures,  but  passed 
freely  for  some  time  before  the  blunder  was 
observed.  Still  another  one-dollar  note — that 
of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Indianapolis — 
lacks  the  signature  of  the  president.  A  cer- 
tain legal  tender  note  of  i860  has  one  very 
curious  feature.  Its  face  bears  a  portrait  of 
Webster,  and  a  representation  of  Rolfe  pre- 
senting Pocohontas  to  Queen  Elizabeth.  At 
the  bottom  of  the  centre  is  a  small  eagle. 
Upon  turning  this  bill  upside  down  the  eajrjle 
presents  a  faithful  likeness  of  a  donkey's  head. 
Whether  this  was  intended  by  the  engraver  a.s 
a  joke  is  not  known,  but  the  resemblance  is 
so  close  that  it  seems  to  indicate  premedita- 
tion on  his  part. — Youth's  Companion.

THE  WANING  OF  THE  CRESCENT 


IE  always  interesting  summai  \  of 
Japanese  current  literature  which 
appears  monthly  in  The  Japan 
Mail  contains  a  synopsis  of  the 
views  expressed  in  the  November 
and  December  numbers  of  the  Chuo  Koron  by 
various  well-known  writers  on  the  strong  and 
weak  points  of  the  Japanese  character.  We 
quote  the  following: 

Dr.  Manai  Takuzo — One  of  the  greatest  of 
our  weaknesses  is  our  inability  to  make  a  suc- 
cess of  constitutional  government.  Notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  we  have  had  the 
form  of  representative  government  here 
tot  several  decades,  the  reality  stitt 
seems  far  off.  <  Bureaucracy  is  strong 
today  because  the  men  elected  to  rep- 
resent the  people  are  totally  unfit  for  the  posi- 
tion they  occupy.  Their  election  is  brought 
about  by  wholesale  bribery.  They  are  called 
upon  io  legislate  on  law,  finance,  the  admini- 
stration of  government,  business,  and  other 
things,  but  of  these  subjects  they  are  profound- 
ly ignorant.  Until  our  people  as  a  whole  take 
sufficient  interest  in  politics  to  refuse  to  be 
bribed  and  to  insist  on  selecting  men  of  charac- 
ter, probity,  and  ability  to  represent  them  in 
the  Diet,  men  who  are  superior  to  the, ordinary 


or  business  point  of  view.  To  know  ourselves 
thoroughly  and  to  realize  where  we  are  strong 
and  where  weak  is  essential  to  high,  develop- 
ment. I  will  begin  with  what  I  consider  to  be 
Mm  greatest  delects. 

(1)  Pettiness. — We  make  a  great  fuss 
about  verj  small  matters  and  squabble  over 
trifles.  Large-mindedness  is  rare  among  lis. 
\\  henever  a  man  tries  to  accomplish  anything 
he  finds  all  sorts  of  obstructions  placed  in  his 
way  by  small-minded  people.  If  anything 
really  meritorious  has  been  effected,  there  are 
always  people  near  who  are  ready  to  question 
its  value,  to  throw  suspicion  on  it.  Envy  and 
petty  jealousy  are  very  common  with  us.  When 
a  man  who  has  risen  in  the  world  meets  with  a 
reverse  and  loses  his  position*  there  are  always 
people  who  secretly  rejoice  over  it.  ( Hisoka 
ni  yoroltbfcu  io  iu  fa  $a  am.  K 

(2)  Our  ideas  are  all  small  and  $e  are  sat- 
isfied with  very  minor  attainments.  The 
country  is  small,  our  houses  are  small,  most 
of  our  utensils  are  small,  and  our  aspirations 
seem  to  correspond  with  the  diminutiveness  to 
be  seen  everywhere.  Small  enterprises  satisfy 
us.  Our  people  seem  to  have  quite  a  supersti- 
tious attachment  to  small  tHihgs.  That  women 
should  be  contented  with  trifling  objects  is  nat- 


uial  enough,  but  with  Japanese  men  who  are 
expected  To  compete  with  foreigners,  to  have 
no  great  aims  or  ambition  means  considerable 
loss  to  the  country. 


lunger  fascinated  by  things  Chinese,  for  the 
simple  reason  that  we  have  come  under  the 
spell  of  France,  of  Germany,  oi  England,  and 
nt  America.  Our  novelists  write  under  for- 
eign influence,  our  scientists  and  artists  sit  at 
the  feet  of  foreign  experts  in  these  branches  of 
knowledge.  In  religion  it  is  the  same.  The 
number  of  our  people  who  have  at  one  time 
been  enamored  of  Christianity  and  afterwards 
have  given  it  up  is  very  large.  To  adopt  what 
is  good  from  other  countries  is  commendable, 
but  Japanese  do  it  to  the  extent  of  losing  their 
owji  independence  and  becoming  slaves  to  their 

(6)  Fickleness  is  also  one  of  our  weak- 
nc-..cs.— we-  love  change  for  change's  sake. 
#Miln1cult  for  our  people  to  stick  to  anything 
very  long,  tack  of  steadfastness  and  con- 
stancy Is  one  of  our  national  defects.

The 
present  Civil  Service  regulations  ought  to  be 
abolished  by  the  Diet,  and  Government  service 
tre-tfirowTToperrto  the  whole  nation,  if  thihgsr 
go  on  as  they  have  been  doing,  grave  concern 
must  be  felt  for  the  future  of  constitutional  gov- 
ernment in  Japan.  Indifference  to  the  whole 
question  of  the  government  of  the  country  is 
one  of  our  greatest  national  weaknesses. 

Mr.  Tagawa  Daikichiro — -It  may  be  be- 
cause of  their  insular  sentiments,  or  as  a  result 
of  long  centuries  of  isolation,  but  there  te  no 
denying  that  the  Japanese  regard  each  other 
and  foreigners  as  enemies,  that  they  are  a  com-, 
bative  set  of  people.  We  show  more  activity: 
in  quarreling  than  in  anything  else.  I  see  noth- 
ing derogatory  in  this  competitive  spirit  of  ours. 
But  it  carries  with  it  a  certain  impetuosity  that 
is  dangerous.  We  are  an  excitable  people  and 
our  excitability  often  carries  us  too  far. 

Mr.  Kamada  Eikichi— To  me  it  seems  that 
our  strongest  characteristic  is  readiness  to  learn 
from  other  nations  what  is  worth  knowing — • 
open-mindedness,  great  receptivity.  We  have 
imported  much  from  India,  China,  Korea,  arid 
the  Western  world. ;  But  while  doing  this,  we 
have  retained  what  was  valuable  in  our  inherit- 
ed instincts,  sentiments  and  principles.  But  one 
of  our  greatest  weaknesses  is  the  tendency  to 
fun  to  extremes.  When  in  a  pro-foreign  mood 
we  go  in  for  everything  foreign  whether  good 
-or  bad.  When  in  an  anti-foreign  or  conserva- 
tive mood  we  represent  everything  foreign  as 
inferior  to  things  in  Japan.  The  notion  now 
being  propagated  by  certain  foreigners  that  we 
are  on  the  downward  path  is -false.  Our  set- 
backs are  of  short  duration  and  are  invariably 
followed  by  big  forward  movements. 

Dr.  Inoue  Tetsujiro — it  seems  to  me  that 
there  is  no  subject  that  is  more  important  than 
this  one,  regarded  from  a  political,  educational

(3)  The  Japanese  are  a  quick-tempered 
people.— Whether  it  is  the  climate  or  what  1 
JtnoW  not,  but  we  are  a  very  emotional  race, 
and  when  overcome  with  anger  stop  at  nothing 
and  quarrel  with  each  other  in  a  most  wild 
manner.  >(Do  natte  mo  kamawanu  to  iu  guai 
ni  ■muchakucha  ni  natte  kenkwa  wo  shitari.) 
But  it  is  true  that  with  our  people  anger  passes 
away  like  a  storm  and  is  soon  forgotten.  This 
shows  simplicity  of  nature  and  ingenuousness 
and  is  praised  by  some  people  as  one  of  our 
merits.  No  doubt  quick  recovery  from  temper 
is  better  than  the  harboring  of  resentment  for 
a  long  time,  but  still  the  tendency  to  give  way 
to  anger  for  trivial  causes  is  to  be  condemned. 

(4)  We  are  too  dependent  in  spirit. — In- 
stead of  doing  things  ourselves  we  want  our 
fathers,  brothers,  or  seniors  to  do  them  for  us. 
If  no  help  is  to  be  got  from  any  of  these,  then 
we  are  apt  to  complain  that  the  world  4£  treat- 

^H|us'  harshly.  The  world  is  full  of  incapable 
young  men  who  do  nothing  but  complain  that 
nobody  helps  them  to  get  work.  If  they  were 
efficient,  people  would  readily  employ  them,  as 
they  are  always  on  the  look-out  for  efficient 
men.     If  they  are  useless  no  relation  or  friend 

Vtlpji'.do  anything  for  them.  Dependents  are  lo 
be  found  in  all  countries,  but  they  are  far  more 
numerous  here  than  elsewhere. 

(5)  Another  objectionable  characteristic 
of  ours  is  the  tendency  to  overestimate  things. 
— We  began  by  being  enamored  by  everything 
Chinese.  Anything  that  the  Chinese  said  or  did 
was  regarded  as  "remarkable."  In  recent 
times  we  have  come  to  despise  the  Chinese. 
(Konnichi  dewa  Shina  wo  keibetsu  shite  oru.) 
This  change  of  sentiment  is  a  proof  of  our  great 
susceptibility  to  outside  influences.     We  are  no 


speaks  well  for  the  future  of  the  empire. 

(?)  We  are  in  all  things  lovers  of  simply 

city. — It  is  seen  in  our  houses,  our  food,  our 
dress,  and  our  daily  sopial  intercourse.  While 
foreigners  shakei  hands  and  kiss  dach  other,  we 
salute  by  means' of  a  simple  bow.  Artlessness 
is  to  be  seen  in  all  our  ways.  Some  people 
might  call  it  childishness,  but  it  has  the  charm 
JHpftieing  perfectly  natural.  As  a  nation  we  are 
great  lovers  of  nature,  as  may  be  seen  by  the 
fact  that  even  some  of  the  poorest  of  our  peo- 
ple find  money  enough  to  purchase  a  dwarfed 
pine  tree  or  a  few  twigs  of  a  blooming  cherry. 
So  fond  are  we  of  all  things  natural  that  not -the 
songs  of  birds  only,  but  even  the  noises  made 
by  insects  have  a  certain  charm  for  us. 

(3)  Our  loyalty  to  the  throne  is  most  sin- 
cere.— I  don't  think  there  is  any  nation  that  is 
equal  to  us  in  this.  The  place  we  have  won 
for  ourselves  among  the  world's  great  Powers 
today  was  not  won  by  our  troops  alone,  but 
by  the  whole  nation  acting  in  concert,  bound 
together  by  the  regard  felt  by  all  for  the  Im- 
perial House.  The  strength  of  the  tie  that 
unites  us  was  never  more  strongly  tested  than 
during  the  two  successful  wars  that  we  waged. 
If  we  were  asked  to  say  what  is  the  chief 
source  of  our  national  energy,  we  should  reply 
— this  devotion  to  the  throne.  Our  invincibil- 
ity as  a  nation  comes  from  this.  In  this  we  are. 
certainly  a  unique  people  on  the  face  of  the 
earth. 

There  are  no  doubt  many  other  particular 
in  which  we  excel.  I  do  not  pretend  to  have  ex- 
hausted the  list.  But  the  most  important  tfiing 
for  us  to  do  is  to  take  steps  for  strengthening 
ourselves  where  we  are  weak,  while  further 
developing  the  powers  in  which  we  excel.

EVOLUTION  OF  THE  SHIP 


At  the  Nomad's  Club,  at  Montreal  the 
other  evening,  Mr.  Thomas  Robb,  manager 
and  secretary  of  the  Shipping  Federation  ot 
Canada,  delivered  a  very  interesting  address 
on  "Navigation,  Ancient  and  Modern.''  He 
described  the  gradual  evolution  of  the  ship 
from  the  small  paddle  boat  of  the  Egyptians 
in  which  the  first  recorded  oversea  expedition 
took  place  about  28oo  B.C.,  or  about  the 
time  of  the  Ark  to  the  land  of  Punt,  now  con- 
sidered to  be  Somaliland.  With  the  advent 
of  the  ancient  maritime  powers  qi  <  ireece  and 
Phoenicia,  came  further  development,  and 
great  sea  battles  took  place  during  the  last 
thousand  years  B.C.  An  immense  fleet  ot 
4,200  ships  was  collected  by  the  Persians  for 
the  invasion  of  Greece,  and  after  a  prelimin- 
ary fight   with  the  Athenians,   was   Int. illy  de- 

iyed  by  the  united  Creeks  in  the  famous 
battle  of  Salames. 

About  200  B.C  Rome  made  her  ap; 
ance  as  a  maritime  power,  and  sent  her  fleets 
to  the  shores  of  England,  which  she  conquer- 
ed. With  the  fall  of  the  Roman  Empire  and 
the  decline  of  the  old  civilization,  the  further 
development  of  the  ship  was  arrested  foi 
nearly  a  thousand  years.  The  gradual  c 
lishing  of  trade  relations  between  the  differ- 
ent countries  led  to  marked  improvement  . 
and  the  rise  of  Spain  and  Portugal  to  mari- 
time importance.  In  the  sixteenth  century  oc- 
curred the  destruction  of  the  great  Spanish 
Armada,  which  marks  the  beginning  pi  :, in- 
land's command  ol  the  sea. 

The  advent  of  the  steamer  at  the  hegin- 
Lng  ol  the  nineteenth  century  opened  an  era 
ot  radical  changes,  until  today  the  passing  Ol 
the  sailing  vessel  is  in  sight. 

I  he  enormous  strides  made  in  the  cub 
part  of  the  nineteenth  century  in  the  si/e  and 
tonnage  of  warships,  and  the  corresponding 
development  of  the  mercantile  marine,  as  ex- 
emplified by  the  East  and  West  Indiamen, 
paved  the  way  to  the  development  of  water 
routes,  and  the  St.  Lawrence,  with  the  chain 
of  great  lakes,  began  to  be  utilized,  the  first 
ocean  steamer  navigating  these  waters  in 
1838, 


In  touching  upon  insurance,  Mr.  Robb 
said:  "The  Dominion  Government  have 
been  trying  in  vain  to  obtain  from  the  under- 
writers the  data  which  Lloyd's  claim  justify 
them  in  charging  high  insurance  rates.

Calculating  the  strength  of  twelve  men  to 
be  equal  to  one  horse-power,  it  would  require 
840,000  men  to  produce  as  much  energy  as 
the  70,000  hOrse-power  developed  by  the  tur- 
bine machinery  of  a  big  Atlantic  steamship. 


Those  who  have  ever  hunted  flats  in  New 
York  know  well  that  till  a  rental  ot  S.S.000  or* 
$6,000  a  year  is  reached   flats  are  incredibly 
cramped.      Indeed,    in    a    good    neighborhood 
even  a  $5,000  flat  is  likely  to  be  a  tiny  one.

NEW  ZEALAND  PROBLEMS

The  ultimate  consumer  does  not  seem  to 
have  any  easier  time  in  New  Zealand  than 
elsewhere  in  meeting  the  burden  of  the  in- 
creased cost  of  living.  It  was  not  many  years 
ago  that  New  Zealand  was  heralded  as  a  land 
of  promise.  Her  laws  of  progressive  indus- 
trial and  social  character  were  held  up  as  mod- 
els. They  are  still  influencing  the  legislation 
of  other  lands.  But  the  nemesis  of  the  high 
cost  of  living  has  overtaken  the  "ultimate 
consumer"  there.  New  Zealand  has  encour-i 
aged  immigration.  She  has  made  it  easy  for 
settlers  to  take  up  land,  and  even  lends  money 
to  them.  She  has  progressive  taxation  on 
large  land  holdings  in  order  to  break  up  mon- 
opoly, and  a  factory  system  in  advance  of 
other  countries.   . 

Nevertheless,  the  problem  of  the  increased 
cost  of  living  is  also  troubling  New  Zealand. 
A  royal  commission  has  investigated  the  whole 
subject,  and  finds  the  causes  to  be  the  in- 
creased cost  of  the  production  of  goods,  in- 
creased demand  for  foodstuffs,  rural  depopu- 
lation, monopolies  and  trusts,  and  an  increase 
in  gold  supply.  Evidently  New  Zealand  is 
not  proving  the  land  of  blessing  it  is  supposed 
to  be,  if  it  cannot  show  a  considerable  meas- 
ure of  freedom  from  the  troubles  that  har- 
ass other  countries.  Whatever  the  specific 
causes  as  registered  by  New  Zealand's  royal 
commission,  the  cost  of  progress  comes  high 
there  as  elsewhere,  and  distributes  itsell 
among  all  the  elements  of  support  in  the  na- 
tion. The  enlarged  desires  and  ambition  of 
a  people;  the  newer  methods  of  doing  large- 
scale  business;  the  increased  cost  of  govern- 
ment facilities;  the  extravagance  of  a'  pev>ple; 
a  higher  standard  of  living,  and  increasing- 
new  demands  must  be  paid  for. 

As  usual,  elsewhere,  it  is  the  "ultimate 
consumer"  of  New  Zealand  who  is  feeling 
the  growing  pains  most  keenly,  and  has  the 
burden  of  paying  the  costs  and  even  the  diag- 
nosis of  the  royal  commission  is  adding  to  it. 
Workingmen  are  becoming  restless  and  em- 
ployers also.  The  former  have  their  wages 
fixed  for  a  term  of  years  under  the  compul- 
sory arbitration  law  which  has  given  New 
Zealand  the  reputation  for  having  abolished 
strikes.  But  as  rent,  cost  of  clothing,  as  well 
as  food  supplies,  have  risen  in  price,  the 
wages  are  not  buying  as  much  as  they  for- 
meriv  could  buy.  Now  workingmen  are  urg- 
ing that  wages  be  readjusted  to  the  cost  of 
living.  Employers  point  out  that  their  work- 
ing expenses  have  also  increased,  and  in  or- 
der to  increase  wages  they  must  increase  the 
price  of  their  products  iu  order  to  make  any 
profit.  Thus  the  circle  is  begun  over  again, 
and  the  "ultimate  consumer,"  of  whatever 
station,  groans  once  more  in  spirit  and  faces 
an  added  burden.

"Even  the^  dei^^iit-rreclproclty  has 
not  thrown  a  wet  blanket  over  the  pro- 
gress of  the  country."  said  Mr.  Foster, 
"but  that  is  a  negative  good.  The 
positive  good  is  that  It  gave  the  im- 
pulse to  trade  and  brought  foreign 
capital  Into  Canada.  A  great  gain  has 
been  realized  by  the  settlement  of  the 
policy  of  Canada  on  this  subject,  ami 
we  will  continue  to  hold  ourselves  from 
entering  alliances,  and  we  ourselves 
will  be   the  masters." 

"Another  thini,'  of  importance."  Mr. 
Foster  continued,  "is  the  attitude  of  the 
country  with  regard  to  defence.  It  has 
been  made  clear  that  Canada  owes  it  to 
herself  and  to  the  Empire  to  take  a 
part   In  defence  on   the   high  seas. 

"It  is  neither  in  the  Interests  of,  nor 
consistent  with  her  self-respect  that 
Canada  should  depend  on  Britain  for 
the  defence  and  conservation  of  the 
whole   of   the   Euplrf. 

"Is  It  not  a  fact  that  Canada,  with 
her  resources  and  riches,  should  stand 
up  and  do  her  part  In  the  defence  of 
the   Empire   on   the,  seas? 

"Today  we  see  condition*  which  may 
extend  over  a  period  of  some  time,  and 
which  may  become  critical  for  the  Brit- 
ish Empire,  and  we  cannot  afford  to 
tnke  any  chances.  We  want  a  defence 
which  is  owned  entirely  by  the  Empire, 
and  which  is  able  to  cope  with  any 
conditions   which  may  arise." 

"We  do  not  want  a  few  Niobes  and 
Rainbows  to  keep  In  dry  dock,  but  three 
of  the  world's  best  fighting  machines 
for  the  front  ranks  on  which  men  from 
the  less  worthy  ships  of  the  navy  may 
be  placed. 

"When  you  get  down  to  a  permanent 
policy,  go  to  the  people  of  Canada  and 
say:  'That  is  our  policy;  you  pronounce

NOT  YET  SO  OBSOLETE 

But  Last  Survival  of  Knral  Days  Disap- 
pearing— Finders   of  Animals   Held 

Responsible 

The  news  that  a  goat,  found  straying 
by  the  police  in  a  Guilford  street,  was 
kept  in  the  "'pound'  for  over  a  week  at 
a  cost  of  2s.,  will  come  as  asurprlse  to 
many  who  Imagine  that  pounds  have 
become  obsolete.  Pounds,  which  are,  of 
course,  enclosures  for  the  reception  of 
animals  taken  straying  on  the  highways 
.,r  trespassing  and  doing  damage  on 
priiate  land,  or  animals  or  goods  dis- 
t r. tin..!  for  rent,  are  still  largely  used 
in  the  country,  but  in  London  there  are 
very  few  remaining.  Those  In  Rich- 
mond Park,  on  Putney  Heath,  on  Wim- 
bledon Common,  at  Battersea,  and  at 
llampstead    practically   complete   the  list. 

If  a  passer-by  should  see  an  animal 
straylnK  In  the  road,  It  Is  well  for  him 
not  to  exhibit  too  much  zeal  In  taking 
it  to  pound,  for  rhe  finder  is  responsible 
for  feeding  the  animal,  and  in  the  case 
mentioned  above  the  animal  wan  kept 
for  over  a  week  :.  t  the  cost,  j<us  men- 
tioned, of  2s.;  but  when  sold  In  the
